Summer  School  Changes 

Based  on  recommendations  from  the  Faculty  Senate,  the  Summer  School  Self-Study  Committee, 
and  the  faculty  of  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  the  Educational  Council  has  author- 
ized the  following  changes  in  future  Summer  Sessions: 

(1)  That  beginning  with  the  1962  Summer  Session,  Clemson  will  offer  two 
summer  terms  of  six- weeks  each,  replacing  the  nine-week  term  which 
has  been  offered  in  the  past.        J2't  S>^i  4 

(2)  That  no  student  will  be  authorized  to  enroll  for  more  than  seven  credit 
hours  of  work  in  a  six-week  term. 
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(3)  That  a  full  teaching  load  for  a  six-week  term  will  consist  of 
6-7  credit  hours  or  18-20  clock  hours  of  work. 

(4)  That  a  director  of  the  Summer  Sessions  be  appointed. 

(5)  That  the  tuition  charges  per  credit  hour  will  be  adjusted  in 
view  of  the  extra  costs  of  the  two- term  program. 

In  taking  the  above  action,  it  was  understood  that  certain  courses  may  require  sched- 
uling over  the  full  twelve-week  period,  and  that  these  will  be  allowable  on  recommen- 
dation of  the  faculty  schedule  committee.   It  was  also  understood  that  certain  special 
programs,  such  as  the  forestry  summer  camp,  will  continue  to  operate  on  a  nine  week 
basis. 

College  Marshal 

Following  a  suggestion  made  by  Dr.  Morris  Cox,  the  President  proposed  to  appoint  as 
Marshal  of  the  College  an  appropriate  full  professor  from  the  academic  faculty. 

The  marshal  will  direct  the  order  of  official  processions,  regulate  the  rank  and  ordei 
at  official  academic  assemblies  and  functions,  and  serve  as  an  advisor  to  faculty  and 
staff  on  custom  and  procedure  related  to  any  academic  ceremony. 

One  hundred  twenty  dollars  ($120)  will  be  added  to  the  salary  of  the  professor  selectee 
as  Marshal,  and  the  Faculty  Senate  has  been  asked  to  nominate  the  professor  who  will 
serve  in  this  capacity. 

The  College  Self-Study 

The  Self-Study  of  the  College,  begun  before  Dean  Kinard's  death,  has  been  completed. 
A  nine-man  team,  headed  by  Dean  John  Hunter  (President-elect  of  LSU),  will  visit  the 
College  October  16-19  in  order  to  gain  additional  information  as  the  basis  for  a  full 
report  to  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Universities.   This  report,  along 
with  the  Self -Study  volumes,  will  be  forwarded  to  the  main  office  of  the  Association 
in  Atlanta.   Additional  information  concerning  the  pending  visit  of  the  Association 
Committee  will  be  given  to  all-  members  of  the  faculty  when  it  is  available.   The  Com- 
mittee will  include  as  members  Mr.  W.  Fifield,  provost  for  Agriculture  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Florida;  Mr.  L.  B.  Dietrick,  Dean  of  Agriculture  at  VPI;  Dean  R.  E.  Stiemke  of 
Georgia  Tech;  Mr.  Porter  Kellam,  Director  of  Libraries  at  the  University  of  Georgia; 
Dr.  W.  M.  Pearce,  Vice-President  of  Texas  Tech;  and  Dr.  Harry  H.  Sisler,  Head  of  the 
Department  of  Chemistry,  University  of  Florida.   At  least  two  other  persons  will  be  af 
pointed  by  the  Association  at  a  later  date. 

Bound  copies  of  the  Self-Study  report  are  being  placed  in  the  offices  of  each  dean  anc 
the  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate.

Department  Title  Changes 

Acting  on  a  request  by  the  School  of  Agriculture,  the  Educational  Council  has  approvec 
two  changes  in  departmental  titles.   These  are  (1)  from  Dairy  Department  _to  Dairy  Sci 
ence  Department;  and  (2)  from  Poultry  Department  to  Poultry  Science  Department.   Ap- 
propriate changes  in  the  titles  of  faculty  in  these  departments  will  also  be  made.   Al 
changes  will  be  effective  July  1,  1962. 
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Report  of  the  Curriculum  Committee 

This  Committee  met  on  July  20  and  took  the  following  action: 

(1)  Approved  a  proposal  from  the  School  of  Textiles  to  drop  from 
textile  curricula  as  required  courses  Math  306,  Physics  321, 

and  Physics  341;  and  to  substitute  for  them  equivalent  credits  in 
Mathematics  and/or  Physics  (to  be  approved  by  class  advisors). 

(2)  Approved  a  proposal  from  the  School  of  Engineering  to  add  a  new 
course,  "Electrical  Engineering  301--Electronics  in  Engineering 
and  Science--3  cr.  (3  &  0)."   The  course  is  to  be  taught  by  mem- 
bers of  the  EE  staff  as  an  elective  for  students  not  majoring  in 
EE.   Prerequisite  for  the  course  will  be  two  semesters  in  Physics. 

(3)  Approved  a  proposal  from  the  School  of  Agriculture  that  beginning 
with  the  summer  of  1962  Forestry  250  (The  summer  camp  course)  be 
dropped  and  replaced  by  four  courses.   These  four  courses  will  be; 

(a)  For  251S--Silvics  2  cr. 

(b)  For  252S--Forest  Engineering  2  cr. 

(c)  For  253S--Forest  Mensuration  4  cr. 

(d)  For  254S--Forest  Products  1  cr. 

(4)  Approved  a  proposal  from  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  to  add  a 
new  course,  "Education  335--Adolescent  Growth  and  Development-- 

3  cr.  (3  &  0)."   This  course  will  replace  Education  332--"Organi- 
zation  of  Courses  of  Study." 

(5)  Tabled  a  proposal  from  the  School  of  Engineering  to  offer  a 
curriculum  in  Metallurgical  Engineering. 

(6)  Approved  a  proposal  from  the  School  of  Engineering  to  drop  from 
the  catalog  two  courses,  "ME  523--Advanced  Internal  Combustion 
Engines  Laboratory--l  cr. ,  and  ME  524--Advanced  Gas  Turbines"; 
and  to  add  two  courses,  "ME  421--Advanced  Internal  Combustion 
Engines--3  cr. ,  and  ME  524--Advanced  Gas  Power  Dynamics--  3  cr." 

(7)  Approved  a  proposal  from  the  Department  of  Entomology-Zoology 
and  the  Graduate  Council  to  add  two  new  courses  in  the  T  series, 
open  only  to  experienced  high  school  teachers  who  are  enrolled 
in  the  Clemson  Graduate  School.   The  two  courses  are  "Biology 
501T--The  New  Biology — 3  cr. ,  and  Biology  502T--a  continuation 
of  501T--3  cr."   These  two  courses  are  to  be  taught  partially  by 
TV  (Continental  Classroom  series)  and  partially  by  on-campus 
instruction. 


Old  Physics  Building 

The  Physics  Department  has  moved  to  new  quarters  this  summer,  and  space  assignments 
in  the  Old  Physics  Building  are: 

(1)  Basement- -ROTC  (Army). 

(2)  First  Floor--Geology  classrooms  and  offices. 

(3)  Second  Fioor--English  and  Mathematics  classrooms  and  offices. 

The  Old  Physics  building  will  hereafter  be  known  officially  as  the  Geology  Building. 
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New  Faculty 

Forty  new  teachers  are  joining  the  faculties  of  the  College  this  month:   five  in 
Agriculture,  three  in  Architecture,  twenty-five  in  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  seven 
in  Engineering.   Nineteen  of  the  total  hold  doctorates  (or  the  equivalent).   The 
forty  new  faculty  hold  their  highest  earned  degrees  from  twenty-eight  different 
Graduate  Schools  located  in  nineteen  states  and  one  foreign  nation.   The  largest 
number  from  a  single  institution  is  five,  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina.

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The  Self-Study 

The  last  issue  of  the  Newsletter  contained  information  about  the  College  Self-Study, 
and  the  pending  visit  October  16-19  by  an  evaluation  group  selected  by  the  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges.   The  evaluation  Committee  now  includes  nine  men.   They  are 
Mr.  W.  M.  Fifield,  provost  for  agriculture,  University  of  Florida;  Mr.  L.  B.  Dietrick, 
Dean  of  Agriculture,  V.P.I. ;  Dr.  R.  E.  Stiemke,  Dean  of  Civil  Engineering,  Georgia  Tech; 
Mr.  Porter  Kellan,  Librarian,  University  of  Georgia;  Dr.  W.  M.  Pearce,  Vice-President  of 
Texas  Tech;  Dr.  H.  H.  Sisler,  Head,  Chemistry  Department,  University  of  Florida;  Mr.  D.  G 
Fulton,  Director  of  Student  Affairs,  Northwestern  State  College  of  Louisiana;  Dr.  Guy 
Stevenson,  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School,  University  of  Louisville;  and  Dr.  John  A.  Hunter, 
President-elect  of  L.S.U. 

The  group  will  arrive  on  Sunday,  October  15,  and  will  be  guests  of  President  Edwards  at 
a  dinner  that  evening.   Monday  morning  each  Committee  member  will  begin  a  three-day  pro- 
gram of  interviewing.   On  Thursday  morning,  October  19,  the  Committee  will  meet  with 
President  Edwards  for  a  final  quastion-and-answer  session,  and  sometime  in  November  a 
full  report  of  their  visit,  with  their  recommendations,  will  be  made  to  the  Southern 
Association  and  to  the  College. 

The  administration  will  make  available  to  each  Committee  member  a  map  of  the  campus  and 
a  directory  of  the  faculty.   No  member  of  the  administration  will  accompany  committee  mem^ 
bers  on  visits  or  interviews. 

The  visitation  group  will  use  as  headquarters  workrooms  the  Office  of  the  Graduate  Dean 
and  the  Penthouse  at  the  Hotel. 

The  names  of  all  members  of  the  faculty  and  staff  who  served  on  any  of  the  fifty-seven 
Self-Study  Committees  have  been  given  to  the  visitation  group. 

New  Admissions  Policy 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  approved  a  new  admissions  policy  for  all  undergraduate  students, 
This  new  policy,  printed  below,  allows  the  College  to  use  predictive  factors  in  addition 
to  the  College  Board  tests. 

The  policy: 

The  following  factors  will  be  given  weight  and  emphasis  by  Clemson  College  in  admitting 
undergraduate  students,  whether  freshmen  or  transfer: 

(1)  College  Entrance  Examination  Board  Test 

The  prospective  student's  rating  in  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board 
test  will  be  given  considerable  weigth  but  it  will  remain  only  one  factor 
to  be  used  in  determining  the  student's  acceptability.   If  a  student  ob- 
tains a  grade  above  the  cut-off  score  currently  used,  it  does  not  mean  he 
will  automatically  be  admitted.   His  high  school  grades  must  indicate  the 
probability  of  success  with  college  work,  he  must  have  reached  a  maturity 
level  sufficient  for  serious  study,  he  must  have  a  proper  motivation  for 
college  work  and  he  must  have  a  suitable  recommendation  from  his  high 
school  (or  other  college  if  a  transfer  student). 

(2)  High  School  Record 

The  prospective  student's  high  school  record  will  be  given  careful  examin- 
ation to  see  that  his  grades  and  high  school  rank  indicate  the  ability 
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level  to  do  college  work  and  that  the  student  is  properly  motivated  and 
has  established  habits  of  study  essential  to  college  success.   Particular 
attention  will  be  given  to  the  grades  obtained  on  college  preparatory  sub- 
jects such  as  English,  mathematics,  science  and  foreign  languages. 

(3)  High  School  Recommendation 

A  positive  recommendation  on  each  student  seeking  admission  will  be  sought 
from  the  high  school  he  attended.   The  recommendation  will  be  sought  from 
the  high  school  principal  and  from  the  high  school  guidance  counselor,  if 
one  exists.   This  reconmiendation  will  be  given  considerable  weight  since 
it  represents  a  judgment  of  ability  and  maturity  to  handle  college- level 
work  based  upon  considerable  experience  with  the  student  during  his  most 
formative  years.   If  a  student  has  sufficient  ability  but  lacks  emotional 
stability,  motivation  or  suitable  character  he  may  be  rejected  for  admis- 
sion.  On  the  contrary,  if  a  student  is  close  to  the  borderline  in  ability 
but  has  great  motivation,  advanced  maturity,  is  emotionally  stable  and  of 
excellent  character,  he  will  be  given  every  consideration  for  admission, 
since  his  good  qualities  seem  to  outweigh  his  limitations  and  he  seems  to 
have  a  fair  chance  of  college  success. 

(4)  Miscellaneous  Factors 

There  are  a  number  of  intangibles  which  are  important  but  are  difficult 
to  measure.   The  College  will  attempt  to  assess  these  factors  fairly  and 
and  reasonably.   These  factors  concern  character,  maturity,  motivation, 
amenity  and  obedience  to  authority  and  salutary  rules  of  discipline,  and 
emotional  stability.   Where  any  of  these  factors  are  in  question,  the 
College  will  obtain  additional  data  on  them  from  any  of  the  following 
methods:   interviewing  the  potential  student;  interviewing  the  parents; 
interviewing  the  leaders  of  the  community  where  the  potential  student  re- 
sides; or  by  asking  the  student  to  take  a  special  test  aimed  at  eliciting 
information  on  the  factors  in  question. 

In  summary,  no  single  factor  will  be  the  controlling  one  in  admitting  students.   Instead, 
the  College  will  look  for  well-rounded,  mature,  students  with  proper  motivation  and  with 
an  adequate  educational  achievement  level.   This  will  permit  a  maximum  investment  of  the 
high  cost  of  education  in  those  students  who  seem  best  qualified  to  benefit  from  such 
training.   This  will  have  the  added  benefit  of  minimizing  the  State's  per  student  cost 
of  higher  education.

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The  Graduate  School 

Graduate  Student  enrollment  for  the  fall,  semester  will  exceed  150  students.  Including 
fifty-eight  who  are  enrolling  for  the  first  time.   Half  of  these  new  students  have 
quantitative  Graduate  Record  test  scores  ranking  with  the  top  eleven  per  cent  of  all 
college  seniors  taking  the  tests.   In  their  verbal  aptitudes  these  new  students  have 
scores  which  range  from  low  to  high.   Those  at  the  lower  end  of  the  scale  are  being  re- 
quired to  take  additional  work  in  English  and  their  department  heads  are  emphasizing  the 
need  for  improved  verbal  skills. 

The  new  graduate  students  come  from  thirty-seven  colleges  and  universities  in  fourteen 
states  and  two  foreign  countries. 

Grade  Distributions 

Statistical  data  on  second  semester  student  grade  distributions  throughout  the  College 
have  been  prepared  and  sent  to  department  heads  for  the  information  of  all  interested 
faculty  members. 

College  averages  for  the  semester  are:  A,  13.1%;  B,  26.7%;  C,  31,2%;  D,  15.5%;  and 

F,  9.4  %.      The  highest  percentage  of  A  grades  was  in  Textiles  (34.4);  while  the  highest 

percentage  of  F  grades  was  in  Arts  and  Sciences  (12.1). 

Research  Notes 

Data  on  345  sponsored  research  projects  completed  or  underway  at  the  College  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  July  1,  1961,  indicates  that  $1,753,730  was  budgeted  to  these  acti- 
vities.  The  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  administered  $1,589,087  of  the  total. 
$48,317  was  spent  in  Engineering,  $31,295  in  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  $85,031 
in  Textiles.   The  funds  came  from  various  federal  and  state  government  agencies,  the 
Clemson  College  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund,  and  forty-one  industrial  organizations. 

Since  sponsored  research  is  becoming  increasingly  important  at  Clemson,  policies  regardii 
such  research  have  been  developed.   These  are: 

(A)  No  person  will  be  permitted  to  use  college  facilities  for  sponsored 
research  unless  he  has  official  status  at  the  college.   (Such  matters 
as  the  temporary  loan  of  an  instrument  fall  outside  the  scope  of  this 
provision. ) 

(B)  No  sponsored  project  will  be  undertaken  which  would  tend  to  overload 
the  staff  of  any  department  or  school,  or  which  might  in  any  way  prove 
detrimental  to  the  graduate  and/or  undergraduate  educational  programs. 

(C)  The  sponsored  project  must  not  encroach  on  space  and  facilities  required 
by  the  educational  program  and  existing  research  activities. 

(D)  Each  sponsored  research  project  contract  should  stipulate  a  sum  of  money 
to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  library  materials. 

(E)  Any  staff  member  invited  to  supervise  a  sponsored  research  project  may 
decline  the  task  if  the  project  does  not  impress  him  as  being  worth  the 
time  and  energy  demanded. 

(F)  Profits  which  may  accrue  from  sponsored  research  projects  will  be  made 
available  to  the  graduate  program  of  the  college.   Such  profits  should 
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be  spent  (1)   for  teaching  and  research  assistantships ;  (2)   for 
departmental  research  equipment;  and  (3)   for  salary  supplements  to 
distinguished  professors.

Graduate  Council  Meeting 

The  Graduate  Council  on  October  5  approved  plans  for  a  curriculum  leading  to  the  PH.D. 
chemical  engineering,  to  begin  in  September  1963.  The  present  chemical  engineering  facu 
ty  consists  of  six  members  with  their  doctorates  earned  at  five  different  schools.  Ampl 
facilities  for  conducting  teaching  and  research  are  available  in  Earle  Hall,  completed  i 
1959,  Approximately  $300,000  of  new  equipment  was  given  with  the  building.  Doctoral  st 
dents  are  expected  to  take  their  minors  in  mathematics,  chemistry,  physics,  bacteriology 
or  the  engineering  fields. 

The  department  has  applied  for  fellowships  under  the  National  Defense  Education  Act. 

The  Council  also  (1)  discussed  the  maximum  amount  of  outside  work  and  graduate  work  that 
a  student  should  be  allowed  to  carry  and  decided  to  leave  the  present  regulations  un- 
changed; (2)  clarified  the  requirement  that  the  amount  of  work  needed  by  a  doctoral  can 
didate  for  his  minor  is  not  a  particular  number  of  hours  but  rather  that  amount  of  work 
that  will  establish  competence  in  the  field  to  the  satisfaction  of  his  committee;  and 
(3)  approved  a  statement  that  a  student  who  is  admitted  to  the  Graduate  School. in  a 
Master's  program  and  earns  that  degree  will  not  be  permitted  to  work  toward  his  Ph.D.  di 
gree  without  reapplying  for  admission  to  the  Ph.D.  program.

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President  Expresses  Appreciation  for  Self-Study  Work 

The  following  comment  is  from  President  Edwards:   "I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  every  member  of  the  faculty  and  staff  who  had  a 
hand  in  the  preparation  of  our  Self-Study  materials.   The  College  has  been  informed  by 
the  Southern  Association  Visitation  Committee  that  our  Self-Study  volumes  were  the  best 
prepared  and  best  arranged  they  had  seen. 

"The  visiting  committee  had  a  pleasant  stay  at  Clemson.   Last  Wednesday  (October  18)  the 
Committee  met  with  me  in  my  office  and  reviewed  with  me  the  report  which  will  be  submit- 
ted to  the  Southern  Association  late  in  November.   The  Committee  report  will  compliment 
the  College  on  its  obvious  academic  progress  and  will  pay  high  tribute  to  a  dedicated, 
highly- trained  faculty. 

"Other  highlights  of  the  report  are  these:   The  Committee  will  praise  the  College  for 
the  development  of  its  physical  plant,  but  will  emphasize  our  need  for  a  new  library  and 
a  new  student  health  building;  will  urge  that  a  grade-point-ratio  of  2.0  be  required  for 
graduation  as  soon  as  practicable;  will  take  note  of  advances  in  faculty  compensation 
and  call  for  continuing  effort  in  this  regard,  especially  at  the  professor  and  associate 
professor  ranks;  will  ask  for  an  improved  counseling  program,  both  academic  and  non- 
academic;  will  urge  the  appropriation  of  state  funds  to  engineering  research;  and  will 
congratulate  the  college  on  its  new  admissions  policy,  its  successful  effort  to  build 
quality  into  its  graduate  programs,  its  athletic  program,  and  its  public  service  programs, 
The  report  will  call  for  an  expanded  program  of  physical  training  for  all  students. 

"The  Self-Study  has  been  a  two  year  effort  in  which  most  of  the  people  on  our  campus  ha  i 
played  an  important  part.   The  administration,  working  with  the  Faculty  Senate,  proposes 
to  continue  a  review  of  every  recommendation  made  in  the  eleven  volumes  of  the  study," 


New  Faculty  Members 

Two  new  faculty  members  are  joining  the  College  this  month.   They  are  Mrs.  Virginia 
Bardsley  who  will  teach  history  and  government,  and  Dr.  Earl  T.  Carpenter  who  will  teach 
in  agricultural  education.   Each  will  hold  the  rank  of  assistant  professor. 

Mrs.  Bardsley  comes  from  Louisiana  where  she  has  taught  for  several  years  at  LSU.   She 
holds  a  Master's  degree  in  English  and  a  Ph.D.  in  history  from  Mississippi  State  Univer- 
sity. 

Earl  Carpenter  is  a  native  of  Hannibal,  Missouri,  and  holds  the  D.Ed,  degree  from  the 
University  of  Missouri.   Before  joining  the  Clemson  faculty  he  had  experience  as  an  as- 
sistant county  agent  in  Missouri  and  as  an  assistant  professor  of  continuing  education 
at  the  University  of  Missouri. 
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Faculty  Fellowship  Information 

The  Graduate  School  has  received  information  concerning  the  following  grants  for  further 
study  and  research.   A  file  with  complete  information  about  each  grant  is  available  in 
the  Graduate  School  office. 

(1)  Aid  for  further  graduate  study: 

A.  National  Defense  Education  Act  Modern  Language  Fellowships.   Fellowships  of 
about  $2,250  for  the  study  of  certain  languages  are  given  to  graduate  students 
who  are  preparing  to  teach  languages  or  to  work  in  certain  fields  in  which 
knowledge  of  the  language  is  important.   Application  forms  must  be  completed 
by  early  February, 

B.  National  Science  Foundation  Fellowships.   These  fellowships  are  for  one  year  of 
graduate  study  in  the  sciences  at  the  first,  second,  or  third  year  level  and 
are  tenable  at  any  appropriate  non-profit  institution.   The  stipend  is  about 
$2,000  with  an  allowance  of  $500  for  each  dependent.   Selection  is  largely  on 
the  basis  of  academic  excellence.   All  application  forms  must  be  completed  by 
January  5. 

C.  Rockefeller  Theological  Fellowship  Program.  Sixty  awards  for  one  year  covering 
room,  board,  tuition,  and  fees  plus  $500,  or  more  if  the  fellow  has  dependents, 
will  be  given  to  students  who  are  not  now  planning  to  attend  a  graduate  theolog- 
ical school  but  who  would  be  willing,  if  awarded  a  fellowship,  to  attend  such  a 
school  for  one  year  in  order  to  consider  the  ordained  ministry.  Nominations  by 
a  minister  or  faculty  member  must  be  made  before  November  20, 

(2)  Aid  for  further  faculty  study  or  research: 

A,  National  Science  Foundation  Postdoctoral  Fellowships.   Approximately  135  fellow-j 
ships  will  be  given  for  full  time  scientific  study  and/or  scientific  research 
at  appropriate  nonprofit  American  or  nonprofit  foreign  institutions.   Tenure  is 
usually  for  an  academic  or  calendar  year.   The  stipend  is  $5,000  plus  dependenc] 
and  travel  allowances.   Applications  must  be  completed  by  December  18. 

B.  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organization  Postdoctoral  Fellowships  in  Science.    Approx^ 
imately  60  awards  will  be  made  for  full  time  scientific  study  or  scientific  re- 
search in  the  NATO  countries.   Language  competence  will  be  considered.   Tenure, 
stipend,  and  application  dates  are  the  same  as  for  NSF  Postdoctoral  Fellowships 
above.

Organization  for  Economic  Cooperation  and  Development  Senior  Visiting  Fellowship 


Certain  educational  institutions  may  nominate  senior  scientists,  mathematicians, 
and   engineers   on  their  staffs  for  one  of  approximately  twenty  fellowships  to 
study  new  techniques  and  developments  at  advanced  research  and  educational  in- 
stitutions primarily  in  the  OECD  countries.   The  stipend  is  $10  a  day  plus  plane 
fare.   Nominations  must  be  made  by  January  5,  1962, 


Claud  Green  to  Direct  Summer  Sessions 

The  Board  of  Trustees  on  November  10  will  be  asked  to  approve  an  administration  request 
that  Claud  B.  Green  (English)  be  appointed  as  Director  of  Summer  Sessions  and  Extended 
Programs,  effective  January  1,  1962. 


As  Director  of  Summer  Sessions  Dr.  Green  will  promote  Summer  School  attendance  through 
the  publication  and  dissemination  of  the  Summer  School  Bulletin  and  related  materials;  he 
will  work  closely  with  department  heads  and  others  in  planning  and  coordinating  such  spe- 
cial summer  academic  programs  as  short  courses  and  institutes;  he  will  assist  and  advise 
the  Registrar  and  the  deans  in  matters  related  to  the  scheduling  of  summer  activities;  and 
he  will  recommend  ways  and  means  of  improving  summer  session  activities. 

As  Director  of  Extended  Programs  he  will  have  the  responsibility  of  promotion,  organization, 
and  coordination  of  special  non-research  academic  programs  (  on  and  off-campus)  in  areas 
other  than  agriculture. 

Extended  services  will  include  not  only  short  courses  and  adult  educational  programs,  but 
also  such  areas  of  cultural  and  education  activity  as  the  college  lecture  and  seminar 
series  and  the  college  concert  series. 

Dr.  Green  will  become  a  voting  member  of  the  College  Educational  Council. 

Academic  Freedom  Statement  Adopted 

The  following  policy  statement  on  academic  freedom  was  adopted  by  the  College  Educational 
Council  on  October  23  and  is  now  effective.   The  policy  was  originally  prepared  by  the 
Faculty  Senate.   Details  of  procedure  concerning  courses  of  action  available  to  any  fac- 
ulty member  who  claims  an  infraction  of  academic  freedom  are  being  worked  out  by  a  Sen- 
ate committee. 

Academic  Freedom 

A  college  or  university  is  a  center  of  learning;  a  place  where  teacher-scholars  gather 

to  seek,  teach  and  disseminate  the  truth for  its  own  sake  rather  than  for  any  immediate 

political,  social  or  economic  goal.   Because  of  this,  academic  freedom  is  a  right  and  not 
a  privilege  to  be  granted  or  withheld. 

A  college  or  university  can  fulfill  its  mission  only  when  its  faculty  members  have  aca- 
demic freedom;  that  is,  freedom  to  pursue  the  truth  without  fear  of  pressure  from  sources 
inside  or  outside  the  institution.   Such  freedom  carries  with  it  the  commensurate  re- 
quirement that  members  of  the  faculty  exercise  their  academic  freedom  in  a  responsible 
manner. 

It  is  the  policy  of  Clemson  College  to  defend  academic  freedom  by  vigorously  resisting  u    i. 
efforts  from  whatever  source  to  encroach  upon  or  restrict  it.   The  College,  therefore, 
adopts  the  following  statement  on  academic  freedom. 

(a)  The  Clemson  College  faculty  member  is  entitled  to  full  freedom  in  research 
and  in  the  publication  of  the  results,  subject  to  the  adequate  performance  of 
his  other  academic  duties;  but  research  for  pecuniary  return  should  be  based  up- 
on an  understanding  with  the  authorities  of  the  institution. 

(b)  The  faculty  member  is  entitled  to  freedom  in  the  classroom  in  discussing  his 
subject,  but  he  should  be  careful  not  to  introduce  into  his  teaching  controversial 
matter  which  has  no  relation  to  his  subject. 

(c)  A  Clemson  College  faculty  member  is  a  citizen,  a  member  of  a  learned  profession 
and  an  officer  of  the  institution.   When  he  speaks  or  writes  as  a  citizen,  he  will 
be  free  from  institutional  censorship  or  discipline,  but  his  special  position  in 
the  community  imposes  special  obligations.   As  a  man  of  learning  and  an  educational 
officer,  he  should  remember  that  the  public  may  judge  his  profession  and  Clemson 

k      College  by  his  utterances.   Hence  he  should  at  all  times  be  accurate,  should  ex- 
ercise appropriate  restraint,  should  show  respect  for  the  opinions  of  others,  and 
should  make  every  effort  in  indicate  that  he  is  not  an  institutional  spokesman. 
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Graduate  Council  Meeting 

The  Graduate  Council  at  its  meeting  on  October  19  approved  the  proposal  by  the  industri- 
al management  department  that  it  be  allowed  to  offer  a  program  leading  to  the  Master  of 
Science  degree  in  industrial  management  beginning  September  1962.   (The  Ph.D.  program 
in  chemical  engineering  erroneously  reported  in  the  last  Newsletter  as  beginning  in  Sept- 
ember 1963)  will  be  offered  beginning  in  September  1962. )  It  is  expected  that  the  in- 
dustrial management  curriculum  will  enable  students  with  backgrounds  in  engineering  and 
science  as  well  as  in  industrial  management  to  prepare  for  management  positions. 

In  recognition  of  the  fact  that  fields  of  study  often  differ  in  their  requirements  of 
work  leading  to  the  Ph.D.,  the  Council  changed  the  number  of  fields  of  minor  study  re- 
quired  for  this  degree  from  two  to  "one  or  more." 

The  requirement  that  a  student  have  a  B  average  on  courses  taken  at  the  level  of  500  or 
above  was  clarified  to  include  all  courses  taken  and  not  just  those  presented  to  meet 
the  degree  requirements.

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  retiring  chairman  F.I„  Brownley  reported 
that  the  administration  had  asked  the  Faculty  Senate  and  Research  Faculty  to 
consider  the  possibility  of  a  merger  of  the  two  groups,.  This  was  due  to  the 
fact  that  a  relatively  small  number  of  faculty  members  were  not  represented  by 
the  Senate  since  most  researchers  are  also  engaged  in  teaching  activities.   A 
motion  was  passed  authorizing  the  chairman  of  the  Council  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  study  the  possibility  of  a  merger., 

The  second  meeting  was  devoted  to  a  discussion  of  the  advisability  of  a  merger 

of  the  two  bodies.   H.J.  Webb  was  invited  to  discuss  the  history  of  the  Research 

Faculty  with  special  reference  to  reasons  for  its  existence  as  a  separate  organ- 
ization. 

A  lengthy  examination  was  made  of  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  a  merger. 
Special  problems  anticipated  in  such  a  move  were  aired. 

Chairman  Barnett  appointed  a  committee  consisting  of  R.W.  Henningson,  chairman; 
T.D.  Efland,  H.H.  Wilson. 

This  committee  was  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  formulating  a  plan  for 
merging  wicn  the  Faculty  Senate „  This  plan  is  to  be  presented  to  the  Research 
Faculty  Council  for  approval o   Upon  approval  the  plan  shall  be  presented  to  the 
dean  of  the  college  for  his  comments  and  ultimately  to  the  Faculty  Senate  for 
its  consideration.   After  this  procedure  the  entire  Research  Faculty  will  vote 
on  the  modified  proposal  before  final  action  by  the  administration. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  work  on  Research  Faculty  public  relations.   This 
committee  consisted  of  D„H„  Kropf,  chairman;  G.H.  Dunkelberg,  M,  Goldemberg. 

This  committee  was  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  gathering  and  disseminating 
information  on  the  status  of  the  researcher  at  other  institutions,  in  industry 
and  in  government „   Included  in  the  facts  to  be  considered  by  the  committee  are 
the  conditions  considered  important  by  researchers  for  creative  and  productive 
work.   If  available,  information  on  the  reasons  why  researchers  leave  Clemson 
or  decline  an  invitation  to  work  here  is  to  be  gathered, 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  study  special  problems  that  may  exist  in  research 
directly  related  to  graduate  students.   It  was  pointed  out  that  Clemson 's 
ability  to  develop  an  outstanding  graduate  school  is  directly  dependent  upon 
the  creation  of  a  research  atmosphere.

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DEAN  FARRAR  TO  RESIGN:   NEW  DEAN  OF  AGRICULTURE  TO  REPORT  IN  JUNE 

M.  D.  Farrar,  Dean  of  Clemson's  School  of  Agriculture  since  1953,  requested  some 
months  ago  that  he  be  allowed  to  return  to  full-time  teaching  and  research  as  soon 
as  a  successor  to  the  deanship  could  be  appointed.   In  agreeing  to  his  request,  the 
administration  expressed  to  Dean  Farrar  its  deep  appreciation  for  his  leadership  of 
the  School  through  difficult  years  which  involved  both  the  construction  of  the  R.  F. 
Poole  Agricultural  Center  and  the  relocation  of  agricultural  research  facilities 
flooded  by  waters  of  Hartwell  lake.   Additionally  the  administration  awarded  to  Dean 
Farrar  the  title  of  senior  scientist. 

Working  closely  with  directors  and  department  heads,  the  administration  has  conducted 
a  thorough  search  for  a  new  dean.   This  search  has  culminated  in  the  appointment  of 
Willian  H.  Wiley  to  the  position,  effective  not  later  than  July  1,  1962. 

Dr.  Wiley  did  junior-college  study  at  the  John  Tarleton  Agricultural  College  (Step- 
hensville,  Texas),  then  graduated  with  honors  from  the  A&M  College  of  Texas  with  a 
major  in  poultry  science  and  a  minor  in  vocational  agricultural  education.   His  mas- 
ter's and  doctor's  degrees  were  also  earned  at  the  Texas  A&M  College,  with  majors  in 
poultry  and  minors  in  genetics,  zoology,  and  economics.   He  has  done  additional 
graduate  study  at  the  University  of  Arkansas  and  at  the  State  University  of  Iowa. 

Dean  Wiley's  work  experience  has  included  the  following:   statistician  with  the  Texas 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station;  instructor  in  poultry  and  livestock  management  at 
Sam  Houston  State  College;  instructor  to  associate  professor  of  animal  industries  at 
the  University  of  Arkansas;  head,  poultry  science  department  and  director  of  the  Rhode 
Island  Agricultural  Experiment  Station;  and,  currently,  dean  of  agriculture  at  the 
University  of  Rhode  Island.   He  has  served  on  numerous  important  committees  of  the 
Agricultural  Council  of  the  Land-Grant  Association  and  is  now  vice-chairman  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  Marketing  Advisory  Committee  (poultry  division) 

Dean  Wiley  was  born  in  Cherokee  County,  Texas,  and  is  forty-eight  years  of  age.   He 
is  married  and  has  one  child. 


POLICY  FOR  TIE  AWARDING  OF  HONORARY  DEGREES 

At  its  November  10  meeting  in  Columbia  the  College  Board  of  Trustees  discussed  the 
matter  of  honorary  degrees  and  established  a  policy  for  the  granting  of  such  awards. 
The  policy,  which  is  now  effective,  is  as  follows: 

Principles.   Honorary  degrees  will  be  conferred  in  recognition  of  eminent  achievement 
in  scholarship  or  of  high  distinction  in  public  service.   The  awarding  of  honorary  de- 
grees will  be  regarded  as  a  method  by  which  the  College  expresses  its  ideals  and 
recognizes  exceptional  attainments.

Procedures  for  Nominating  Candidates.  Nominations  may  b  made  by  any  interested  per- 
son. A  narrative  letter  setting  forth  the  accomplishments  of  the  nominee  should  be 
submitted  to  any  member  of  the  Board -of  Trustees  or  to  the  President  of  the  College. 
The  person  receiving  the  nomination  will  forward  it  to  the  Clemson  Faculty  Senate  via 
the  President  of  the  College.  Normally,  October  15  will  be  the  deadline  date  for 
submission  of  nominations.*  The  Senate  will  gather  additional  information  from  withi 
and  outside  the  College  as  deemed  necessary. 

Procedure  for  Selecting  Candidates.  A  committee  consisting  of  three  members  of  the 
Board  to  be  appointed  annually  by  the  President  of  the  Board  at  the  fall  meeting,  two 
members  of  the  Academic  Faculty  Senate,  the  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  and  the 
President  of  the  College  will  meet  at  the  convenience  of  the  committee  to  consider 
all  nominations.  The  Senate  President  will  act  as  secretary  of  the  committee  and  wil 
present  the  nominees.  The  President  of  the  College  will  act  as  committee  chairman. 
The  committee  will  forward  its  recommendations  to  the  full  Board  of  Truste':'.s  for  fink 
action. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  limit  the  number  of  honorary  degrees  to  a  maximum  of 
five  during  any  one  academic  year.  j

B.A.  AND  M.A.  CURRICULA  AUTHORIZED  BY  TRUSTEES  ! 

The  administration  proposal  that  Clemson  be  authorized  to  offer  Bachelor  of  Arts  and 
and  Master  of  Arts  degrees  was  approved  on  November  10  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.   The 
School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  is  now  at  work  planning  the  new  curricula,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  B.A.  degree  students  will  enroll  in  September,  1962. 

The  College  proposal  to  the  Board  was  worde  '.  as  follows: 

"For  some  years  Clemson  College  has  offered  a  curriculum  in  arts  and  sciences  under 
the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences.   The  degree  awarded  to  the  graduates  of  this  cur- 
riculum is  the  B.S.  degree.   In  many  respects  the  contents  of  this  course  of  study 
parallel  that  of  a  recipient  of  an  A.B.  degree,  but  there  are  several  fundamental 
differences.   For  instance,  the  number  of  hours  required  for  graduation  is  much 
greater  that  the  required  for  an  A.B.  degree  and  the  amount  of  mathematics  and  phys- 
ical sciences  required  is  also  much  greater  than  for  comparable  A.B.  programs  in 
other  institutions.   The  result  has  been  the  loss  to  Clemson  of  many  superior  stu- 
dents who  wish  to  take  a  normal  A.B.  program.   This  has  worked  a  hardship  on  young 
men  and  women  living  in  the  northwestern  part  of  South  Carolina  who  wish  to  pursue 
a  course  of  study  in  a  state  institution  near  their  home. 

"With  the  rapid  increase  of  college  age  students  in  the  state,  it  seems  logical  that 
Clemson  should  expand  to  serve  as  an  institution  providing  the  bachelor  of  arts 
courses  to  those  students  in  the  area  contiguous  to  the  College.   At  the  present  time 
Clemson  is  one  of  only  ten  land-grant  colleges  in  the  country  that  does  not  have 
A.B.  and  M.A.  programs. 

"The  possibility  of  A.B.  and  M.A.  curriculums  has  been  studied  by  a  special  committe 
of  the  faculty  and  it  is  believed  that  almost  no  additional  faculty  would  be  required 
for  such  program.   Recruitment  of  outstanding  faculty  in  the  English  and  social 
sciences  areas  would  be  much  facilitated  and  it  would  be  much  easier  to  retain  those 
we  already  have.   The  service  to  the  students  in  the  northwestern  part  of  South  Car- 
olina and  adjacent  areas  of  Georgia  would  be  most  logical  and  welcome."

ADDITIONAL  ACTIONS  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 

In  addition  to  authorizing  the  B.A,  -  M.A.  curricula,  approving  the  appointments  of 
Deans  Rich  and  Wiley,  and  establishing  a  policy  for  the  awarding  of  honorary  degrees, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  November  10  meeting  took  the  following  actions: 

1.  Approved  the  plan  to  offer  two  six-week  summer  sessions  and  to  appoint  C.  B. 
Creen  as  Director  of  Summer  Sessions  and  Extended  Programs. 

2.  Authorized  the  College  to  set  a  special  deadline  for  the  acceptance  of  trans- 
fer students,  and  to  refund  paid  tuition  and  fees  to  any  student  forced  to  dis- 
continue his  enrollment  due  to  a  call  to  active  military  duty. 

3.  Authorized  the  lease  of  certain  college  lands  to  (a)  the  federal  government 
in  connection  with  the  establishment  of  a  soil  and  water  conservation  field 
station  near  Florence,  South  Carolina;  (b)  the  South  Carolina  Aeronautics  Com- 
mission for  a  landing  strip  near  the  Coast  Experiment  Station;  and  (c)  to 
Anderson,  Oconee  and  Pickens  counties  in  connection  with  the  establishment  of 
an  industrial  training  center  near  the  intersection  of  S.  C.  highways  175  and 
28  bypass •  ■ 

4.  Authorized  the  College  to  sell  to  an  industrial  concern  approximately  one 
hundred  acres  of  land  west  of  Royal  Acres  on  U.  S.  highway  123. 

5.  Agreed  to  a  college  proposal  that  a  number  of  old  college-owned  residences 
should  be  dismantled  as  soon  as  practicable. 

6.  Designated  the  firm  of  W.  E.  Freeman  and  Associates  as  architects  to  plan 
and  design  the  proposed  third  unit  of  the  five-unit  dormitory  complex. 

7.  Confirmed  the  awarding  of  a  contract  to  the  Terry  Construction  Company  of 
Greenville  for  the  construction  of  a  sanitary  sewer  outfall;  and  the  selection 
of  B.  P.  Barber  and  Associates,  Inc.  as  engineers  to  draft  plans  and  specifi- 
cations for  the  construction  of  a  complete  treatment  sewage  disposal  plant. 

8..   Granted  right-of-way  easements  to  the  Blue  Ridge  Electric  Cooperative,  the 
S.  C  Highway  Department,  Duke  Power  Company,  and  the  Carolina  Pipeline  Company. 

Dr.  R.  M.  Cooper,  Board  President,  commended  the  faculty  for  its  continuing  effort  in 
advancing  the  academic  position  of  the  College,  and  requested  the  Dean  of  the  College 
to  let  the  faculty  know  that  the  Board  was  aware  of  the  fine  work  being  done  on- 
campus  by  teachers  and  researchers. 

The  Board  approved  the  preliminary  budget  proposals  made  by  the  administration,  and 
agreed  that  student  fees  could  be  increased  again  in  1962,  if  such  a  step  proved 
necessary  in  order  to  insure  an  advance  in  faculty  salaries.

The 
Marshal  will  direct  the  order  of  official  processions  and  serve  as  an  advisor  to 
faculty  and  staff  on  custom  and  procedure  related  to  any  academic  ceremony.

I.  Aid  for  further  graduate  study: 

U.  S.  Public  Health  Traineeship  Awards.   The  Public  Health  Service  will 
award  traineeships  to  persons  whose  skills  are  required  by  modern  public 
health  practice.   Specifically  mentioned  are  engineers,  nutritionists, 
social  workers,  health  educators,  veterinarians,  and  sanitarians.   The 
monthly  stipend  varies  from  $250  for  the  post-bachelor  to  $400  for  the 
post-doctorate,  plus  $30  per  month  for  each  dependent.   Applications 
should  be  submitted  by  March  1.   Two  students  in  water  resources  engi- 
neering now  hold  these  traineeships. 

J.  Spencer  Love  Fellowships  for  study  at  the  Harvard  Business  School. 
These  are  awarded  to  young  men  from  South  Carolina  and  four  neighboring 
states  who  plan  to  use  their  abilities  in  developing  the  industrial  po- 
tential of  the  Southeast.   Applicants  need  not  have  a  business  degree 
but  may  hold  a  degree  in  any  field.   The  stipend  will  be  $1,000  to 
$2,500.   Application  should  be  made  as  early  as  possible  but  before 
March  1.   James  L.  Adams  who  graduated  in  textiles  received  one  of  these 
fellowships  last  year. 

II.  Aid  for  faculty  research: 

U.  S.  Government  Postdoctoral  Resident  Research  Associateships.   These 
appointments  in  the  basic  and  applied  natural  sciences  pay  $8,955  and  are 
tenable  at  the  laboratories  and  research  centers  of:  Agricultural  Research 
Service,  National  Bureau  of  Standards,  Naval  Ordnance  Laboratory,  Naval 
Research  Laboratory,  Air  Force  Systems  Command,  Office  of  Aerospace  Re- 
search, Naval  Weapons  Laboratory,  Navy  Electronics  Laboratory,  Army  Chem- 
ical Corps  Biological  Laboratories.   Applications  must  be  submitted  by 
February  1. 

NASA  Postdoctoral  Resident  Research  Associateships.   These  awards,  tenable 
at  the  Quartermaster  Research  and  Engineering  Laboratories  at  Natick, 
Mass.,  and  Chicago,  111.,  are  available  for  basic  research  in  biology, 
biophysics,  chemistry,  food  and  nutrition,  mathematics,  physics,  and 
textiles.   The  stipend  will  normally  be  $9,500  (or  not  less  than  the 
individual's  present  salary)  plus  a  travel  allowance.   Applications  may 
be  submitted  at  any  time.

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'61  ALUMNI  FUND  SETS  RECORD,  BEGINS  NEW  YEAR,  SEEKS  100%  CAMPUS  PARTICIPATION  IN  '62 

The  Clemson  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund  celebrated  its  third  year  of  operation  with  a  re- 
cord-breaking total  income  of  $118,591.44  (subject  to  final  audit)  for  the  year  1961. 
The  Fund  is  dedicated  entirely  to  the  improvement  of  Clemson' s  educational  programs 
in  areas  for  which  state  appropriations  are  unavailable  or  inadequate. 

While  the  income  was  record-setting,  the  total  of  3,601  donors  fell  considerably 
short  of  the  1958  record  participation  by  4,145  people  (alumni  and  Associate  Mem- 
bers of  the  Alumni  Association). 

The  1961  total  was  made  up  of  $92,921.94  in  unrestricted  income  and  $25,569.50  in 
restricted  gifts. 

Since  the  January  1,  1956,  reorganization  of  the  alumni  office  and  program,  the  Alum- 
ni Fund  has  provided  $197,877.18  for  educational  purposes  of  undergraduate  scholar- 
ship, graduate  fellowship,  faculty  research  and  development,  student  government,  the 
library,  institutional  permanent  endowment  and  to  build  an  Alumni  Association  oper- 
ating reserve. 

The  1962  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund  began  its  campaign  on  January  1  and  will  end  on  December 
31.   The  Loyalty  Fund  seeks  100  per  cent  participation,  in  terms  of  individual  gifts, 
by  every  alumnus  and  non-alumnus  staff  member.   Non-alumni  may  participate  in  the 
alumni  fund  on  an  Associate  Membership  basis  and  are  encouraged  and  urged  to  do  so. 

Gifts  to  the  Fund  may  be  mailed  to  the  Clemson  Alumni  Association,  Clemson,  S.  C, 
and  are  deductible  on  income  tax  returns. 

"The  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund  has  made  outstanding  progress  in  the  past  few  years,"  Presi- 
dent Edwards  said,  "and  is  becoming  a  factor  ol.    significance  as  Clemson  seeks  to 
provide  the  best  in  quality  education.   Participation  in  this  project  by  alumni  in  . 
the  Clemson  community  and  also  by  non-alumni  as  Associate  Members  is  something  less 
than  it  might  be.   It  is  difficult  to  see  how  we  can  expect  alumni  at  great  distance 
from  the  college  to  support  a  Clemson  development  program  which  we  right  here  at 
Clemson  do  not  support  almost  100  per  cent.   I  urge  everyone  in  any  way  affiliated 
with  Clemson,  at  home  and  abroad,  to  become  a  participant  in  this  program  that  is  so 
vital  to  Clemson's  present  and  future  excellence."

Argonne  National  Laboratory  Temporary  Appointments.   Appointments  are  made  for  approx- 
imately one  year  to  faculty  members  either  with  the  doctorate  or  working  on  a  thesis. 
The  appointee  will  devote  full  time  to  research  or  engineering  development  work.   Pay 
is  based  on  academic  salary.   Application  may  be  made  at  any  time. 

NEW  GRADUATE  SCHOOL  FELLOWSHIPS 

The  College  has  been  given  six  three-year  National  Defense  Education  Act  graduate 
fellowships  with  an  average  annual  stipend  of  $2,200  plus  $400  for  each  dependent. 
The  graduate  programs  in  chemistry,  entomology,  and  plant  pathology  will  each  be 
allowed  to  award  two  of  these  fellowships  to  students  wishing  to  begin  work  in 
September  1962. 

Fifteen  hundred  fellowships  were  given  in  571  programs  at  157  colleges  and  univer- 
sities throughout  the  country.   The  fellowships  are  intended  generally  for  students 
just  beginning  graduate  work.   A  list  of  all  programs  approved  is  available  in  the 
Graduate  School  office  for  faculty  and  students  who  are  interested.   Schools  must 
fill  these  fellowships  by  March  1. 

The  Graduate  School  has  also  received  a  new  $650  grant-in-aid  from  Babcock  and  Wilcox 
to  be  used  for  graduate  work  in  engineering.   The  Mead  Paper  Corporation  continued 
its  annual  grant-in-aid  of  $100. 

The  Alumni  Association  has  again  given  $10,000  to  the  Alumni  Graduate  Fellowship  Fund 
which  will  be  used  primarily  to  support  the  doctoral  programs.   During  the  current 
year  sixteen  students  in  nine  departments  were  given  fellowships  from  this  fund.

Rep.  Morrill  Revises  Land-Grant  Bill 
SECEDED  STATES  EXCLUDED  FROM  PROVISIONS

Washington,  D.  C,  Jan  2,  1862— 
The  long  fight  for  Federal  aid  to 
education  should  at  last  come  to  a 
successful  conclusion  in  the  coming 
Session  of  Congress.  Analyzing  their 
previous  defeats  and  acknowledging 
both  recent  political  changes  and 
Military  needs,  sponsors  of  Federal 
aid  ha\e  revised  their  proposals  to 
gain  additional  support. 


The  Bill  introduced  last  month  by 
Federal  aids  original  Proponent, 
Rep.  Justin  Smith  Morrill  (R-Vt.), 
contains  several  significant  changes. 
The  Land-Grant  to  each  State  would 
be  increased  from  20,000  to  30,000 
acres  per  member  of  the  State's  Con- 
gressional delegation. 

The  Territories  and  Seceded  States 
^v■ould  be  excluded  from  the  Act's 
benefits.  In  view  of  the  Union's  need 
for  more  Military  officers,  painfully 
demonstrated  at  Bull  Run,  Va..  each 
of  the  so-called  Land-Grant  institu- 
tions would  be  required  to  teach 
Military  Science  and  Tactics. 

It  is  too  early  to  determine 
whether  enlarging  the  proposed 
Land-Grant  will  carry  the  Bill  to 
enactment  and  thus  encourage  the 
States  to  establish  Colleges  of  Agri- 
culture and  the  Mechanic  Arts. 
Western  Congressmen  W\\\  no  doubt 
continue  to  demand  that  homestead- 
ers come  first  whenever  Public  Lands 
are  distributed. 

There  is  also  support  for  tlie  propo- 
sition that  Land-Grants  should  be 
made  from  Territorial  lands  only, 
not  from  the  well-settled  States, 
which  would  drastically  cut  the  po- 
tential support  for  education  if 
adopted  by  Congress. 

Sen.  Benjamin  Franklin  Wade 
(R-Ohio),  a  former  teacher,  will 
introduce  the  Land-Grant  measure 
in  the  Senate.  It  \\  as  Sen.  Wade  who 
led  the  successful  fight  for  the  Bill 


in  the  Senate  two  years  ago.  when 
enactment  was  gained  by  a  three- 
vote  margin.  He  anticipates  that 
Western  Senators  will  introduce  a 
variety  of  crippling  Amendments, 
but  he  believes  that,  with  the  de- 
parture of  the  Southerners,  he  now 
has  a  2-1  majority  in  the  Senate.

Sen.  George  Ellis  Pugh  (D-Ohio  . 
has  been  replaced  by  Sen.  John  Shei  - 
man    (R-Ohio).

Republican,  elected  with  Sen.  Wade's 
support,  Sen.  Sherman  is  not 
expected  to  endorse  Land-Grants  for 
education.  He  will  probably  not  vote 
on  the  measure.  But  Sen.  W^ade  has 
assurances  that  Sen.  Sherman  will 
not  oflFer  the  economy  Resolution 
proposed  two  years  n''  '  j  m-  pred- 
ecessor. 
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Former  Sen.  Pugh's  thrifty  Pro- 
posal, to  delay  distribution  of  Land- 
Grants  for  education  until  the  Im- 
port Duties  collected  each  year  are 
greater  than  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment's total  annual  expenditure,  was 
defeated  by  a  25-27  roll-call  vote. 
Despite  its  strong  appeal  only  two 
years  ago,  this  Proposal  is  not  likely 
to  be  made  again  this  year.  Military 
expenditures  have  since  risen  to 
enormous  levels  and  the  cost  of  the 
education  proposal  is  no\\  seen  to  be 
lelativcly  modest. 

Former  Sen.  Pugh  \\  as  also  author 
of  a  proposed  Amendment  to  delete 
provisions  of  the  Bill  specifying  in 
some  detail  how  funds  derived  from 
sale  of  the  Land-Grants  should  be 
used  to  finance  practical  education. 
He  contended  that  States  should  be 
permitted  to  iise  the  funds  for  Col- 
leges as  they  saw  fit,  a  viewpoint  that 
the  Senate  rejected  by  a  narrow 
25-27  \'ote.  States'  rights  arguments 
are  no  longer  compelling,  however, 
and  most  of  the  votes  supporting 
Sen.  Pugh's  position  have  departed 
with  the  Secessionist  Senators. 

Secession  has  also  ended  many 
of  Rep.  Morrill's  problems  in  the 
.^?^ouse  of  Representatives.  Hitherto, 
Southerners  and  Westerners  have 
dominated  the  House  Public  Lands 
Committee  while  Rep.  Morrill's  fel- 
Jow  Northerners  have  controlled 
the  House  Agriculture  Committee. 
Rep.  Morrill  found  it  impossible  to 
get  his  Bill  referred  to  the  Agricul- 
ture Committee  two  years  ago,  and 
the  unfriendly  Public  Lands  Com- 
mittee was  then  chaired  by  the  Bill's 
arch-foe,  Rep.  Williamson  R.  W. 
Cobb   (D-Va.). 

In  his  speeches.  Rep.  Morrill  has 
skillfully  countered  the  objections  of 
his    opponents.     First,    he     reminds 


his  audience  that  we  are  now  com- 
peting economically  with  other  pow- 
erful Nations.  "Concerted  eflfort  is 
necessary  to  educate  and  elevate 
whole  Nations,"  he  has  told  the 
House.  "That  effort  is  being  made 
abroad  with  Governmental  effort  in 
the  lead.  Here,  in  the  model  Re- 
public where  a  free  republican  Gov- 
ernment is  installed  to  guard  the  gen- 
eral welfare,  no  such  effort  is  being 
made."

argument  that  all  else  must  give  way 
to  Military  needs.  "We  haye  Schools 
to  teach  the  art  of  man-slaying  and 
to  make  masters  of  deep-throated 
engines  of  war.  And  shall  we  not 
have  Schools  to  teach  men  the  way 
to  feed,  clothe,  and  enlighten  the 
great  Brotherhood  of  Man?" 

The  contention  that  the  proposed 
new  Colleges  \vould  compete  un- 
fairly with  established  Institutions 
was  prominent  in  former  President 
Buchanan's  Veto  Message  two  years 
ago.  Rep.  Morrill  answers  it  with  a 
few  facts  and  figures.  He  reminds 
opponents  that  his  Bill  has  been  en- 
dorsed by  13  State  Legislatures  and 


that  nearly  68  million  acres  of  land 
have  already  been  granted  by  Con- 
gress to  endow  and  support  Schools 
and  Colleges  of  various  types. 

"There  is  no  clashing  of  interests," 
says  Rep.  Morrill  of  his  Bill.  "It  is 
not  designed  to  make  every  man  his 
own  Doctor,  or  every  man  his  own 
Lawyer,  but  to  make  every  man  un- 
derstand his  own  Business.  A  Lawyer 
is  not  the  worse  for  having  an  intel- 
ligent client,  nor  a  Clergyman  the 
worse  for  having  a  prosperous  parish- 
ioner. Our  present  Literary  Colleges 
need  have  no  more  jealousy  of  Agri- 
qultural  Colleges  than  a  porcelain 
manufactory  would  ha\-e  of  an  iron 
foundry." 

With  the  Southerners  gone,  the 
principal  obstacle  to  passage  in  both 
Houses  of  Congress  will  be  the  peren- 
nial conflict  between  the  Eastern 
States,  anxious  to  share  in  Western 
wealth,  and  the  Western  States, 
which  are  always  fearful  of  unbridled 
land  speculation.  Certainly,  Pres- 
ident Abraham  Lincoln  does  not 
share  the  \'iews  of  former  President 
James  Buchanan,  nor  was  he  elected 
with  Southern  support.  Although 
he  has  never  endorsed  the  Morrill 
Bill,  President  Lincoln  by  tempera- 
ment and  con\'iction  probably  dis- 
agreed with  the  Buchanan  Veto 
Message  two  years  ago. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  President 
is  at  present  engrossed  and  burdened 
by  his  heavy  Military  responsibilities. 
Endowment  of  new  Colleges  to  pro- 
mote Scientific  Agriculture  and  the 
Practical  Arts  must  surely  not  rank 
among  his  chief  concerns.  Educators 
nevertheless  hope  that,  if  the  Bill 
does  finally  come  to  him  for  approval 
this  Summer,  President  Lincoln  will 
think     of     plowshares     as    well     as 
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UNDERGRADUATE  COLLEGES  REFRESEOTED  ON  CLEMSON  FACULTY 

One  hundred  forty-one  colleges  and  universities  are  represented  on  the  teaching  staff 
of  Clemson,  according  to  a  count  of  the  undergraduate  degrees  held  by  faculty  members 
of  the  five  schools  of  the  College.   The  141  institutions  are  located  in  38  states 
and  six  foreign  countries,  and  the  colleges  and  universities  located  in  the  United 
States  are  as  widely  separated  as  the  University  of  Texas,  the  University  of  Maine, 
the  University  of  Oregon,  and  the  University  of  Florida. 

While  98  of  the  364  faculty  members  are  Clemson  graduates,  there  are  266  who  received 
their  undergraduate  training  at  other  institutions.   Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute 
heads  the  list  of  other  colleges  with  eleven  graduates  on  the  Clemson  teaching  staffj 
The  institutions,  other  than  Clemson,  which  are  represented  by  three  or  more  gradu- 
ates are  listed  below.

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ADDENDUM  TO  ACADEMIC  FREEDOM  POLICY 

The  following  addendum  to  the  recently  adopted  Academic  Freedom  Policy  has  been  approved 
by  the  President  and  is  now  effective: 

"Any  member  of  the  Clemson  College  faculty  who  feels  that  his  academic  freedom  has  been 
infringed  upon  may  make  a  written  request  of  the  president  of  the  Faculty  Senate  that 
an  investigation  be  made  of  his  case.   The  request  shall  set  forth  in  a  clear  and  con- 
cise manner  the  events  and  circumstances  upon  which  the  charge  is  based.   This  request 
shall  be  submitted  within  thirty  days  of  the  alleged  infringement  unless  the  time  limit 
be  extended  by  the  president  of  the  Faculty  Senate. 

"The  president  of  the  Senate  shall  form  an  ad  hoc  committee  of  members  of  the  faculty 
with  tenure  as  follows:   two  members  chosen  directly  by  him;  two  members  chosen  by  the 
complainant;  and  a  fifth  member  chosen  by  the  other  four.   In  no  case  shall  a  depart- 
ment head  or  other  administrative  officer  serve  on  the  committee.   The  president  of  the 
Senate  shall  preside  at  the  committee's  initial  session  to  select  the  fifth  member. 
The  full  committee  shall  establish  its  own  organization  and  rules  of  procedure.   The 
operating  expenses  of  the  committee  shall  be  borne  by  the  college.   Should  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  be  involved  in  the  case  brought  by  the  complainant,  his  duties 
throughout  the  entire  procedure  shall  devolve  upon  the  vice-president  of  the  Senate. 

"The  committee  shall  proceed  in  an  expeditious  manner  to  secure  the  facts  in  the  case 
by  obtaining  oral  and  written  testimony  from  the  principals  and  their  supporting  wit- 
nesses and  shall  consult  such  records  as  may  have  bearing  on  the  case.   Individuals  in- 
volved in  the  case  shall  have  the  opportunity  for  advice  of  counsel.   Upon  completion 
of  the  investigation  the  committee  shall  embody  its  findings  and  conclusions  in  a  writ- 
ten report,  copies  of  which  shall  be  sent  to  the  complainant  and  the  Dean  of  the  College. 
A  copy  shall  also  be  sent  to  the  Senate  as  information.   After  allowing  a  reasonable 
time  for  requested  clarifications  the  Committee  shall  discharge  itself  from  the  case. 
The  Dean  of  the  College  shall  report  to  the  Senate  the  final  disposition  of  the  case 
within  ninety  days  of  the  receipt  of  the  committee's  report. 

Nothing  in  this  statement  shall  be  interpreted  to  negate  the  privilege  of  either  party 
to  take  additional  or  alternative  action." 

PROGRAM  OF  ALUMNI  AWARDS  TO  FACULTY  AND  STAFF  IS  DISCONTINUED--- 
TO  BE  REPLACED  BY  TWO  ALUMNI  PROFESSORSHIPS 

On  the  recommendation  of  President  Edwards  the  Trustees  of  the  Clemson  Foundation  voted 
on  January  15  to  discontinue  the  program  of  $500  Outstanding  Service  Awards  to  selected 
members  of  the  faculty  and  staff.   The  decision  was  based,  first,  on  the  fact  that  fair 
and  equitable  selection  procedures  could  not  be  worked  out  and,  second,  on  the  belief 
that  available  Alumni  funds  could  be  better  spent  in  establishing  alumni  professorships. 
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ALUMNI  PROFESSORSHIPS  (continued) 

Two  alumni  professorships  will  soon  be  announced  for  1962-63.   These  will  be  in  areas 
where  the  Ph.D.  degree  is  offered  by  the  .College,  and  will  amount  to  $1,500  per  pro- 
fessor.  Complete  details  will  be  printed  in  a  later  edition  of  the  Newsletter. 

LIBRARY  POLICY  ADOPTED  FOR  NON-CLEMSON  STUDENTS 

The  Clemson  College  Library,  faced  with  the  necessity  of  serving  a  Clemson  student  body 
which  is  increasing  in  size,  has  implemented  the  following  policy  regarding  use  of  the 
building  and  its  holdings  by  non-Clemson  students: 

1.  Each  non-Clemson  student  who  uses  the  Clemson  Library  will  be  required  to 
bring  with  him  a  request  for  information  signed  by  his  school  librarian 
(or  teacher  if  the  school  does  not  have  a  librarian)  which  indicates  that 
the  school  library  does  not  possess  the  needed  material  and  asks  that  the 
student  be  permitted  to  use  the  facilities  of  the  Clemson  College  Library. 

2.  A  non-Clemson  student  will  be  permitted  to  remove  from  the  Clemson  Library 

a  maximum  of  two  books.   These  must  be  returned  before  others  may  be  removed.

CHANGES  IN  CONTINUING  ENROLLMENT  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

On  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  the  minimum  requirements  for  continuing  en- 
rollment have  been  changed  to  read  as  follows: 

"Effective  in  1962-63,  all  students  be  required  to  meet  these  requirements  for  con- 
tinuing enrollment:   (a)   A  student  who  has  taken  a  total  of  24  to  59  credit  hours 
at  Clemson  must  have  a  cumulative  grade-point  ratio  of  1.0  or  above;  (b)   A  student 
who  has  taken  a  total  of  60  to  89  credit  hours  at  Clemson  must  have  a  cumulative 
grade-point  ratio  of  1.3  or  above;  (c)   A  student  who  has  taken  a  total  of  90  or  more 
credit  hours  at  Clemson  must  have  a  cumulative  grade-point  ratio  of  1.5  or  above."

CURRICULUM  COMMITTEE  ACTIONS 

The  College  Curriculum  Committee  and  the  Educational  Council  have  approved  these  actions: 

(1)  That  four  new  courses  will  be  offered  in  mathematics.   These  are  Math  101, 
Mathematical  Analysis  (3  cr.,  3-0);  Math  102,  Mathematical  Analysis  (3  cr., 
3-0);  Math  455,  LaPlace  Transforms  (3  cr.,  3-0);  and  Math  516,  Tensor 
Analysis  (3  cr. ,  3-0).   Math  101  and  102  are  designed  for  students  seeking 
B.A.  degrees. 

(2)  That  four  new  courses  will  be  offered  in  agricultural  education.   These 
are  AEd  422,  Introduction  to  Adult  Education  (3  cr.,  2-3);  AEd  467,  Adult 
Education  in  Agriculture  (3  cr. ,  2-3);  AEd  503,  Evaluation  in  Agricultural 
Education  (3  cr.,  2-3);  and  AEd  505,  Administration  and  Supervision  in 
Agricultural  Education  (3  cr.,  3-0).   The  new  AEd  422  will  replace  an  older 
course  carrying  the  same  number. 

(3)  That  five  new  courses  in  Experimental  Statistics  be  offered.   These  are 
Exp  Sta  401,  Introductory  Statistics  (3  cr.,  3-0);  Exp  Sta  462,  Statistics 
Applied  to  Economics  (3  cr. ,  3-0);  Exp  Sta  501,  Statistical  Methods  I 

(  4  cr.,  3-3);  and  Exp  Sta  502,  Statistical  Methods  II  (3  cr. ,  3-0);  and 
Exp  Sta  512,  Experimental  Design  (3  cr.,  3-0).   The  400-level  courses,  which 
will  replace  AgEcon  401  and  462,  are  to  be  taught  by  B.  J.  Todd;  the  500-level 
courses  are  to  be  taught  by  W.  P.  Byrd. 

(4)  That  a  curriculum  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  be  offered,  effective 
June,      1962.   The  curriculum  is:

Majors  are  to  be  offered  in  these  subjects:   economics,  English,  modern 
languages,  geology,  history,  and  mathematics.   A  secondary  concentration 
may  be  taken  in  any  of  the  above  fields,  plus  sociology  or  education.

TRUSTEES  EXTEND  RETIREMENT  DATE  FOR  PROFESSOR  GOODALE

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"VTLGGINS  REPORT"  ON  S.  C.  HIGHER  EDUCATION  NOW  IN  PRINT 

For  more  than  a  year  a  special  seven-man  committee  appointed  by  Governor  Rollings, 
and  having  Mr.  A.  L.  M.  Wiggins  as  Chairman,  has  been  studying  higher  education  in 
S.  C.  The  report  of  this  Committee  is  now  available.  Sufficient  copies  were  sent 
to  Clemson  for  each  dean  and  director,  and  any  person  who  is  interested  may  borrow 
a  copy  from  his  dean's  officeo 

Highlights  of  the  72  page  report  are  these: 

1.  A  proposal  to  establish  a  five-man  State  Advisory  Committee  on  Higher 
Education,  with  members  appointed  by  the  Governor.  Functions  of  the  Com- 
mittee would  be  to  recommend  the  role  of  state-supported  colleges;  to  study 
enrollment  trends,  student  costs,  fund  requirements,  and  the  like;  to  re- 
commend areas  of  state-level  coordination  and  cooperation;  and  to  promote 
understanding  and  unity  between  all  colleges  in  the  State,  public  and  private. 

2.  A  proposal  to  establish  a  Council  of  Presidents  of  the  State  Institutions 
of  higher  education. 

3.  A  recommendation  to  establish  a  School  of  Dentistry  at  Charleston  and 
to  discontinue  the  School  of  Pharmacy  at  Charleston  in  favor  of  the  one  at 
Columbia. 

4.  A  recommendation  that  the  USC  branch  located  at  Lancaster  be  administered 
hereafter  by  Winthrop  College. 

5.  That  the  State  support  a  system  of  Junior  Colleges,  each  under  the  direc- 
tion of  an  appro  -iate  senior  institution. 

6.  That  graduate  study  at  Clemson  and  the  University  of  South  Carolina  be 
supported  by  the  State  on  a  much  broader  base,  and  with  "certain  areas  as- 
signed to  individual  institutions  <>" 

7.  That  the  educational  program  of  each  State  institution  "be  consistent 

with  its  particular  role  in  the  overall  plan  of  higher  education  in  the  State." 

The  Committee  Report  includes  five  specific  recommendations  for  Clemson  College. 
These  are  quoted  below: 

A.   That  Clemson  be  designated  as  the  major  center  for  both  basic  and  advanced 
academic  training  in  agriculture,  architecture,  engineering  and  textiles  and 
for  applied  research  in  these  fields. 
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"WIGGINS  REPORT"  (continued) 

B.  That  the  Clemson  Graduate  School  be  designated  for  doctoral  study  in  agri- 
cultural, engineering  and  scientific  fields,  with  such  study  also  being  allowed 
in  chemistry,  physics  and  applied  mathematics.   Necessarily,  there  should  be 
close  coordination  and  cooperation  between  the  Graduate  School  at  Clemson  and 
the  Graduate  School  at  the  University,  with  a  view  to  sharing  facilities  needed 
by  both  and  utilizing   jointly  the  services  of  some  highly  trained  personnel. 
Doctoral  study  in  the  arts  and  humanities  should  not  be  undertaken  at  Clemson. 

C.  In  order  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  Piedmont  area  in  liberal  arts  education, 
Clemson  should  offer  a  program  of  liberal  arts  work  leading  to  the  B.A.  and 
M.A.  degrees. 

D.  That  Clemson  become  truly  coeducational. 

E.  That  Clemson  proceed  immediately  to  construct  a  new  library,  a  student  hos- 
pital and  a  student  center  in  that  order.   The  pressing  needs  of  this  College 
as  well  as  other  state  institutions  can  best  be  met  by  revising  the  tuition- 
bond  program  with  a  view  to  establishing  a  single  fund  from  which  all  state- 
supported  institutions  could  draw.,

An  Academic  Costume  Code 
(The  following  information  is  reprinted  from  American  Universities 


and  CoUegeg,  8th  edition,  1960.) 

The  history  of  academic  dress  reaches  far  back  into 
tlie  early  days  of  the  oldest  universities.  A  statute  of 
1321  required  that  all  "Doctors,  Licentiates,  and 
Bachelors"  of  the  University  of  Coimbra  wear  gowns. 
In  England,  in  the  second  half  of  the  14th  century, 
the  statutes  of  certain  colleges  forbade  "excess  in  ap- 
parel" and  prescribed  the  wearing  of  a  long  gown.  It 
is  still  a  vexed  question  whether  academic  dress  finds 
its  sources  chiefly  in  ecclesiastical  or  in  civilian  dress. 
Gowns  may  have  been  counted  necessary  for  warmth 
in  the  unheated  buildings  frequented  by  medieval  schol- 
ars. Hoods  seem  to  have  served  to  cover  the  tonsured 
head  until  superseded  for  that  purpose  by  the  skull  cap. 
This  was  itself  displaced  by  a  head-dress  more  or  less 
like  one  or  another  of  those  now  recognized  as  "aca- 
demic." Both  Cambridge  and  Oxford  have  made  aca- 
demic dress  a  matter  of  university  control  to  the  ex- 
tent of  even  its  minor  details  and  have  repeatedly  issued 
revised  regulations  governing  it.  In  the  Laudian  days 
in  Oxford  it  was  prescribed  that  any  tailor  who  de- 
parted from  the  authorized  design  "even  by  a  nail's 
breadth"  in  the  making  of  any  article  of  collegiate  cos- 
tume was  to  be  punished  by  the  vice-chancellor  of  the 
university. 

European  institutions  continue  to  show  great  diver- 
sity in  their  specifications  of  academic  dress.  When 
American  colleges  and.  universities  desired  to  adopt 
some  suitable  systern  of  academic  apparel  a  half  century 
ago,  it  seemed  to  them  best  to  agree  on  some  definite 
system  which  all  might  follow.  Accordingly,  there  was 
lield  on  May  16,  1895,  at  Columbia  University,  a  con- 
ference of  representatives  of  the  governing  boards  of 
various  interested  institutions.  From  that  meeting  came 
the  suggestion  of  "a  By-Law,  Regulation,  or  Statute" 
for  the  establishment  of  a  suitable  code  of  academic 
dress  for  the  colleges  and  universities  of  the  LInited 
States.  It  followed  in  1902  that  the  Regents  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  State  of  New  York  gave  a  charter  to  an 
organization  named  the  "Intercollegiate  Bureau  of  Aca- 
demic Costume"  to  serve  as  a  source  of  information 
and  guidance  in  such  matters.  The  firm  of  Cotrell  and 
Leonard  of  Albany,  New  York,  was  designated  by  the 
Regents  to  act  as  "repository."  In  that  capacity  the 
firm  still  continues  to  serve.  In  nearly  every  instance  of 
tlie  many  hundreds  of  colleges  and  universities  of  the 
United  States  which  have  adopted  academic  dress,  the 
standards  thus  prescribed  have  been  adopted  and  fol- 
lowed, either  wholly  or  at  least  in  the  main. 

In  1932  the  American  Council  on  Eucation  author- 
ized the  appointment  of  a  committee  "to  determine 
whether  revision  and  completion  of  the  academic  code 
adopted  by  tlie  conference  of  the  colleges  and  univer- 
sities in  1895  is  desirable  at  this  time,  and,  if  so,  to 
draft  a  revised  code  and  present  a  plan  for  submitting 


the  code  to  the  consideration  of  the  institutional  mem- 
bers of  the  Council." 

The  committee  thus  authorized  reviewed  the  situation 
through  correspondence  and  conference  and  approved  a 
code  for  academic  costumes  that  has  been  in  effect  since 
that  year. 

A  Committee  on  Academic  Costumes  and  Cere- 
monies, appointed  by  the  American  Council  on  Educa- 
tion in  1959,  again  reviewed  the  costume  code  and  made 
several  significant  changes.  The  president  of  Cotrell 
and  Leonard,  representing  the  Intercollegiate  Bureau 
of  Academic  Costume,  was  a  member  of  the  committee 
and  officially  endorsed  the  new  code,  presented  below. 
The  committee  voted  unanimously  that  the  approved 
changes  in  academic  costume  should  apply  only  to  arti-  ' 
cles  manufactured  after  publication  of  the  revised  code 
in  the  spring  of  1960,  and  that  all  articles  in  existence 
at  that  time  which  meet  the  requirements  of  the  1932 
code  may  appropriately  be  used  as  long  as  they  are  in 
good  condition. 

In  response  to  numerous  requests  from  educational 
institutions,  the  committee  also  prepared  an  Academic 
Ceremony   Guide,   which   appears   below. 


Gown% 

Pattern:  Gowns  recommended  for  use  in  the  col- 
leges and  universities  of  this  country  have  the  follow- 
ing characteristics.  The  gown  for  the  bachelor's  degree 
has  pointed  sleeves.  It  is  designed  to  be  worn  closed. 
The  gown  for  the  master's  degree  has  an  oblong  sleeve, 
open  at  the  wrist,  like  the  others.  The  sleeve  base 
hangs  down  in  the  traditional  manner.  The  rear  part 
of  its  oblong  shape  is  square  cut  and  the  front  part  has 
an  arc  cut  away.  The  gown  is  so  designed  ^nd  supplied 
with  fasteners  that  it  may  be  worn  open  or  closed.  The 
gown  for  the  doctor's  degree  has  bell-shaped  sleeves. 
It  is  so  designed  and  supplied  with  fasteners  that  it 
may  be  worn  open  or  closed. 

Material:  Cotton  poplin  or  similar  material  for  the 
bachelor's  and  master's  degree,  and  rayon  or  silk  ribbed 
material  for  the  doctor's  degree.  As  a  means  of  adapta- 
tion to  climate,  the  material  of  the  gowns  may  vary 
from  very  light  to  very  heavy,  provided  that  the  ma- 
terial,  color,   and  pattern   follow  the  prescribed   rules. 

Color:  Black  is  recommended.  (For  permissible  ex- 
ceptions, see  below.) 

Trimmings:  None  for  the  bachelor's  or  master's  de- 
grees. For  the  doctor's  degree,  the  gown  to  be  faced 
down  the  front  with  black  velvet  with  three  bars  of 
the  same  across  the  sleeves ;  or  these  facings  and  cross- 
bars may  be  of  velvet  of  the  color  distinctive  of  the 
subject  to  which  the  degree  pertains,  thus  agreeing  in

color  with  the  binding  or  edging  of  the  hood  appro- 
priate to  the  particular  doctor's  degree  in  every  in- 
stance.

In  some  instances  American  makers  of  academic 
costumes  have  divided  the  velvet  trimming  of  the  doc- 
tor's gown  in  such  a  fashion  as  to  suggest  in  the  same 
garment  two  or  more  doctor's  degrees.  Ciood  precedent 
directs  that  only  a  single  degree  from  a  single  institu- 
tion should  ever  be  indicated  by  a  single  garment. 

Hoods 

Pattern:  As  usually  followed  by  the  colleges  and 
universities  of  this  country,  but  with  observation  of 
the  following  specifications: 

Material :  The  same  as  that  of  the  gown  in  all  cases. 

Color:  Black  in  all  cases. 

Length:  The  length  of  the  hood  worn  for  the  bache- 
lor's degree  to  be  three  feet,  for  the  master's  degree 
three  and  one-half  feet,  and  for  the  doctor's  degree 
four  feet ;  while  that  worn  for  the  doctor's  degree  only 
shall  have  panels  at  the  sides. 

Linings:  The  hoods  to  be  lined  with  the  official  color 
or  colors  of  the  college  or  university  conferring  the 
degree ;  more  than  one  color  is  shown  by  division  of 
the  field  color  in  a  variety  of  ways,  such  as  chevron 
or  chevrons,  equal  division,  etc.  The  various  academic 
costume  companies  have  in  their  files  complete  data  on 
the  approved  colors  for  various  institutions. 

Trimmings :  The  binding  or  edging  of  the  hood  to  he 
of  velvet  or  velveteen,  in  width  two  inches,  three  inches, 
and  five  inches  for  the  bachelor's,  master's  and  doctor's 
degrees  respectively ;  while  the  color  should  be  dis- 
tinctive of    the   subject   to   which   the   degree   pertains 


(see  above).  For  example,  the  trimming  for  the  de- 
gree of  Master  of  Science  in  Agriculture  should  be 
maize,  representing  agriculture,  rather  than  golden  yel- 
low, representing  science.  No  academic  hood  should 
ever  have  its  border  divided  to  represent  more  than  a 
single  degree. 

Caps 

Material:  Cotton  poplin,  broadcloth,  rayon,  or  silk, 
to  match  gown,  or,  for  the  doctor's  degree  only,  velvet. 

Form:  Mortarboards  are  generally  recommended,  al- 
though soft  square-topped  caps  are  permissible  for 
women. 

Color:   Black. 

Tassel:  A  long  tassel  to  be  fastened  to  the  middle 
point  of  the  top  of  the  cap  only  and  to  lie  as  it  will 
thereon ;  to  be  black  or  the  color  appropriate  to  the 
subject,  except  that  the  doctor's  cap  may  have  its  tas- 
sel of  gold  thread. 

Other  apparel 

It  is  recommended  that  institutions  require  that  grad- 
uates wear  shoes  and  other  articles  of  visible  apparel 
of  dark  colors  that  harmonize  with  the  academic  cos- 
tume. Flowers  and  decorative  jewelry  should  not  be 
worn  on  the  academic  gown. 

Some  permissible  exceptions 

1.  Members  of  the  governing  body  of  a  college  or 
university,  and  they  only,  whatever  their  degrees  may 
be,  are  counted  entitled  to  wear  doctor's  gowns  (with 
black  velvet),  but  their  hoods  may  be  only  those  of 
degrees  actually  held  by  the  wearers  or  those  especially 
prescribed  for  them  by  the  institution. 

2.  In  some  colleges  and  universities,  it  is  customary 
for  the  president,  chancellor,  or  chief  officer  to  wear  a 
costume  similar  to  that  used  by  the  head  of  a  foreign 
university.  This  practice  should  be  strictly  limited. 

3.  The  chief  marshal  may  wear  a  specially  designed 
costume  approved  by  his  institution. 

4.  It  is  customary  in  many  large  institutions  for  the 
hood  to  be  dispensed  with  by  those  receiving  bachelor's 
degrees. 

5.  Persons  who  hold  degrees  from  foreign  univer- 
sities may  wear  the  entire  appropriate  academic  cos- 
tume, including  cap,  gown,  and  hood. 

6.  Members  of  religious  orders  and  similar  societies 
may  suitably  wear  their  customary  habits.  The  same 
principle  applies  to  persons  weaning  military  uniforms 
or  clad  in  special  attire  required  by  a  civil  office. 

7.  It  is  recommended  that  collegiate  institutions  that 
award  degrees,  diplomas,  or  certificates  below  the 
baccalaureate  level  use  caps  and  gowns  of  a  light  color, 
e.g.,  light  blue  for  teacher-training  and  light  gray  for 
other  types  of  institutions. 


BLUE  CROSS-BLUE  SHIELD  PROLONGED  ILLNESS  COVERAGE  (PIC) 

There  will  be  a  special  're-work'  or  'open'  period  conducted  by  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield 
during  April  for  all  employees  who  wish  to  enroll  in  the  new  Prolonged  Illness  Coverage 
(PIC).   Representatives  will  be  on  campus  April  2  through  April  20  and  will  work  off- 
campus  April  23-27.   All  applications  must  be  in  the  hands  of  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield 
or  postmarked  not  later  than  April  27. 

This  special  enrollment  period  has  been  scheduled  solely  for  those  employees  who  desire 
the  new  FIC  Protection.  Employees  already  insured  may  add  PIC  or  those  not  insured  may 
enroll  for  the  entire  program.  PIC  is  available  only  with  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield, 
A  minimum  of  432  must  be  enrolled  in  PIC  before  it  can  be  made  effective.  If  this  num- 
ber if  reached  June  1  will  be  the  effective  date.  Those  who  desire  only  the  basic  Blue 
Cross  and  Blue  Shield  plan  must  wait  until  the  regular  re-work  period  September  25  - 
October  25.

NEW  PROCEDURES  ADOPTED  FOR  ACADEMIC  PROCESSION  IN  JUNE 

On  recommendation  of  the  College  Marshal,  with  the  advice  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  the 
following  procedures  for  the  June  academic  procession  have  been  adopted: 

1.  Regalia:  The  regalia  of  the  marshal  shall  be  a  doctoral  gown  in  old  gold, 
with  the  velvet  trimming  and  bars  in  royal  purple.   The  material  shall  be 
silk  or  satin.   The  headpiece  shall  be  a  beret  similar  to  the  Oxford  Univer- 
sity cap.   This  shall  be  in  royal  purple  with  the  tassel  in  old  gold. 

2.  Emblem  of  Office:   An  appropriate  mace  shall  be  prepared  when  funds  are 
available.   Until  such  time  the  marshal  shall  carry  a  five-foot  polished  wooden 
staff,  a  brass  cap  at  the  floor  end  and  a  knob  or  other  appropriate  device  at 
the  opposite  end.   A  silk  or  satin  rosette  in  the  college  colors  shall  be  at- 
tached near  the  upper  end. 

3.  The  Faculty  Procession:   The  procession  shall  be  divided  by  schools,  marching 
in  the  order  of  their  founding  at  Clemson.   Within  a  school  faculty,  organization 
of  the  processional  shall  be  by  rank  according  to  seniority  in  the  particular 
rank.   Faculty  members  shall  march  in  double  file.   For  those  departments  jointly 
administered  the  Faculty  shall  march  with  the  faculty  of  that  school  which  awards 
the  degree.   The  senior  professor  in  each  school  will  be  an  assistant  marshal, 
will  lead  the  righthand  file,  and  will  carry  a  baton  of  polished  walnut  and 
bearing  a  rosette  in  the  school  color brown  for  architecture,  maize  for  agri- 
culture, white  for  arts  and  sciences,  orange  for  engineering,  and  golden  yellow 
for  textiles.   A  distance  of  six  paces  shall  separate  these  faculty  groups. 

4.  A  guest  book  shall  be  maintained  in  the  Office  of  the  President  for  the 
signature  of  all  who  receive  honorary  degrees.   All  living  past  recipients 
should  also  be  asked  to  enter  their  signatures  in  this  book. 

5.  The  marshal  shall  lead  all  formal  academic  processions  and  have  charge  of 
each  convocation  until  he  presents  the  president  of  the  college. 
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FIVE-YEAR  CURRICULUM  IN  BUILDING  CONSTRUCTION  APPROVED

GRADUATE  COUNCIL  ACTION:   NEW  PH.D.  PROGRAM  PLANNED 

The  Graduate  Council  on  March  27  approved  a  new  graduate  program  in  materials  engi- 
neering, leading  to  the  Ph.D.  degree.   The  program  will  deal  with  the  chemical, 
physical,  and  engineering  properties  of  those  materials  utilized  in  electronic  pro- 
ducts, parts  for  spacecraft,  and  components  of  nuclear  reactors. 

Courses  already  being  offered  in  the  departments  of  chemistry,  physics,  ceramic  en- 
gineering, and  chemical  and  metallurgical  engineering  cover  over  30%   of  the  topics 
desirable  for  the  new  program.   The  department  of  cermaic  engineering  will  adminis- 
ter the  program  which  will  utilize  courses  from  each  of  these  departments. 

FACULTY  BASIC  RESEARCH  COMMITTEE  GRANTS 

The  Faculty  Basic  Research  Committee  awarded  three  small  grants  at  a  meeting  on 
March  22.   Additional  funds  of  $16  were  granted  to  J.  A.  Gilreath  and  T.  F.  Collins 
(physics)  for  their  Low  Temperature  studies;  and  $300  grants  went  to  J.  T.  Acorn 
and  I.  Regnier  (architecture)  for  studies  in  sculpture  and  painting  mediums. 

D.  F.  COHOON  APPOINTED  TO  EDISTO  POST 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  approved  the  appointment  of  D.  Fred  Cohoon  (plant  pathology) 
as  Superintendent  of  the  Edisto  Experiment  Station,  effective  July  1,  following  the 
retirement  of  the  present  superintendent,  W.  B.  Rogers,   who  will  be  65  years  of  age 
in  June . 

Dr.  Cohoon  holds  the  B.Sc.  degree  from  the  University  of  Western  Ontario  and  the  Ph.D. 
degree  from  Rutgers  University.   He  has  been  employed  at  Clemson  since  1956. 

SPECIAL  LECTURES,  APRIL  25-26 
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--On  April  25,  Robert  N.  Colwell,  professor  of  forest  management.  University  of  Cali- 
formia,  will  deliver  two  lectures,  each  followed  by  brief  discussion  periods.   The 
first  lecture  entitled  "Uses  of  Aerial  Photographs  in  Making  of  Forest  Inventories" 
will  be  given  at  10  a.m.   The  second  lecture  "Uses  of  Aerial  Photographs  in  Forest 
Protection"  will  be  presented  at  1:30  p.m.  Both  lectures  are  open  to  all  Clemson  stu- 
dents, faculty  members,  and  the  interested  public  and  both  will  be  held  in  the  audi- 
torium of  the  Plant  and  Animal  Sciences  building.   The  lecturer  is  sponsored  by  the 
National  Science  Foundation.

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POLICY  GOVERNING  OUTSIDE  WORK  BY  FACULTY 

The  following  policy  statement  concerning  outside  work  by  faculty  members  has  been 
proposed  by  the  Faculty  Senate  and  approved  by  the  Educational  Council  and  the 
President. 

"Each  faculty  member  at  Clemson  accepts  his  appointment  with  the  understanding  that 
his  primary  employment  responsibility  is  to  the  College.   The  College  encourages 
faculty  members  to  offer  professional  advice  concerning  the  development  of  the  nat- 
ural resources  of  the  state,  or  nev;  products,  or  new  scientific  apparatuses  and 
techniques;  to  conduct  research  and  to  prepare  and  publish  results  of  their  studies; 
to  make  addresses  on  subjects  in  which  they  are  qualified  and  which  are  of  interest 
to  the  public;  and  to  serve  as  officers  or  as  members  of  committees  of  learned  and 
scientific  societies.   Such  activities  are  not  normally  considered  as  outside  work. 

"Ordinary  private  business  of  members  of  the  faculty,  such  as  the  investing  of  money 
or  the  hiring  of  labor  in  private  undertakings,  is  not  considered  to  fall  within  the 
purview  of  regulation  by  the  College,  provided  the  business  is  of  such  a  character 
as  not  to  damage  in  any  way  the  prestige  of  the  College,  and  provided  it  entails  no 
loss  of  time  or  efficiency  in  the  performance  of  college  duties. 

"Occasions  may  arise  when  it  will  be  mutually  beneficial  to  the  College  and  to  the 
faculty  member  for  the  latter  to  accept  remunerative  part-time  employment  on  or  off 
the  campus.   The  purpose  of  this  policy  statement  is  to  establish  principles  which 
will  guide  faculty  members  when  cases  of  this  nature  arise.   The  principles  are: 

1.  A  member  of  the  faculty  who  desires  to  engage  in  work  outside  his  regular 
duties  shall  do  so  only  after  obtaining  the  consent  and  approval  of  his  im- 
mediate supervisor. 

2.  Outside  employment  must  not  interfere  with  full  and  proper  performance  of 
college  duties,  and  shall  not  in  any  way  militate  against  the  best  interests 
of  the  College. 

3.  The  College  cannot  accept  legal  responsibility  for  privately  initiated  work. 

4.  College  equipment  and  supplies,  and  College  clerical  service,  may  not  be 
used  in  the  furtherance  of  outside  work  for  pay  except  in  highly  unusual  cases 
and  following  approval  by  appropriate  administrative  officials  and  written  ap- 
proval by  the  President." 

NOTES  ON  TRUSTEES'  APRIL  U  MEETING 

The  Board  of  Trustees  met  in  Columbia  on  April  11.   In  addition  to  confirming  several 
actions  taken  by  earlier  mail  ballots,  the  Board: 

--passed  resolutions  of  appreciation  to  the  Alumni  Association  for  its  assistance  to 
the  College  academic  programs;  and  to  C.  B.  Green  and  George  Meenaghan  for  their  at- 
tendance at  Board  meetings   representing  the  College  faculties. 

--authorized  the  administration  to  air-condition  the  main  auditorium  of  the  Chemistry 
building,  to  proceed  with  plans  for  building  a  girl's  dormitory  as  soon  as  practic- 
able, and  to  proceed  with  plans  for  the  construction  of  a  college  library.   The  li- 
brary is  to  be  financed  by  a  special  issue  of  state  bonds. 

--approved  a  recommendation  by  the  President  that  the  College  participate  in  the  NDEA 
undergraduate  student  loan  program,  beginning  in  1962-63. 
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NOTES  (continued) 

--authorized  the  deeding  of  161  acres  of  land  to  the  S.  C.  Aeronautics  Commission 
for  an  airport;  ten  acres  of  land  to  the  town  of  Pendleton  for  use  as  a  sewage  la- 
goon; and  800  x  1000  feet  of  land  at  the  Pee  Dee  Station  for  the  establishement  of 
a  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  Station  by  the  Federal  Government. 

--recommend  various  changes  in  the  state  laws  related  to  the  work  of  regulatory 
agencies  (livestock-poultry  health  and  Crop  Pest  Commission). 

--approved  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  awarding  honorary  degrees.   This  report 
appears  elsewhere  in  the  Newsletter. 

COLLEGE  TO  AWARD  FIVE  HONORARY  DEGREES  IN  1961-62 

As  recommended  by  a  Faculty-Trustee  Committee,  the  College  will  award  five  honorary 
degrees  this  semester.   Four  will  be  awarded  at  the  June  Commencement;  one  will  be 
awarded  on  May  2  as  a  part  of  the  College  Honors  and  Awards  program. 

The  five  recipients  of  degrees  will  be: 

John  H.  Clark,  Principal  of  Murray  Vocational  School,  Charleston,  S.  C.   Teacher,  edu- 
cator, public  servant,  Mr.  Clark  has  been  dedicated  for  more  than  35  years  to  the  vo- 
cational training  of  the  youth  of  South  Carolina.   He  has  pioneered  in  an  area  of  edu- 
cation which  is  just  now  receiving  recognition  as  a  vital  part  of  the  state's  total 
educational  program. 

Robert  C.  Jackson,  Executive  Vice  President  of  the  American  Cotton  Manufacturers  In- 
stitute, Washington,  D.  C.   An  aggressive,  competent  leader  of  an  association  repre- 
senting the  American  cotton  textile  industry,  Mr.  Jackson  is  recognized  as  an  inter- 
national authority  in  this  area.   Called  upon  by  government  and  business  alike  be- 
cause of  his  outstanding  abilities.

The  following  information  is  in  response  to  requests  Tor  clarification  of  College 
policy  related  to  the  political  activity  of  college  employees. 

"As  responsible  members  of  their  community,  Clemson  employees  naturally  undertake 
civic  duties  and  participate  in  community  political  affairs.   The  College  is  pleased 
that  they  do.   The  college  rule  related  to  such  matters  is  that  any  employee  who 
seeks  election  to  political  office  in  state  or  federal  governments  must  first  sub- 
mit his  resignation  to  the  college." 

This  ruling  applies  solely  to  state  and  federal  government  elective  offices;  it 
does  not  apply  to  municipal  and  purely  local  offices.

The  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  has  just  made  available  to  those  considering 
attending  college  detailed  information  on  what  financial  assistance,  if  any, 
they  might  expect  at  the  colleges  they  choose. 

The  new  publication  "Financial  Assistance  for  College  Students:   Undergraduate" 
lists  by  colleges  the  number,  amount  and  range  of  scholarship  grants,  the 
closing  date  for  applications,  the  number  and  average  amount  of  loans  made  to 
students,  the  number  of  students  employed  by  the  institution,  and  the  average 
annual  compensation  paid  each  student. 

The  publication  is  based  upon  replies  from  1,667  out  of  approximately  2,000 
institutions  of  higher  education.   In  addition,  144  reported  they  had  no  insti- 
tutional student  financial  aid  programs.

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A  POLICY  STATEMENT  ON  THE  ROLE  OF  CLEMSON  COLLEGE;   JUNE  1,  1962 
In  1956  the  Board  of  Trustees  approved  a  statement  on  the  role  of  Clemson 
College.   The  1956  statement  was  revised  In  195S,  and  has  been  revised 
again  this  year.   The  Trustees  will  be  asked  in  June  to  approve  the  state- 
ment printed  below: 

Purposes  find  Goals.   The  purposes  and  goals  of  Clemson  Collef^e  are  those  of 
most  Land~Grant  Colleges  in  the  United  States:   education,  research,  and 
public  service,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  agricultural,  engineering,  and 
natural  sciences.   As  a  State-supported  institution,  the  College  devotes 
much  attention  and  effort  to  activities  which  will  enhance  the  cultural  and 
economic  welfare  of  South  Carolina,  ' 

I.   THE  BASIC  ROLE 

1.   Basic  Aims  and  Purposes :   The  basic  role  of  this  institution  in  teaching 

I 

and  research  was  determined  at  the  time  of  its  founding  by  the  provisions       j 

of  the  Will  of  Thomas  G.  Clemson,  the  acceptance  of  its  terms  and  conditions 

by  the  General  Assembly  of  South  Carolina,  and  by  the  Morrill  Land-Grant        ' 

Act  (1862)  and  the  Hatch  Act  (1887)  passed  by  the  National  Congress.   Later, 

in  1914,  the  passage  of  the  Smith-Lever  Act  by  the  National  Congress  deter-     i 

mined  the  initial  role  in  public  service.   Pertinent  abstracts  from  these       , 

documents  are  given  below: 

--  From  the  Clemson  Will  --  "My  purpose  is  to  establish  an  Agricultural      ^ 
College  which  will  afford  useful  information  to  the  farmers  and 
mechanics;  therefore,  it  should  afford  thorough  instruction  in 
agriculture  and  the  natural  sciences  connected  therewith,  it  should 
combine,  if  practicable,  physical  with  intellectual  education,  and 
should  be  a  high  seminary  of  learning  in  which  the  graduate  of  the 
common  schools  can  commence,  pursue,  and  finish  a  course  of  studies 
terminating  in  thorough  theoretic  and  practical  instruction  in  those 
sciences  and  arts  which  bear  directly  upon  agriculture. . .but  to  always 
bear  in  mind  that  the  benefits  herein  sought  to  be  bestowed  are  in- 
tended to  benefit  agriculture  and  meclianical  industries..." 

--  From  the  Act  of  Acceptance  --  "The  State  of  South  Carolina  hereby 
expressly  declares  that  it  accepts  the  devise  and  bequest  of  Thomas 
G.  Clemson  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  his  last 
will  and  testament." 
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""  illi^  the  riorrill  Lt'1^~0J£1''^  ^\SS   ££  ^'■''^''^    ~~     '••.the  leading  objfct 
shall  be,...  to  teach  such  branches  of  iearnin;^,  as  are  relateil  to 
agriculture  and  mechanic  art«...in  order  to  promote  the  liberal 
and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the  pursuits 
and  professions  of  life." 

--  From  the  Hatch  Act  --  "That  it  shall  be  the  object  and  duty  of 
the  said  experiment  stations  to  conduct  original  researches  or 
verify  experiments. . .bearing  directly  on  the  agricultural  industry 
of  the  United  States  as  may  j.n  each  case  be  deemed  advisable, 
having  due  regard  to  the  varying  conditions  and  needs  of  the 
respective  States  and  Territories." 

--  From  the  Smith-Lever  Act  --  "That  cooperative  agricultural  ex- 
tension work  shall  consist  of  the  giving  of  instruction  and 
practical  demonstrations  in  agriculture  and  home  economics  to 
persons  not  attending  or  resident  in  said  college..." 

The  College  must  remain  faithful  to  these  basic  aims  in  the  light  of  con- 
tinuing developments.   Legislative  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  South  Caro- 
lina and  the  National  Congress  subsequent  to  the  founding  of  the  College  have 
enhanced  the  basic  purposes  of  the  institution.   The  concept  of  teaching,  re- 
search, and  public  service,  developed  first  in  the  area  of  agriculture,  is 
basic  to  the  public  trust  of  the  Land-Grant  Colleges.   The  extension  of  this 
concept  to  engineering,  industrial,  cultural  and  scientific  areas  conforms  to 
the  fundamental  objectives  of  the  Clemson  Will. 

2.   Fulfilling  the  Basic  Role:   If  the  College  is  to  maintain  its  place  of 
leadership  in  South  Carolina  in  "scientific  culture"  and  be  the  "high  seminary 
of  learning"  visualized  by  its  founder,  it  must  be  alert  to  the  needs  of  agri- 
culture, engineering,  and  industry,  and  it  must  not  merely  stay  abreast  of 
scientlc  development  but  participate  actively  in  furthering  such  development. 
Fulfilling  such  a  role  means  continuing  development  of: 
—  A  strong  educational  program  in  a  variety  of  undergraduate  curricula 

designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  students  served  by  the  College. 
--  A  strong  graduate  program  which  is  necessary  in  all  major  fields  of 
study  for  maintaining  the  scholarly  staff  and  atmosphere  essential  to 
a  strong  undergraduate  program  and  a  creative  research  program. 
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-~  An  active  research  pros^ram  in  all  major  fields  essential  to  scientific 
development  and  leadership  in  technical  advancement. 

--  Special  public  services  for  sharing  knowledge  with  agriculture,  en- 
gineering, and  industry. 

II.   SCHOOL  OF  AGRICULTURE 

^'      Instruction:   Since  Clemson  College  is  the  center  of  agricultural  infor- 
mation and  education  in  South  Carolina,  it  is  essential  that  the  institu- 
tion maintain  a  sound  instructional  program  in  appropriate  agricultural 
subjects  at  bo^h  undergraduate  and  graduate  levels. 

The  School  of  Agriculture  also  accepts  the  obligation  to  provide  agri- 
cultural short  courses  for  adult  farmers,  youths,  and  other  special  groups. 
2*   Research;   The  South  Carolina  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  has  the 
role  of  maintaining  an  aggressive  research  policy  which  promotes  stability 
in  agriculture  and  aids  farmers  in  maintaining  their  position  economically 
and  socially  with  other  segments  of  society. 

3'   Extension  Service:  The  Clemson  College  Extension  Service  is  a  coopera- 
tive service  supported  by  the  College,  the  counties,  the  State,  and  the 
Federal  Government.   The  Extension  Service  is  responsible  for  conducting 
in  South  Carolina  the  cooperative  educational  and  demonst rational  programs 
in  agriculture  and  home  economics  of  Clemson  College  and  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture, 

The  annual  plan  of  agricultural  and  home  economics  extension  work  is 
developed  and  implemented  with  close  cooperation  between  the  Extension 
Service  and  the  farm  and  home  leadership  of  the  State,  the  counties,  and 
the  rural  communities  and  neighborhoods. 

4.  Regulatory  Service:  By  acts  of  the  South  Carolina  General  Assembly 
certain  agricultural  programs  involving  regulatory  procedures  have  been 
assigned  to  Clemson  College.   The  policy  of  the  College  is  that  of  main-

promulgation  of  rules  and  regulations,  as  authorized  and  directed  under 
the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly, 

III.  SCHOOL  OF  ARCHITECTURE 

1.  Professional  Education:   The  School  of  Architecture  of  C?.enison  College 
offers  the  professional  curricula  in  South  Carolina  in  preparation  for 
the  practice  of  architecture.   Since  the  architectural  profession  has 
been  charged  with  training  not  only  those  who  will  practice  architecture, 
but  also  those  involved  in  peripheral  areas  of  the  building  industry,  the 
School  offerings  include  a  professional  curriculum  for  students  planning 
to  become  building  constructors. 

In  addition  to  its  primary  professional  tasks,  the  School  has  the 
responsibility  of  maintaining  programs  and  courses  in  the  several  visual 
arts  which  will  enrich  the  cultural  climate  of  the  College  and  community, 

Professicnal  training  for  the  architectural  profession  is  at  once 
an  art  and  a  science  and  necessarily  includes  basic  work  In  humanities 
and  a  core  of  creative  design  courses  undertaken  concurrently  with 
theoretical  studies  In  the  sciences  and  visual  arts.  Professional 
training  for  building  construction  embraces  basic  work  in  the  humanities, 
in  business  and  management,  and  technical  studies  in  building  construc- 
tion and  engineering. 

2,  Collaboration  with  Profession;   The  School  closely  serves  with  and 
derives  notable  support  from  the  profession  In  the  State,  This  collabora- 
tion is  aimed  towards  the  development  of  programs  of  high  national  rank. 
The  School  has  a  responsibility  to  serve  the  architectujral  profession  by 
offering  postgraduate  short  courses  for  architectural  practitioners  and 

by  assisting  In  developing  publications  and  other  educational  media. 
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IV,   THE  sc.;2iooL  g^  arts  ai^  sciences 

1.  A  Threefold  Roie :   Tha  role  of  the  School  of  Arcs  and  Sciences  in 
the  present  and  future  of  Clenison  College  is  threefold  in  nature.   First, 
it  offers  instruction  in  the  fundamental  cultural  subjects  and  basic 
sciences  required  of  all  undergraduate  students  at  Clemson;  secondly, 

it  trains  students  professionally  in  the  physical  sciences.,  social 
studies,  the  humanities,  pre-medicine,  pre-dentistry,  and  secondary 
school  teaching;  finally,  it  provides  leadership  to  the  College  in  the 
creation  and  promotion  of  an  intellectual  and  academic  atmosphere  on 
the  campus. 

2.  General  Undergraduate  Teaching:  The  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
provides  service  teaching  for  the  professional  curricula.   In  addition, 
the  School  offers  a  typical  B.A. 

3.  Graduate  Speciali?.ed  Training:   A  strong  graduate  program  is  a 
necessity  for  any  institution  wishing  to  attain  national  academic  recog- 
nition. Furthermore,  the  rapid  industrialization  of  South  Carolina  has 
enormously  increased  the  demand  for  men  and  voraen  with  advanced  technical 
training.   In  order  to  do  its  share  in  meeting  this  demand,  the  School  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  now  has  Ph.D.  programs  in  chemistry  and  physics.  Either 
the  M»A.  cr  the  M.S,  degree  will  be  offered  by  each  department  in  the 
School  as  the  need  arises, 

V,   THE  SCHOOL  OF  ENGIIJEERING 

1,  Undergraduate  and  Graduate  Instruction;  The  policy  of  the  School  of 
Engineering  is  to  offer  those  curricula  which  are  essential  to  sound  en- 
gineering education  and  which  are  of  interest  to  the  industries  and  en- 
gineering firms  of  South  Carolina,  Clemson  must  not  only  have  a  strong 
undergraduate  school  of  engineering,  but  must  offer  graduate  work  at  both 
the  master's  and  doctor's  level  in  order  to  perform  properly  its  function 
to  the  citizens  of  thic  State  and  the  Southeast. 
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2.  Research:  Basic  research  is  an  essential  and  indispensable  phase  of 
the  education  of  scientists  and  engineers.  Its  educational  values  sre 
vital,  imperative,  and  essential  to  the  development  of  creative  minds. 
The  School  of  Engineering  must,  therefore,  carry  out  a  strong  program  of 
basic  research  activities.  An  expanded  program  of  sponsored  research  is 
also  necessary  to  care  for  the  needs  of  engineering  and  industrial  firms 
of  the  area. 

3.  Public  Service:   A  continuing  educational  program  for  professional  en- 
gineers is  also  offered  through  a  series  of  short  courses  as  the  need  and 
opportunities  arise.   The  School  proposes  in  tlie  future  to  establish  an 
Engineering  and  Industrial  Extension  Service  vjhich  will  work  in  harmony 
v/itli  the  School  of  Industrial  Jlanageruent  and  Textile  Science  to  provide 
services  to  engineers  and  industries  throughout  the  State. 

VI.   THE  SCHOOL  OF  INDUSTRIAL  liA^^AGEMENT  AND  TEXTILE  SCIENCE 

The  role  of  the  School  of  Industrial  Management  and  Textile  Science 
is  to  provide  undergraduate  and  graduate  instruction  in  the  broad  field  of 
management  and  the  more  specialized  area  of  textiles,  and  to  foster  a  pro- 
gressive research  and  public  service  program.   The  functions  of  the  School 
are: 

1.   Undergraduate  Instruction:   The  Industrial  Management  and  Textile  Science 
curricula  are  predicated  on  the  philosophy  that  education  for  management  is 
a  life-long  process  and  the  best  education  for  potential  leaders  in  the 
American  economy  is  that  which  increases  the  capacity  of  the  individual  to 
learn  during  the  rest  of  his  life.   Therefore,  the  curriculum  ephasizes 
the  fundamental  disciplines  underlying  the  practice  of  management.   South 
Carolina  is  the  leading  textile  state.   The  textile  industry  is  the  chie.*: 
employer  in  the  industrial  field  as  it  makes  up  two-thirds  of  the  industry 
in  South  Carolina.   Therefore,  it  is  logical  that  many  students  will  choose 

to  specialize  in  textiles  in  oreoaration  for  a  career  in  that  industrv. 
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2.  Graduate  Curriculum;  The  School  offers  graduate  courses  leading  to  the 
Master  of  Science  degree  In  textile  chemistry  and  in  industrial  management. 
The  objective  of  these  programs  is  to  aid  college  graduates  to  prepare 

for  positions  of  major  responsibility  in  American  industry. 

3.  Research;  The  textile  research  division  of  the  School  is  an  Integral 
part  of  the  operation.  A  continuing  challenge  of  the  School  is  to  broaden 
and  strengthen  this  segment  and  to  develop  additional  research  programs 

as  rapidly  as  feasible  which  will  encourage  the  continued  Industrial  de- 
velopment of  South  Carolina. 

4.  Public  Services  This  Includes  acquainting  industry  with  the  findings 
of  the  research  program  through  publications  and  other  media,  offering 
special  short  courses  for  management  and  technical  personnel,  and  providing 
any  other  service  deemed  appropriate.

(3)  Approved  the  revised  policy  statement  on  the  role  of  Clemson  College; 

(4)  Approved  the  proposed  college  budget  for  1962-63; 

(5)  Confirmed  the  awarding  of  contracts  to  the  C.  J.  Craig  Construction  Company  for 
additions  and  alterations  to  the  laboratory  at  Pontiac;  the  Triangle  Construction 
Company  for  construction  of  a  utilities  service  tunnel  on  campus;  and  to  Hallman 
and  Weemes  for  architectural  work  related  to  the  proposed  girls'  dormitory; 

(6)  Leased  for  a  five  year  period  to  the  U.  S.  Post  Office  Department  approximately 
5,184  square  feet  of  the  ground  floor  of  dormitory  #2; 

(7)  Confirmed  the  rejection  of  all  bids  for  "improvements  to  the  electrical  distri- 
bution system"  and  authorized  readvertising  of  the  work;  and 

(8)  Authorized  the  administration  to  award  an  honorary  degree  to  Mr.  H.  C.  Sanders 
at  the  mid-year  Commencement  exercises  (this  award  was  previously  approved  for 
June,  1962,  but  Mr.  Sanders  was  unable  to  be  present). 

GRADUATE  COUNCIL  MINUTES 

The  Graduate  Council  in  its  meeting  on  May  30: 

(1)  Approved  for  graduation  28  candidates  for  master's  degrees  and  3  candidates  for 
doctor's  degrees. 

(2)  Approved  a  proposal  to  offer  the  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  economics  beginning  in 
September,  1963. 

(3)  Approved  a  proposal  to  (a)  change  entrance  requirements  for  students  in  the  M.Ed, 
program  to  enable  them  to  meet  the  requirements  for  teacher  certification  by  the 
time  they  received  their  master's  degree,  and  (b)  require  that  the  education 
courses  taken  by  students  in  the  history  and  English  teaching  program  meet  cer- 
tain requirements  as  to  breadth  of  coverage. 

\,4)   Instituted  a  new  rule  that  a  graduate  student  may  take  an  examination  in  a  given 

language  twice  without  charge,  but  each  examination  beyond  that  will  carry  a  fee 

of  $10.   Language  examinations  taken  prior  to  May  30  will  not  count  as  one  of  the 
two  permitted  without  charge.

(5)   Instituted  a  rule  that  full  time  college  employees  may  take  for  graduate  credit 
four  semester  hours  of  work  during  the  eleven  weeks  of  summer  school  but  no  more 
than  three  semester  hours  during  either  session.

Some  confusion  exists  concerning  the  limit  of  time  for  which  leave  without  pay  may 
be  granted.   According  to  Board  of  Trustees'  policy,  no  such  leave  may  be  granted  for 
a  period  of  time  in  excess  of  one  calendar  year.   However  such  leave  may  be  extended 
(via  reapplication)  upon  recommendation  of  appropriate  administrative  officers. 

ENGINEERING  RESEARCH  CONTRACTS  ANNOUNCED 

Stan  Nicholas,  director  of  engineering  research,  has  announced  that  studies  in  air 
pollution  and  in  waste  water  treatment  will  begin  this  month,  sponsored  by  the 
National  Advisory  Health  Council  and  the  Public  Health  Service.   Forrest  C.  Alley, 
W.  B.  Barlage,  George  Meenaghan,  and  Ray  Abernathy  will  be  principal  research  leaders. 

The  projects  are  expected  to  require  five  years  for  completion,  and  the  budget  (ten- 
tatively approved)  amounts  to  $253,865.

REMEDIAL  MATH  TO  BE  TAUGHT  BY  ETV  IN  1962-63 

The  math  department  has  announced  that  two  sections  of  remedial  freshman  mathematics 
will  be  taught  by  ETV  during  the  first  semester  of  1962-63.   Equipment  is  being 
installed  in  the  new  Physics  Building,  and  J.  L.  Flatt  will  administer  the  TV 
courses. 

According  to  Professor  Flatt,  "approximately  400  students  will  be  required  to  take 
remedial  mathematics  during  the  fall  semester  1962-63.   Of  this  number  about  100 
will  be  assigned  to  receive  their  instruction  by  television  in  two  lecture  rooms 
of  the  Physics  Building  during  the  8:00  period.   This  group  shall  be  designated  as 
the  experimental  group.   The  control  group  will  be  composed  of  the  rest  of  the 
students  required  to  take  remedial  mathematics  and  shall  be  taught  in  classes  of 
20  to  25  per  section  by  regular  members  of  the  mathematics  staff.   At  the  beginning 
of  the  fall  semester  a  test  will  be  administered  to  both  groups.   The  test  to  be 
used  is  "Cooperative  Algebra  Test,  Elementary  Algebra  Through  Quadratics,"  put  out 
by  the  Educational  Testing  Service.   At  the  end  of  the  semester  an  equivalent  form 
of  the  same  test  will  be  administered  to  both  groups.   The  effectiveness  of  TV 
instruction  will  be  measured  by  comparing  the  two  groups  as  to  the  gain  on  the 
tests. 

"The  ETV  in  Columbia  has  320  thirty-minute  tapes  which  have  been  used  in  teaching 
first  and  second  year  algebra  in  the  high  school.   From  these  we  will  select  130  to 
be  used  for  65  periods  for  the  experimental  group.   The  lessons  chosen  will  parallel 
the  lessons  being  taught  in  the  control  group,  which  will  consist  of  elementary 
algebra  through  quadratic  equations." 

POST-DOCTORAL  FELLOW  APPOINTED  IN  CHEMISTRY 

The  department  of  chemistry  and  geology  announces  the  appointment  of  its  first 
post-doctoral  research  fellow.

FACULTY  SIZE  AND  DEGREE  STRENGTH 

As  of  July  1  the  resident  teaching  and  research  faculties  of  the  College  number  370 
people,  a  decrease  of  5  from  last  year.   The  decrease  is  in  agriculture  and  engineering 
The  faculty  includes  167  (45.1%)  who  hold  the  Ph.D.  or  its  equivalent;  180  (48.7%) 
who  hold  only  the  masters  degree;  and  23  (6.27o)  who  hold  only  the  bachelors  degree. 
Comparative  degree  strength  figures  for  last  year  were  Ph.D.,  163  (43.5%,);  Masters, 
183  (48.8%);  and  bachelors,  29  (7.7%). 

Change  in  the  degree  strength  in  the  School  of  Engineering  is  especially  noteworthy. 
In  July  1961  the  School  was  16.4%  Ph.D.;  the  figure  for  July  1962  is  32.8%. 

Agriculture  retains  its  position  as  the  School  with  the  largest  percentage  of  Ph.D. 
faculty--60.3%.

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PRESIDENT'S  STATEMENT  ON  NEGRO  APPLICANT  CASE 

Numerous  newspaper  stories  have  appeared  during  the  past  month  concerning  the  suit 
brought  against  the  College  by  the  Charleston  Negro  youth,  Harvey  B.  Gantt.   In 
order  to  insure  that  faculty  and  staff  have  accurate  information  the  following 
points  are  noted: 

1.   Following  preliminary  correspondence  with  the  Registrar,  Gantt  made  application 
on  February  7,  1961,  for  admission  to  the  Clemson  School  of  Architecture.   Receipt 
of  the  application  was  acknowledged.   Gantt  was  then  a  student  in  good  standing  in 
the  architecture-architectural  engineering  core  curriculum  at  Iowa  State  University, 
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2.  By  letter  dated  April  26,  1961,  Gantt  requested  information  as  to  the  status  of 
his  application  and  was  advised  that  no  applications  from  any  prospective  transfer 
students  had  then  been  processed.   Gantt  was  informed  of  procedures  to  be  followed. 

3.  On  June  19,  1961,  Gantt's  official  transcript  was ' received  from  Iowa  State,  in- 
dicating that  he  had  earned  a  B  plus  average  for  the  year.   College  Board  scores 
were  not  received  until  the  last  of  August.   Gantt's  College  Board  score  was  471. 

4.  On  August  31  a  form  letter  was  sent  to  Gantt  and  to  more  than  fifty  other  trans- 
fer applicants  enumerating  the  admission  requirements  which  had  not  been  met  and 
pointing  out  the  impracticality  of  processing  additional  applications  before  the 
opening  of  school.   Omissions  checked  for  Gantt  were  (a)   entrance  examination 
scores  received  too  late  to  allow  sufficient  time  for  the  Director  of  Admissions  to 
complete  investigation  of  other  requirements  for  admission;  and  (b)   interview 
incomplete . 

5.  On  December  6,  1961,  Gantt  submitted  a  new  application  card  from  Iowa  State 
where  he  was  enrolled  as  a  sophomore.   In  April,  1962,  he  wrote  to  inquire  if  he 
had  been  accepted  for  admission.   He  was  informed  that  the  College  could  not  act 
on  applications  from  transfer  students  until  final  transcripts  had  been  received 
and  evaluated. 

6.  On  June  13,  1962,  Gantt  .i[jpeared  at  the  College  to  request  an  interview.   He 
was  told  that  his  transcript  had  not  been  received  and  that  he  would  be  scheduled 
for  an  interview  with  the  Registrar  and  the  Dean  of  the  School  of  Architecture  once 
this  transcript  had  reached  us.   The  transcript  came  a  few  days  later  and  was  turned 
over  to  the  School  of  Architecture  for  preliminary  evaluation.   Dean  McClure  then 
wrote  Gantt,  requesting  certain  documents  relating  to  his  work  in  design  courses. 

7.  On  July  9,  1962,  Gantt  brought  suit  in  the  Federal  District  Court.  The  suit  is 
a  class  action,  and  seeks  to  enjoin  the  College  "from  refusing  to  consider  the  ap- 
plications of  Negro  residents  of  South  Carolina  for  admission  to  Clemson  College 
upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  applicable  to  white  applicants;  and  from  failing 
and  refusing  to  expeditiously  act  upon  applications  received  from  Negro  applicants; 
and  from  refusing  to  approve  the  applications  of  qualified  Negroes  for  admission  to 
Clemson  College  solely  because  of  the  race  and  color  of  such  applicant,  and  from 
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PRESIDENT'S  STATEMENT  (continued) 

subjecting  Negro  applicants  to  conditions,  prerequisites,  interviews,  delays  and 
tests  not  required  of  white  applicants;  and  from  making  the  attendance  of  Negroes 
at  Clemson  College  subject  to  terms  and  conditions  not  applicable  to  white  stu- 
dents attending  the  Clemson  College;  an'd  from  failing  and  refusing  to  advise  Negro 
applicants  promptly  and  fully  regarding  their  applications,  admissions  requirements, 
and  status  as  is  done....  in  the  case  of  white  applicants;  and  from  requiring  the 
applicant  to  state  his  or  her  race  in  applying  for  admission  to  Clemson  College; 
and  from  continuing  to  pursue  the  policy,  practice,  custom  and  usage  of  limiting 
admissions  to  Clemson  College  to  white  persons." 

8.  On  July  19,  1962,  the  Board  of  Trustees  met  in  Columbia  to  hear  recommendations 
from  the  College  attorneys  and  to  assist  in  preparing  an  answer  to  the  several 
charges  made  by  Gantt.   The  approved  answer  has  been  filed.   This  answer  denies 
that  we  have  refused  admission  to  Gantt;  stipulates  that  we  are  treating  his  ap- 
plication file  as  we  are  the  files  of  other  students  who  desire  to  transfer  to 
advanced  standing  in  our  School  of  Architecture;  and  points  out  that  the  suit  can- 
not properly  be  a  class  action  since  no  other  Negro  students  are  applicants  for 
admission  to  any  division  of  the  College.   Since  1956  only  one  Negro  other  than 
Gantt  has  filed  an  admissions  card.   He  was  also  a  transfer  student.   He  has  not 
requested  that  a  transcript  of  his  college  work  be  sent  to  us  and  we  assume  that 

he  is  not  an  active  candidate  for  transfer. 

9.  The  College  hopes  for  a  speedy  answer  to  the  questions  involved  in  the  case, 
and  the  College  proposes  to  conduct  itself  in  an  honorable  way,  legally  and  other- 
wise.  Faculty,  staff  and  students  will  be  kept  fully  informed  of  all  developments, 
as  they  have  been  previously.   Copies  of  the  complaint  and  the  answer  to  it  are  on 
file  in  the  offices  of  the  President,  the  Deans  of  the  College,  the  President  of 
the  Faculty  Senate,  the  Dean  of  Student  Affairs,  and  the  dean  of  the  five  academic 
schools.   These  copies  may  be  read  by  interested  persons.

*  Additionally,  applications  were  made  and  processed  for  l6U  candidates  who  failed 
the  entrance  examination  and  have  not  re-instated  their  application,  580  who  have 
subsequently  cancelled  and  91  whose  admission  was  refused  on  the  basis  of  their 
high  school  record.  The  total  number  of  applications  handled  so  far  is  2711. 
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REPORT  ON  DEFICIENT  STUDENTS 

In  June  1962;,  388  students  were  deficient.   Of  this  number,  38  have  already  improved 
their  records  by  first  session  summer  school  attendance  and  have  qualified  for 
continuing  enrollment.   Six  other  students  improved  their  records  sufficiently  to 
become  eligible  by  making  up  work  previously  graded  "E"  or  "I."  At  present  this 
leaves  344  students  ineligible  to  continue  their  enrollment  this  September;  however, 
108  of  this  number  are  enrolled  in  the  second  session  of  summer  school. 

In  June  1961,  413  students  were  deficient  and  341  were  ineligible  in  September.

The  increase  in  agriculture  is  in  connection  with  the  research  programs.   The  decrease 
in  engineering  is  the  result  of  a  policy  whereby  graduate  assistants  in  engineering 
are  no  longer  counted  as  instructors.   The  increase  in  IM-TS  is  the  result  of  moving 
IM  into  the  textile  school.

As  reported  in  the  newspapers  of  the  State,  the  federal  district  court,  in  an  opin- 
ion and  order  dated  September  6,  has  denied  the  request  of  Harvey  B.  Gantt  for  a 
preliminary  injunction  to  "enjoin — (the  College)  from  refusing  to  considei;,  the  ap- 
plication of  the  minor  plaintiff  and  other  Negro  residents  of  South  Caroliria  for 
admission  to  Clemson  College."  As  this  issue  of  the  Newsletter  goes  to  press,  word 
has  been  received  that  the  district  court  opinion  has  been  appealed,  with  the  appeal 
to  be  heard  in  the  federal  circuit  court  at  Alexandda,  Virginia.   The  complete  text  of 
the  district  court  opinion  and  order  is  on  file  in  the  offices  of  President  Edwards, 
the  executive  officers  of  the  college,  and  each  of  the  five  academic  deans.   Any  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  or  staff  who  wishes  to  do  so  may  read  the  opinion  and  order  at  any 
of  the  above  offices.

REPORT  ON  DEFICIENT  STUDENTS..  SEPTEMBER  1962 

In  June  1962,  388  students  were  deficient.   Of  this  number,  76  have  improved  their 
records  by  summer  school  attendance  and  have  qualified  for  continuing  enrollment. 
Eleven  other  students  improved  their  records  sufficiently  to  become  eligible  by  making 
up  work  previously  graded  "E"  or  "I,"  An  additional  nine  students  became  eligible  by 
appeals  to  the  Committee  on  Admissions.   At  present  this  leaves  292  students  that  are 
ineligible  to  continue  their  enrollment  this  September. 

In  June  1961,  413  were  deficient  and  341  were  ineligible  in  September.

Other  employees  may  apply  for  insurance  or  request  changes  in  present  coverage  only 
during  the  annual  re-enrollment  period.   Employees  presently  enrolled  and  desiring  no 
changes  will  be  automatically  continued  and  need  not  contact  the  representatives  at 
this  time.   Appointments  may  be  made  with  the  representatives  by  telephoning  Mr.  W.  J. 
Stamey  in  the  Personnel  Office,  Ext.  365. 
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STUDENT  DANCE  WEEKEND  ACCOMMODATIONS 

The  Office  of  Student  Affairs  has  furnished  certain  reminders  to  students  having 
dates  staying  in  community  homes  on  dance  weekends.   In  substance,  they  have  been 
informed  as  follows: 

1.  Persons  who  surrender  the  privacy  of  their  homes,  thus  disrupting  normal  living 
routines  are  not  inn-keeperSo   For  the  inconvenience  caused  the  usual  charges  are  con- 
sidered reasonable. 

2.  Only  the  date  is  entitled  to  guest  privileges.   Though  privileges  will  vary, 
they  should  be  discussed  with  the  hostess  at  the  outset, 

3.  Students  have  been  requested  to  notify  the  hostess  as  soon  as  possible  of 
changes  in  plans  resulting  in  the  room  not  being  neededo 

4.  Most  hostesses  will  expect  the  dates  of  students  to  be  in  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  the  College  sponsored  dance  ends.   (No  time  limit  was  specif iedo) 

5.  Should  the  student  and  his  date  plan  to  attend  a  College  approved  party  after 

a  dance,  the  student  has  been  encouraged  to  have  a  full  and  frank  discussion  with  the 
hostess  in  order  to  avoid  later  misunderstandings. 

6.  Students  should  never  place  hostesses  in  the  position  of  having  to  ask  for  pay- 
ment of  charges  incurredo 

7.  Consideration  for  others  is  especially  necessary  when  utilizing  the  facilities 
of  those  who  have  voluntarily  made  them  available  in  the  interest  of  student  welfare. 

ARE  YOU  FULLY  INSURED  UNDER  SOCIAL  SECURITY  FOR  RETIREMENT? 

Clemson  College  began  participating  in  Social  Security  on  July  1,  1955,  and  all  re- 
gular employees  have  contributed  to  the  Old-Age  and  Survivors  Insurance  program  since 
that  date.   Everyone  knows  that  contribution  rates  have  increased  several  times,  but 
does  everyone  know  (a)  that  benefits  have  increased  also,  and  (b)  that  eligibility 
requirements  for  retirement  benefits  have  been  decreased?  Any  employee,  man  or  woman, 
may  qualify  for  retirement  benefits  at  age  62  if  he  or  she  is  fully  insured.   Men  who 
were  born  prior  to  January  1,  1915,  or  women  who  were  born  prior  to  January  1,  1918, 
and  have  made  regular  contributions  to  Social  Security  since  Julv  1,  1955  are  now. 
"fully  insured  for  life."   (Any  employee,  regardless  of  age,  becomes  fully  insured 
for  life  after  making  contributions  for  10  years  on  earnings  of  $50  or  more  each  cal- 
endar quarter. ) 

The  Social  Security  District  Office  which  serves  Clemson  residents  is  located  at  114 
West  Greenville  Street,  Anderson,  S.  C.   Information  on  any  phase  of  OASI  can  be 
secured  there.   The  principal  office  of  the  Social  Security  Administration,  Baltimore 
35,  Md„ ,  will  send  any  covered  employee  a  statement  of  earnings,,   They  recommend  that 
a  statement  be  requested  every  3  years.

MINUTES  OF  THE  80th  MEETING  OF  THE  ACADEMIC  FACULTY  SENATE 

The  eightieth  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate  of  Clemson  College  was  held  September  11, 
1962,  in  the  auditorium  of  Olin  Hall,  with  Senate  President  Victor  Hurst  presiding. 
The  quorum  was  assembled  and  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:06  pom. 

The  minutes  of  the  seventy-ninth  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

President  Hurst  announced  that  "The  Statement  of  Faculty  Responsibility  and  Ethics," 
T-zhich  had  been  placed  on  the  calendar  at  the  May  meeting,  was  then  on  the  floor.   He 
recognized  Professor  J,  C.  Hubbard,  Jr.,  who,  for  the  Policy  Committee,  spoke  briefly 
and  moved  to  adopt.   Professor  C.  Q.  Brown  seconded.   Professor  L,  E.  Hill  moved  to 
amend  in  paragraph  (2)  like  11  by  striking  out  "the"  and  substituting  "academic," 
Professor  H.  N.  Cooledge  and  Professor  R.  A.  Banister  supported  the  amendment  and  Pro- 
fessor Hubbard  accepted  the  change  and  it  became  a  part  of  the  report.   Professor 
M,  A,  Owings  suggested  amending  the  final  paragraph,  and  Professor  C,  M,  McGee  moved 
to  return  the  report  to  the  committee.   Professor  Brown  called  for  the  question,  and 
after  some  further  discussion  the  report  was  adopted  and  forwarded  to  Dean  J.  K, 
Williams, 

President  Hurst  announced  that  the  Patent  Policy  is  now  with  the  state  Attorney- 
General  and  is  expected  back  at  "any  time." 

He  announced  further  that  very  soon  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  will  clarify  the 
length  of  terms  for  the  additional  senators  that  that  school  gained  last  spring. 

The  President  recognized  former  President  Meenaghan,  who  announced  that  the  proposed 
merger  of  the  Academic  Faculty  Senate  and  the  Research  Faculty  Council  is  under  study 
this  semester. 

President  Hurst  reported  that  the  president  of  the  Faculty  Senate  now  has  the  privi- 
lege of  being  the  speaker  at  the  summer  commencement  exercises  and  that  the  Faculty 
Senate  had  participated  in  a  successful  one-day  orientation  program  for  new  faculty 
members. 

There  were  no  committee  reports. 

President  Hurst  noted  that  an  air-conditioned  committee  room  is  provided  for  the  Sen- 
ate off  Room-28  Tillman  Hall.   He  further  noted  that  the  president  of  the  Faculty 
Senate  has  been  designated  by  the  College  to  attend  the  anniversary  celebration  at 
Rice  Institute  in  October. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  4:49  p.m.

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STATEMENT  OF  FACULTY  RESPONSIBILITIES  AND  ETHICS  ADOPTED  BY  FACULTY  SENATE 

The  statement  of  faculty  responsibilities  and  ethics  as  printed  below  was  adopted  by 
the  Academic  Faculty  Senate  on  September  11  and  endorsed  by  the  Educational  Council 
on  September  18. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACULTY  RESPONSIBILITIES  AND  ETHICS 

As  individuals,  the  faculty  of  Clemson  College  have  the  responsibility  to  conduct 
themselves  in  ways  that  will  promote  the  achievement  of  the  purposes  for  which 
academic  institutions  exist.   And  as  members  of  a  profession  possessed  of  certain 
rights  of  self-government,  the  College  Faculty  as  a  group  has  a  concurrent  obligation 
to  assume  the  responsibilities  necessary  for  the  fulfillment  of  its  professional 
mission„ 

The  responsibilities  of  a  Clemson  faculty  member  may  be  divided  into  four  main  areas: 
(1)  to  his  subject  matter  field;  (2)  to  his  students;  (3)  to  the  institution;  and  (4) 
to  his  profession  and  to  the  community  at  large. 

(1)  The  faculty  member's  primary  responsibility  is  to  his  subject  matter  field.   In 
exercising  this  responsibility,  the  faculty  member  should  guard  his  freedom  to  seek 
and  state  the  truth,  not  only  against  outside  interference,  but  also  against  personal 
commitments  which  prove  incompatible  with  that  freedom. 

The  preservation  of  integrity  and  vitality  in  his  subject  may  require  the  faculty 
member  to  comment  on  the  work  of  colleagues  and  to   advise  his  own  or  other  institu- 
tions concerning  the  appointment,  retention,  or  promotion  of  individual  scholars. 
Such  responsibilities  may  best  be  fulfilled  by  judging  colleagues  primarily  upon 
their  contributions,  actual  or  potential,  to  intellectual  pursuits. 

(2)  The  faculty  member's  responsibility  to  his  students  is  to  teach  them  effectively 
in  accord  with  the  best  standards  of  scholarship  in  his  disciplineo   Hence,  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  faculty  member  to  keep  himself  abreast  of  developments  and  to  strive  for 
leadership  in  his  field.   A  further  obligation  is  to  conduct  his  classes  in  an 
atmosphere  of  free  and  unhampered  inquiry.   The  faculty  member  should  guard  the 
classroom  against  all  pressures  which  may  result  in  fear  by  a  student  that  what  he 
says  or  does  in  honest  intellectual  pursuits  may  affect  unfairly  his  class  standing, 
future  chances  of  employment,  or  later  standing  in  the  community.   Additionally,  the 
faculty  member  is  expected  to  make  available  to  students  a  reasonable  amount  of  time 
for  academic  counseling  and  guidance. 

The  faculty-student  relationship  also  has  dimensions  that  reach  beyond  the  classroom. 
The  faculty  member's  influence  is  projected,  not  only  through  the  presentation  of 
subject  matter,  but  also  through  his  personal  and  intellectual  deportment.   It  is 
incompatible  with  proper  professional  and  personal  behavior  for  the  faculty  member  to 
use  his  position  for  the  exploitation  of  any  student. 

(3)  Professionally,  the  College  exists  for  one  purpose:  the  advancement  of  learning. 
Accordingly,  the  principal  obligation  of  the  faculty  member  to  the  College  is  the 
fulfillment  of  responsibilities  to  his  own  field  of  knowledge  and  to  his  students. 
Administrative  work,  curriculum  studies,  committee  service,  and  the  like  are  rea- 
sonable duties  of  every  faculty  member;  nonetheless  the  College  should  not  permit 
these  duties  to  fall  so  heavily  on  any  individual  that  he  finds  it  difficult  to 
discharge  his  responsibilities  to  subject  matter  and  students.   The  faculty  member 
should  not  sacrifice  any  one  major  area  of  work  in  an  excessive  concern  with  others. 
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STATEMENT  (CONTINUED) 

(4)  There  should  be  no  attempt  by  any  authority  to  impose  a  single  code  of  personal 
behavior  on  all  faculty  members  or  to  negate  rights  and  liberties  enjoyed  by  other 
citizens.   As  the  faculty  member's  rights  within  the  community  are  not  less  than 
those  of  other  responsible  citizens,  neither  are  his  obligations.   As  a  citizen  and 
as  a  member  of  a  profession  which  depends  upon  freedom  for  its  health,  vitality  and 
integrity,  the  individual  has  a  further  obligation  to  maintain  and  advance  the 
conditions  of  free  inquiry.   Such  obligations  reach  beyond  the  classroom  and  lab- 
oratory and  should  always  be  executed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  bring  credit  to  the 
individual,  to  the  College  and  to  the  teaching  profession.

The  course  will  be  taught  by  B,  Gossett,  will  be  required  for 
agronomy  majors,  and  will  have  Agronomy  102  and  Chemistry  220  or  equivalent  as 
prerequisites.   In  the  agronomy  curriculum  the  course  will  replace  3  hours  of 
elective  credit. 

2.  In  Architecture: 

a  proposal  to  change  Architectural  Construction  141  and  5  cr.  (0,15)  to  5  cr. 

(2,9). 

3.  In  Arts  and  Sciences: 

a  proposal  to  offer  a  MA  program  in  economics,  beginning  in  September,  1963.   A 

program  description  is  available  at  the  Graduate  School  office. 

4.  In  Engineering: 

a  request  for  approval  of  two  graduate  courses  in  civil  engineering.   The  courses 

are  CE  544  (Unit  Processes  Laboratory)  1  cr.  (0,3),  and  CE  545  (Unit  Operations 
Laboratory)  1  cr.  (0,3).   The  courses  will  be  taught  by  G.  F.  Meenaghan. 

a  request  for  approval  of  three  graduate  courses  in  electrical  engineering:   EE 

515  (Network  Analysis  and  Synthesis  I)  3  cr.  (3,0);  EE  516  (Network  Analysis 
and  Synthesis  II)  3  cr.  (3,0);  and  EE  525  (Solid-State  Electronics)  3  cr.  (3,0). 
The  latter  course  upgrades  and  replaces  the  present  EE  525.

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NEW  GRADUATE  SCHOOL  ADMISSIONS 

The  Graduate  School  has  enrolled  97  new  students  this  September.   These  students 
come  from  53  colleges  in  16  states  and  four  foreign  countries.   Forty  of  these  stu- 
dents are  graduates  of  Clemson.   Enrollment  by  curriculums  is 
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The  quality  of  these  new  students  is  similar  to  that  of  students  admitted  in  the  fall 
of  1961,  although  the  number  is  18  greater.   As  befits  the  concentration  of  graduate 
work  at  Clemson  in  the  fields  of  engineering,  agriculture,  and  the  natural  sciences, 
the  new  students  are  particularly  strong  in  quantitative  aptitude  as  measured  by  the 
Graduate  Record  Aptitude  Test.   Forty-four  per  cent  of  the  new  students  had  quantita- 
tive aptitude  scores  that  place  them  in  the  top  10.  per  cent  of  all  college  seniors 
taking  the  test.   Twenty  per  cent  placed  in  the  second  highest  decile  and  fourteen 
per  cent  more  in  the  third  highest  decileo   Thus  78  per  cent  of  the  new  students  come 
from  the  top  30  per  cent  of  college  graduates  measured  by  this  criteria. 

Verbal  aptitude  is  more  evenly  distributed,  with  an  almost  equal  number  in  each  decile. 
Twelve  students  with  low  verbal  aptitude  are  being  required  to  take  a  senior  level 
course  in  English  in  addition  to  their  other  graduate  degree  requirements. 

Forty-three  per  cent  of  the  new  students  received  their  baccalaureate  degrees  with 
honors.   Seventy  per  cent  of  the  28  students  who  took  the  advanced  test  of  the  Gradu- 
ate Record  Examination  in  their  chosen  field  of  study  had  scores  that  placed  them  in 
the  top  half  of  all  college  seniors  taking  these  tests. 

FACULTY  BASIC  RESEARCH  ASSISTANCE 

Last  year  the  Faculty  Basic  Research  Committee  allocated  $8,500  for  personal  research 
projects  by  faculty  members.   Although  funds  are  currently  low,  they  will  enlarge 
during  the  year  as  grants  by  the  National  Science  Foundation,  the  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund, 
the  Kress  Endowment  Fund,  and  other  sources  are  made  available.   Any  faculty  member  ii> 
terested  in  obtaining  money  for  supplies,  wages  to  assistants,  travel,  and  publication 
costs  involved  in  a  personal  research  project  should  obtain  an  application  form  from 
Committee  Chairman,  Dr.  A.  H.  Holt,  203  New  English  Building  or  the  Graduate  Dean. 

Although  the  Committee  will  accept  applications  at  any  time,  those  received  earlier 
will  receive  priority  in  consideration  as  the  funds  become  available. 


Information  about  research  grants  from  off-campus  sponsoring  agencies  (e.g..  The  Na- 
tional Science  Foundation,  The  Atomic  Energy  Commission,  and  industrial  foundations) 
is  available  at  the  Graduate  School  office.   This  office  will  also  supply  information 
about  competitive  fellowships  available  to  faculty  members  for  study  and/or  research.

During  the  1962  testing  program  (December  2,  1961-September  10,  1962)  a  total  of 
2,324  applicants  for  admission  to  Clemson  took  either  the  College  Entrance  Examin- 
ation Board  tests  or  the  South  Carolina  Entrance  Examination. 

Using  a  cutting  score  of  350  for  beginning  college  students,  8.8  per  cent  of  the 
examinees  V7ere  rejected.   Similarly,  a  requirement  of  365  for  transfer  students  re- 
sulted in  a  failure  rate  of  19.9  per  cent. 

The  requirement  of  a  score  of  430  on  the  College  Board  Intermediate  Mathematics  test 
for  placement  in  freshman  mathematics  resulted  in  26  per  cent  of  accepted  students 
being  placed  in  remedial  mathematics.

the  electrical  distribution  system. 

3.  approved  a  summer  sessions  fee  of  $14.00  per  semester  hour  for  the  summer  of 
1963;  and  a  special  fee  of  $200  for  students  who  will  enroll  in  the  summer 
institute  in  water  resources. 

4.  approved  a  figure  of  $220  per  year  as  minimum  room  rental  for  the  girl's 
dormitory,  and  authorized  the  administration  to  borrow  the  necessary  funds 
under  the  Revenue  Bond  Act  to  construct  the  dormitory.   Plans  for  the  dormitory 
were  approved. 

5.  approved  a  request  to  deed  3.48  acres  of  land  to  the  town  of  Clemson  for  use  in 
sewage  disposal;  and  5.79  acres  to  the  State  Commission  of  Forestry  for  a  repair 
shop  site  (at  the  Pee  Dee  Station).   An  exchange  of  land  with  the  S.  C.  National 
Guard  was  authorized,  enabling  the  Guard  to  construct  a  new  facility  near  the 
one  located  on  the  Pendleton  highway.

6.  approved  a  special  library  fee  of  not  more  than  $28  per  year  (75c  per  semester 
hour  for  part  time  students  and  for  summer  sessions).   This  fee  is  to  be  charged 
all  students,  beginning  in  September,  1963,  and  will  assist  in  paying  off  bonds 
sold  in  connection  with  construction  of  the  new  library. 

7.  approved  an  increase  in  the  student  medical  services  fee  from  $26  to  $30  per 
school  year. 

8.  agreed  to  request  the  State  Budget  and  Control  Board  to  make  necessary  arrange- 
ments by  legislation  to  have  uniform  policies  for  all  state  institutions  con- 
cerning tuition  charges  to  children  of  faculty. 

9.  confirmed  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Willis  King  as  head  of  the  dairy  science  de- 
partment, effective  February  1. 

10.  authorized  a  new  Clemson  Diploma  which  will  be  headed  "Clemson  College"  instead 
of  "The  Clemson  Agricultural  College-" 

11.  approved  a  recommendation  that  the  administration  be  delegated  the  authority  to 
grant  requests  of  staff  and  faculty  to  use  their  personal  cars  for  official 
travel  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  administration  such  would  not  be  detrimental 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  college.   It  is  understood  that  the  privilege 
would  be  granted  only  to  those  staff  members  who  submit  their  requests  in 
writing  through  established  channels  and  who  sign  appropriate  agreements  relating 
to  the  usage  of  automobiles,  reimbursement  rates,  insurance  required,  and 
conditions  of  liability. 

12.  approved  the  College  Patent  Policy  as  proposed  by  the  Faculty  Senate  and  endorsed 
by  the  Educational  Council,  subject  to  any  minor  changes  that  may  be  suggested  by 
the  College  Attorney  or  the  office  of  the  Attorney  General  as  such  changes  relate 
to  legal  details. 

13.  received  as  information  the  reports  of  the  Dean  of  the  College,  Dean  of  Student 
Affairs,  and  Vice  President  for  Development.

GRADUATE  SCHOOL  ENROLLMENT 

Enrollment  in  the  Graduate  School  in  October  1962  was  191  compared  to  159  one  year 
ago.   This  increase  of  20  per  cent  is  over  twice  the  increase  of  9  per  cent  in  Sep- 
tember 1960.   These  figures  exceed  the  rate  of  increase  in  most  graduate  school  en- 
rollments reported  one  year  ago.   At  that  time  the  Asscoiation  of  Land  Grant  Colleges 
and  State  Universities  reported  that  enrollments  in  the  graduate  schools  of  61  mem- 
bers had  increased  7  per  cent  over  one  year  earlier  while  the  Conference  of  Deans  of 
Southern  Graduate  Schools  reported  that  enrollments  in  the  graduate  schools  of  their 
51  members  had  increased  by  2  per  cent  over  the  same  period. 
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GRADUATE  ENROLLMENT  (continued) 

The  following  table  showing  Graduate  School  enrollments  over  the  past  six  years  shows 
a  reversal  of  the  declining  enrollment  in  agriculture  and  a  marked  increase  in  en- 
rollment in  the  engineering  fields. 

Graduate  students  enrolled  received  bachelor's  degrees  from  63  institutions  located 
in  21  states  and  six  foreign  countries.   Foreign  students  enrolled  include  a  student 
from  India  studying  in  textile  chemistry;  a  student  from  Burma  studying  in  textile 
chemistry  with  a  national  fellowship  from  her  government;  two  students  with  Rotary 
fellowships,  one  from  England  studying  in  horticulture  and  one  from  France  in  elec- 
trical engineering;  one  student  from  England  studying  in  chemistry;  and  one  from 
Taiwan  and  one  from  Lebanon  studying  in  mechanical  engineering.

The  National  Science  Foundation  announces  that  applications  for  its  postdoctoral  fellov?- 
ship  program  will  be  accepted  through  Dec.  17,  1962.   About  165  awards  will  be  made  for 
postdoctoral  study  and/or  research  in  the  mathematical,  physical,  medical,  biological

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GRADUATE  COUNCIL  MINUTES 

The  Graduate  Council  at  its  meeting  on  October  18   took  the  following  actions. 

(1)  It  approved,  with  certain  modifications,  proposals  for  a  program  leading  toward  the 
M.S.  and  Ph.D.  in  Bio-engineering  and  a  program  leading  toward  the  Ph.D.  in  Water  Re- 
sources Engineering.   These  programs  are  two  parts  of  a  broader  program  in  Environmental 
Engineering  which  it  is  anticipated  will  later  include  work  in  air  resources  engineering. 
The  proposed  programs  are  interdisciplinary  and  will  draw  on  the  faculty  and  facilities 
in  the  biological  sciences  and  chemistry  as  well  as  several  of  the  fields  of  engineering. 
The  Bio-engineering  program  will  be  administered  in  the  Department  of  Chemical  Engineering 
and  the  Water  Resources  Program  will  continue  to  be  administered  in  the  Department  of 
Civil  Engineering.   The  Public  Health  Service  has  given  the  college  $222,000  to  support 

a  graduate  training  program  and  five  summer  institutes  in  water  and  waste  treatment 
technology. 

(2)  Approval  was  given  to  four  graduate  courses  in  engineering  mechanics,  two  doctoral 
research  courses,  and  a  change  in  title  and  course  description  of  one  course  in  educatioa^ 

(3)  The  previous  rule  that  courses  in  experimental  statistics  could  not  be  used  as  a  mine 
was  changed  to  allow  such  use  provided  the  student  has  not  less  than  12  semester  hours  in 
statistics,  at  least  six  of  which  must  be  taken  for  graduate  credit.

William  V.  Chalupa  of  New  York  City  joined  the  Dairy  Science  Department  January  1 
as  an  assistant  dairy  scientist  and  assistant  professor  of  dairy  science.   He  holds 
the  bachelor's  and  doctor's  degrees  from  Rutgers  University  where  he  has  been  an 
instructor  for  three  years.

PROFESSOR  GOODALE  TO  RETIRE  THIS  MONTH 

Ben  E.  Goodale,  head  of  the  dairy  science  department  and  professor  of  dairy  science, 
will  retire  from  college  employment  on  January  31.   He  has  been  with  Clemson  since 
September,  1922. 

Over  the  years  Professor  Goodale  has  established  an  enviable  reputation  for  excellence 
as  a  teacher  and  for  outstanding  service  as  a  citizen  and  churchman. 

Professionally  he  has  served  as  a  consultant  to  dairies  in  Iowa,  Minnesota,  Georgia, 
North  and  South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  and  Virginia.   Prior  to  becoming  department  head 
in  1957  he  managed  the  Clemson  dairy  plant  in  addition  to  teaching  duties.   During 
the  summers  of  1931  and  32  he  did  special  extension  work  in  Arkansas  and  Tennessee, 
sponsored  by  the  Rosenwald  Foundation.   During  the  summers  of  1944  and  45  he  served 
as  dairy  products  specialist  with  the  S.  C.  extension  service. 

Professor  Goodale  has  served  as  founder  of  and  adviser  to  the  Clemson  student  Dairy 

Club;  faculty  adviser  to  the  "Agrarian,"  Phi  Eta  Sigma,  student  government,  the 

Senior  Council,  the  Presbyterian  Student  Association,  and  Clemson  agricultural  freshmen. 

From  1922  through  1931  Professor  Goodale  was  an  assistant  football  coach  and  scout, 
and  served  as  a  member  of  the  Southern  Football  Officials'  Association. 

He  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Educational  Association  of  the  South  and 
has  been  a  Presbyterian  deacon  for  seventeen  years.   In  1942  and  1952  he  was  faculty 
chairman  of  the  College  Religious  Emphasis  Committee.

PRE-DOCTORAL  FELLOWSHIPS  GIVEN  TO  CLEMSON

This  program  was  begun  last  year  on  a  pilot  basis  and  this  year  has  been 
expanded  with  grants  to  88  colleges  throughout  the  country.   There  are  32  students 
in  the  Graduate  School  this  semester  working  toward  the  Ph.D.  degree  in  seven  dif- 
ferent fields.

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THE  FACULTY  SENATE  OF  CLEMSON  COLLEGE;   MINUTES  OF  THE  83rd  MEETING 

The  eighty-third  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate  of  Clemson  College  was  held  on  Tues- 
day, December  11,  1962,  in  the  auditorium  of  Olin  Hall,  with  President  Victor  Hurst 
presiding.   The  quorum  was  established  and  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  at 
4:04  p.m.   The  minutes  were  read,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  confer  with 
Professor  George  Meenaghan  about  the  accuracy  of  the  statement  regarding  the  ap- 
portionment of  representatives  under  the  proposed  plan  for  merging  the  senates  of 
the  academic  faculty  and  the  research  faculty. 

Professor  H.  N.  Cooledge,  chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  reported  that  Professor 
J.  N.  Thurston  has  in  hand  a  nationwide  survey  on  pertinent  insurance  matters  and 
that  Mr.  John  Gentry  informs  him  that  the  plan  now  being  worked  on  will  be  publi- 
cized soon.   The  plan,  with  the  Thurston  report,  will  then  be  brought  before  the 
Senate. 

President  Hurst  reported  on  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Athletic  Council.   The  Coun- 
cil had  discussed  the  agitation  for  legislative  enactment  that  would  re-initiate 
"Big  Thursday"  for  the  football  game  between  Clemson  and  the  University  of  South 
Carolina.   After  President  Hurst  had  reviewed  this  situation.  Professor  John  La- 
Grone  introduced  a  resolution  opposing  any  change  in  the  present  home-and-home 
arrangement  for  this  game.   Professor  LaGrone's  motion  to  adopt  was  seconded  by 
Professor  Lewis  Hill.   After  some  discussion,  the  resolution  was  adopted  unani- 
mously and  forwarded  to  Dean  J.  K.  Williams.   (A  copy  of  this  resolution  is  at- 
tached to  these  minutes.) 

The  remainder  of  the  meeting  was  devoted  to  a  very  general  discussion  of  matters 
which  the  Senate  agreed  not  to  record. 


The  meeting  adjourned  at  5:00  p.m.

RESOLUTION  BY  PROF.  LAGRONE 


"I4r.  President 


In  consideration  of  the  Chair's  report  of  the  pressures  now  developing 
to  have  the  General  Assembly  of  South  Carolina  enact  a  law  or  pass  a  resolu- 
tion to  change  our  present  home-and-home  arrangement  for  the  football  games 
between  Clemson  College  and  the  University  of  South  Carolina,  I  now  request  the 
Senate  of  the  Academic  Faculty  to  go  on  record  in  the  following  manner.

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RESOLUTION  (continued) 

(1)  \Je   are  unalterably  opposed  to  any  arrangement  that  would  change 
this  game  from  Saturday  to  Thursday.   VJe  oppose  such  arrangement  on  purely 
academic  grounds,  because  we  feel  that  the  long  break  in  classroom  v/ork  is 
disruptive  and  is  not  in  the  best  interests  of  our  students'  academic  welfare, 

(2)  vJe  are  unalterably  opposed  to  any  arrangement  whereby  this  game 
v/ould  be  played  every  year  in  Columbia.   Je  feel  that  the  large  attendance  and 
the  general  conduct  of  students  and  other  spectators  at  the  1960  and  1962 
games  at  Glemson  clearly  demonstrate  the  wisdom  of  the  decision  of  several 
years  ago  to  eliminate  "Big  Thursday." 

(3)  vJe  are  unalterably  opposed,  upon  highest  principle,  to  any  legisla- 
tive intrusion  into  this  area.  Je   feel  that  the  formulation  of  a  college 
calendar  and  schedule  of  events  is  at  all  times  an  academic  matter  which  must 
be  worked  out  by  the  institution  concerned  and  by  nobody  else.   We  feel  that 
if  we  submit  to  the  General  Assembly's  setting  the  date  for  the  Carolina- 
Clemson  football  game,  v^e  lay  ourselves  liable  to  the  same  treatment  later 

in  any  of  the  numerous  areas  of  academic  affairs.   Je  urge,  therefore,  that 
all  future  arrangements  for  this  particular  football  contest  be  handled  in 
exactly  the  same  manner  by  which  all  other  athletic  contests  are  handled  -  that 
is,  by  the  agreement  of  the  two  colleges  concerned,  and  in  no  other  manner 
whatsoever. 

Mr.  President,  I  move  to  adopt  this  statement  and  forward  it  to 
Dean  J.  K.  Jilliams  to  use  as  he  sees  fit." 


This  resolution  \7as  duly  made  and  passed,  unanimously,  at  the  December  11 
meeting  of  the  Senate  of  the  Academic  Faculty.

(Editor's  note.   The  college  Athletic  Council  also  adopted  a  resolution  on  this 
matter,  as  follov7s  : 

Dear  President  Edv/ards  : 

At  its  meeting  on  December  5,  1962,  the  Athletic  Council  of  Clemson  took 
note  of  recent  moves  to  fix  by  legislative  action  the  place  and  time  of  the 
annual  football  game  between  Clemson  College  and  the  University  of  South  Caro- 
lina at  Columbia  on  a  Thursday.   The  Council  feels  very  strongly  (1)  that  such 
matters  as  scheduling  athletic  contests  must  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  in- 
stitutions involved  and  (2)  that  the  present  arrangement  of  playing  the  varsi- 
ty football  game  betv/een  Clemson  and  South  Carolina  on  a  home-and-home  basis 
is  most  satisfactory  and  should  be  continued.   To  the  end  that  our  views  on 
this  matter  might  be  formally  expressed.  Chairman  R.  R.  Ritchie  appointed  a 
committee  from  the  Council  to  prepare  and  transmit  a  statement  to  you  con- 
cerning our  convictions  on  this  issue. 
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EDITOR'S  NOTE  (continued) 

1.  Both  the  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  and  the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Schools  provide  for  institutional  responsibility  and 
control  of  inter-collefiiate  athletics  by  member  institutions.   Holding 
membership  in  these  two  groups,  Clemson  College  has  vested  control 

of  its  athletic  program  in  an  Athletic  Council,  the  majority  of  whom 
are  teaching  members  of  the  Glemsoii  faculty.   This  Council,  acting  for 
the  Academic  Faculty,  has  general  supervision  of  all  athletic  activities, 
including  the  approval  of  game  schedules.   In  this  way  the  College  is 
fulfilling  the  stipulation  of  the  Southern  Association  that  athletic 
activities  shall  be  a  part  of  the  total  educational  program  of  the 
institution  and  that  the  administration  and  the  faculty  shall  have 
the  responsibility  for  and  control  of  all  such  activities.   Only  by 
exercising  strict  control  over  scheduling  matters  can  the  Athletic 
Council  meet  fully  its  responsibility  of  keeping  the  athletic  program 
a  part  of  the  total  educational  program  of  the  institution. 

2.  The  Athletic  Council  is  firmly  convinced  that  the  present  arrangement 
of  playing  the  Clemson-South  Carolina  game  on  a  home-and-home  basis 
puts  the  game  in  its  proper  perspective  for  the  first  time.   For  many 
years,  v/hen  it  was  played  in  Columbia  on  a  Thursday,  it  had  become 
something  more  than  just  a  football  game  and  had  seriously  disrupted 
the  educational  program  at  Clemson  College.   In  order  for  them  to 
attend  the  game,  students  had  to  be  dismissed  from  classes  at  noon 

'  on  Wednesday  for  the  remainder  of  the  vxeek.   This  holiday  was  usually 
succeeded  a  few  weeks  later  by  the  Thanksgiving  one  v/hich  in  turn 
was  foliov/ed  by  the  Christmas  vacation.   The  academic  work  of  the 
institution  suffered  from  this  football  holiday. 

Now  that  the  game  is  played  on  a  Saturday,  one  year  in  Columbia  and 
the  next  year  at  Clemson,  it  has  assumed  its  proper  role  in  the  foot- 
ball activities  of  the  fall  season.   It  has  become  another  exciting 
and  interesting  game  in  the  traditional  athletic  rivalry  between  the 
two  institutions,  but  the  unfortunate  emotional  and  psychological 
factors  which  had  been  built  up  around  the  Big  Thursday  performance 
in  Columbia  have  almost  completely  disappeared.   Scheduling  the  game 
on  Saturday  and  on  a  home-and-home  basis  has  helped  the  students 
and  the  alumni  of  the  two  institutions  to  see  it  as  another  football 
game,  and  that,  in  our  opinion,  is  the  way  it  should  be  viewed.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  84th  MEETING  OF  THE  ACADEMIC  FACULTY  SENATE 

The  eighty- fourth  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate  of  Clemson  College  was  held  on 
Tuesday,  January  8,  1963,  in  the  auditorium  of  Olin  Hall,  with  President  Victor 
Hurst  presiding.   The  quorum  was  established,  and  the  meeting  was  called  to  order 
at  4:05  p.m.   The  minutes  were  read  and  approved.   The  secretary  reported  to  the 
Senate  that  he  had  conferred  with  Dr.  George  Meenaghan  on  the  accuracy  of  the 
minutes  of  the  eighty-third  meeting  and  that  Dr.  Meenaghan  had  said  his  remarks 
at  the  eighty-second  meeting  were  accurately  recorded.

The  President  reported  that  the  Senate  committee  concerned  with  the  granting  of 
honorary  degrees  has  met  twice  with  President  Edwards  and  is  working  on  matters  passed 
to  it  for  consideration. 

As  new  business.  Professor  A.  H.  Holt  made  a  motion  that  the  whole  matter  of  ownership 
of  the  book  store  be  assigned  a  committee  for  study.  Professor  C.  0.  Caskey  seconded. 
After  some  discussion  Professor  Holt  withdrew  the  motion. 

Professor  H.  N.  Cooledge  asked  the  Chair  for  answers  to  two  questions:  (1)  Is  an 
instructor  eligible  for  membership  and  full  participation  in  the  Faculty  Senate? 
(2)  What  are  a  faculty  member's  rights  and  responsibilities  as  advisor  of  student 
organizations?  The  Chair  answered  the  first  question  affirmatively  and  said  he  could 
give  no  definite  answer  to  the  second.

ARCHITECTS  TO  MEET  AT  CLEMSON 

The  School  of  Architecture  will  be  hosts  to  the  Annual  Winter  Meeting  of  the  South 
Carolina  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects,  February  8-9,  at  the 
Clemson  House. 

Two  distinguished  speakers  have  been  engaged  through  Clemson  Architectural  Founda- 
tion funds  to  provide  substance  to  the  program.   The  first,  Mr.  David  Crane,  a 
native  of  North  Carolina  and  the  director  of  Land  Planning  and  Design  for  the  Bos- 
ton Redevelopment  Authority,  will  speak  on  urban  design.   Mr.  Crane  is  a  graduate 
of  Georgia  Institute  of  Technology  and  did  graduate  work  in  city  planning  at  Harvard. 
He  has  been  an  Italian  government  traveling  fellow  in  architecture  and  town  planning. 
He  is  on  leave  of  absence  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  where  he  has  served  as 
assistant  professor  of  architecture  and  city  planning  for  four  years. 

Also  on  the  program  will  be  Mr.  Jeffrey  Aronin,  Architect  of  New  York  City  and  former 
practicing  architect  in  both  Great  Britain  and  Canada.   His  subject  will  be  "Climate 
Control  and  Architecture." 
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RESEARCH  DISCUSSION  GROUP  ORGANIZES 

At  a  meeting  last  September  a  Clemson  Research  Discussion  Group  was  formed  by  J.  E. 
Halpin  (Botany),  A.  S.  Tombes  (Ento.),  G.  F.  Meenaghan  (Ch.E.)>  Hugh  Wilson  (Cer.E.). 
Harold  Spencer  (Chem. ) 5  and  E.  W.  King  (Ento.)'   The  group  has  agreed  on  the  follow- 
ing policies: 

1.  Membership  should  be  limited  in  number,  but  no  absolute  figure  was  set.   Senti- 
ment seemed  to  be  in  the  range  of  12-16.   The  relationship  of  membership  to  fre- 
quency of  meetings  was  acknowledged  and  it  was  felt  that  each  member  should  be  given 
the  floor  not  less  frequently  than  once  every  12-18  months.   Since  at  present  monthly 
meetings  are  contemplated,  membership  is  limited  to  about  18. 

2.  It  was  generally  agreed  that  neither  the  formal  allotment  of  research  time,  nor 
output  of  research  publications,  were  adequate  in  delimiting  the  qualities  we  hope 
and  expect  from  the  membership  of  this  group,  but  rather  a  state  of  mind  which  is 
sufficiently  active  to  be  producing  something  creative  in  its  own  field,  and 
sufficiently  outgoing  and  curious  to  be  anxious  to  learn  what  others  are  doing  in 
other  fields.   It  is  expected  that  members  will  discuss  their  own  original  and 
relatively  recent  advances. 

3.  It  was  generally  agreed,  though  with  some  reluctance,  that  to  extend  invitation 
to  administrative  personnel  who  otherwise  qualify  might  prove  embarrassing  and  hinder 
future  freedom  of  discussion. 

4.  It  is  to  the  best  interest  of  the  group  to  keep  its  membership  diversified. 
Therefore,  though  it  is  admitted  that  department  labels  do  not  necessarily  imply 
uniformity  of  interest,  particularly  good  cause  should  be  shown  for  the  invitation 
of  more  than  one  or  two  individuals  from  the  same  department. 

5.  It  was  agreed  to  hold  a  meeting  the  evening  of  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month 
for  the  balance  of  the  current  academic  year,  and  at  the  convenience  of  the  member- 
ship in  the  summer  months.   The  first  five  meetings  were  allocated  among  the  members 
present,  and  Dr.  Meenaghan 's  offer  of  the  Earle  Hall  seminar  room  as  a  meeting  place 
was  accepted. 

6.  It  was  agreed  that  the  government  of  the  organization  should  be  as  informal  as 
possible,  consistent  with  cohesion  and  continuity.

To 
be  taught  by  Dr.  Shewfelt. 

---Food  Technology  500 Laboratory  Procedures  in  Nutrition.   3  cr.  (1,6).   Studies 

of  experimental  laboratory  designs  in  nutrition  using  small  animals  in  the  eval- 
uation of  nutrients.   The  course  will  include  the  formulation,  mixing  and  chemi- 
cal analyses  of  experimental  diets.   Biochemical  studies  will  be  made  using  lab- 
oratory animals  to  demonstrate  changes  in  the  metabolic  systems  due  to  dietary 
treatments.

yams.   Machine  mechanism.s,  theory,  and  operations  for  the  opening,  picking,  carding,^ 
and  combing  of  fibers. 

YM  326 Yarn  Structure  II.  3  cr.  (2,3).   Machine  machanisms,  theory,  and  operations 

for  the  drawing,  roving,  spinning,  and  twister  frames.   Emphasis  on  the  mathematical 
study  of  the  drafting,  twisting,  and  winding  components  for  these  processes.

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ENROLLMENT  INFORMATION:  SECOND  SEMESTER 


Enrollment   The  enrollment  at  the  College  is  3990,  an  increase  of  181  students 
over  the  second  semester  1961-1962  and  the  largest  second  semester  enrollment  in 
Cxemson  history.   It  compares  most  favorably  with  an  increase  of  58  in  1962  over 
1961  and  an  increase  of  102  the  previous  year. 

Applications  As  of  February  11,  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Registration  had 
2013  applications  on  file.  Another  134  have  applied  but  have  either  failed  the 
examinations  or  cancelled  their  applications.  This  figure  of  2013  is  an  increase 
of  approximately  25  per  cent  over  the  number  of  applications  filed  at  this  time 
a  year  ago.  Whether  these  are  additional  applications  or  simply  earlier  appli- 
cations remains  to  be  determined.  Last  year  the  office  received  approximately 
2700  applications. 

Grades  of  First-Semester  Freshmen  The  first-semester  grades  of  freshmen  admitted 
last  June  and  September  have  been  compared  with  predicted  grades.  Even  though  the 
predicted  grades  are  the  freshman  year  grade-point  ratios,  the  results  for  one  se- 
mester are  very  gratifying.  The  average  of  the  class  was  predicted  within  0.10  of 
a  grade-point  and  over  50  per  cent  of  the  class  earned  ratios  this  semester  within 
+0.50  of  their  predicted  freshman  year  ratios. 

Graduation  by  Special  Re- Examination   A  student  in  line  for  graduation  at  the  end 
of  a  semester  or  summer  sessions  who  meets  all  requirements  for  graduation  except 
for  a  diflclency  In  his  grade-point  ratio  resulting  from  a  deficiency  of  not  more 
than  pix  grade  points  has  the  privilege  of  making  up  his  deficiency  by  standing 
special  re-examlnatlons. 

A  student  who  qualified  for  graduation  under  this  provision  will  be  awarded  his 
degree  on  the  next  regular  date  for  the  award  of  degrees.

GRADUATE  COUNCIL  MINUTES 

The  Graduate  Council,  at  its  meeting  on  January  24,  took  the  following  action: 

1.  Recommended  that  degrees  be  awarded  to  26  candidates  for  the  Master's  degree 
and  to  one  candidate  for  the  Ph.D.  degree. 

2.  Approved  a  proposed  program  leading  to  the  M.S.  in  Engineering  Mechanics  to 
begin  in  September  1963.   The  new  program  will  make  use  of  existing  courses 

in  the  mechanics  of  solids  and  hydraulics  and  in  the  mechanics  of  fluids  which 
are  already  being  offered  to  supplement  other  graduate  programs  in  engineering 
and  the  natural  sciences.   A  minor  in  mathematics  is  recommended. 

3.  Approved  the  following  rule,  based  on  an  original  recommendation  from  the  Honors 
Council: 

Students  with  grade-point  ratios  of  3.0  or  higher  may  enroll  in 
graduate-level  courses  during  their  senior  year  and  may  choose 
to  use  these  courses  to  meet  requirements  for  the  bachelor's 
degree.  However,  courses  used  for  this  purpose  may  not  later 
be  counted  toward  an  advanced  degree.  The  student  must  receive 
permission  from  the  Graduate  School  to  enroll  in  graduate-level 
courses,

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MINUTES;  FACULTY  SENATE,  FEBRUARY  12,  1963 

The  eighty-fifth  meeting  of  the  faculty  Senate  of  Clemson  College  was  held  on 
Tuesday,  February  12,  1963,  in  the  auditorium  of  Olin  Hall,  with  President  Victor 
Hurst  presiding.   The  quorum  was  established  at  4:05  p.m. ,  and  the  minutes  for  the 
January  meeting  were  read  and  approved; 

Under  old  business,  President  Hurst  reminded  the  Senate  of  a  question  asked  earlier 
by  Professor  H.  N.  Cooledge:   "What  are  a  faculty  member's  rights  and  responsibilities 
as  an  advisor  to  a  student  organization?"  The  President  reported  that  the  Office  of 
Student  Affairs  had  informed  him  that  such  an  advisor's  job  is  to  see  that  the  regu- 
lations pertaining  to  student  organizations  are  carried  out. 

Professor  M.  A.  Owings  then  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Admissions  and  Scholarships 
on  a  request  of  the  Student  Senate  that  no  major  tests  be  given  during  the  seven-day 
period  preceding  examinations.   The  committee  recommended  (1)  that  the  faculty  be 
made  aware  of  the  request  of  the  Student  Senate,  and  (2)  that  faculty  members  help 
students  to  distribute  the  work  load.   Professor  C.  M.  McGee  moved  adoption,  and  the 
motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

Under  new  business.  Professor  Lewis  Hill  moved  that  the  matter  of  required  retirement 
at  age  65  be  sent  to  the  proper  committee  for  study.   After  remarks  by  President  Hurst 
and  Professor  Cooledge,  Chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  about  the  present  status 
of  this  question,  Professor  Hill  withdrew  the  motion. 

Professor  E.  P.  Stillwell,  Jr.,  noted  that  the  statement  in  the  Faculty  Manual  about 
submitting  resignation  before  seeking  public  office  needs  clarifying.  No  action  was 
taken . 

President  Hurst  then  presented  Mr.  John  Gentry,  who  analyzed  at  some  length  our  con- 
nection with  the  S.  C.  Retirement  System. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  5:25.

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GRADUATE  SCHOOL  ENROLLMEHT 

Final  enrollment  figures  for  the  fall  semester  1963  show  that  the  niimber  of  graduate 
students  enrolled  rose  to  191,  up  20%  over  the  159  students  enrolled  a  year  earlier. 
This  increase  of  20%  compares  with  a  growth  rate  of  11%  for  61  land  grant  colleges 
and  state  universities  and  a  growth  rate  of  12%  for  48  Southern  schools. 

Two  important  trends  in  enrollment  appeared.   Enrollment  in  the  School  of  Agriculture 
which  had  declined  during  the  last  two  years  stopped  falling  and,  indeed,  rose  by  20%. 
Enrollment  in  the  School  of  Engineering,  which  had  been  nearly  constant  for  the  last 
four  years,  rose  by  45%  from  29  to  52. 

The  quality  of  the  new  entering  students  was  practically  the  same  as  that  a  year 
earlier,  measured  by  their  scores  on  the  Graduate  Record  Aptitude  tests  and  their 
undergraduate  grade  point  ratios.  Of  the  entering  students  41%  finished  their  under- 
graduate work  with  honors,  and  42%  had  quantitative  aptitude  scores  on  the  Grade 
Record  Examination  that  placed  them  among  the  top  10%  of  all  college  seniors  taking 
the  examination.   Seventy-seven  per  cent  had  scores  that  placed  them  among  the  top 
30%  by  this  same  measure. 

The  191  students  enrolled  the  first  semester  completed  their  undergraduate  work  at 
65  different  colleges  located  in  24  states  and  seven  foreign  countries.  Over  the 
past  two  years  students  from  85  colleges  in  27  states  and  seven  foreign  countries 
have  enrolled  in  the  Graduate  School. 

Enrollment  in  the  second  semester  has  risen  slightly  to  194  although  27  students  were 
graduated  at  mid  term  and  three  were  dropped. 

Thirty-five  graduate  students  are  working  toward  the  goal  of  the  Ph.D.  degree.

Mrs.  Aucoin,  who  will  join  the  faculty  as  an  assistant  professor,  has  the  B.S.  degree 
from  Shorter  College,  the  M.S.  from  Auburn,  and  has  completed  residence  requirements 
for  her  Ph.D.   She  has  eleven  years  of  college  teaching  experience  and  is  currently 
assistant  professor  at  the  University  of  S.W.  Louisiana. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Aucoin  have  three  children. 

Dr.  Kenelly  has  the  B.S.  degree  from  S.E.  Louisiana  College,  the  M.S.  from  the 
University  of  Mississippi,  and  the  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  Florida.   He  has 
six  years  of  college  teaching  experience  and  is  currently  assistant  professor  at 
the  University  of  S.W.  Louisiana.   He  will  hold  the  same  rank  at  Clemson. 

Dr.  Kennelly  is  a  member  of  Sigma  Xi,  Kappa  Delta  Phi,  the  American  Mathematical 
Society  and  the  Mathematical  Association  of  America.   He  is  married  to  the  former 
Charmaine  Ruth  Voss  of  Covinton,  Louisiana. 


CHANGES  IN  CLASSIFICATION  AND  CONTINUING  ENROLLMENT  REQUIREMENTS 

The  Educational  Council  has  recommended  and  the  President  has  approved  changes  in 
academic  classification  effective  with  the  first  semester  1963-1964. 

At  that  time,  a  student  to  be  classified  as  a  sophomore  must  have  completed  30  semes- 
ter credit  hours  and  have  a  grade-point  ratio  of  1.50  or  above. 

To  be  classified  as  a  junior,  64  semester  credit  hours  and  a  ratio  of  1.60  or  above 
will  be  required.   For  senior  classification,  95  semester  credit  hours  and  a  ratio 
of  1.70  or  above  will  be  required. 

These  regulations  differ  from  the  existing  regulations  in  that  the  credit  hours 
required  for  junior  and  senior  classification  have  been  changed  in  keeping  with 
lower  semester-hour  requirements  for  graduation. 

Also  approved,  were  new  minimum  requirements  for  continuing  enrollment.   These 
requirements,  which  must  be  met  for  continuing  enrollment  in  September  1964,  are 
as  follows: 

(a)  A  student  who  has  taken  a  total  of  24  to  59  credit  hours  at  Clemson 
must  have  a  cumulative  grade-point  ratio  of  1.2  or  above. 

(b)  A  student  who  has  taken  a  total  of  60  to  89  credit  hours  at  Clemson 
must  have  a  cumulative  grade-point  ratio  of  1.4  or  above. 

(c)  A  student  who  has  taken  a  total  of  90  or  more  credit  hours  at  Clemson 
must  have  a  cumulative  grade-point  ratio  of  1.6  or  above. 

These  changes  are  in  keeping  with  the  previously  announced  requirement  of  a  ratio  of 
1.90  for  graduation,  beginning  in  January  1964.

"The  engineer  is  not  expected  to  write  like  a  Mark  Twain  or  a  Thomas  Wolfe,  but 
rather  should  acquire  the  ability  to  write  clearly,  simply,  and  concisely,  never 
forgetting  that  he  is  writing  material  for  others  to  read.   This  latter  idea  is 
of  special  importance  in  that  a  point  that  may  be  quite  clear  to  the  writer  may 
be  hazy  or  completely  lost  to  the  reader.   One  must  write  so  that  others  may 
understand,  or  else  the  writing  is  in  vain."

RESEARCH  NOTE 

For  fiscal  year  1963  the  College  is  conducting  research  involving  $2,160,004  in 
appropriated  funds  and  $574,686  in  non-appropriated  funds.   Research  projects  in 
chemistry  and  physics  involve  $97,207;  in  engineering,  $212,819;  and  in  textiles, 
$111,507.   Research  income  from  non-appropriated  funds  is  being  used  in  support 
of  graduate  programs  and  for  the  purchase  of  academic  equipment.

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THE  FACULTY  SENATE  OF  CLEMSON  COLLEGE:   MINUTES  OF  THE  EIGHTY-SIXTH  MEETING 

The  eighty-sixth  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate  of  Clerason  College  was  held  on 
Tuesday,  March  19,  1963,  in  the  auditorium  of  Olin  Hall.  The  special  meeting  had 
been  called  by  President  Victor  Hurst  after  the  regular  meeting  scheduled  for 
March  12  had  failed  to  assemble  a  quorum.   The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at 
4:05,  and  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  February  12  were  read  and  approved. 

There  was  no  old  business. 

President  Hurst  called  on  Professor  H.  N.  Cooledge  for  a  report  from  the  Welfare 
Committee.   Professor  Cooledge  read  a  letter  from  Dean  J.  K.  Williams  to  the 
President  of  the  Faculty  Senate  requesting  a  recommendation  from  the  Senate  on 
changing  the  college  requirement  for  retirement  of  faculty  members  at  age  sixty- 
five.   Professor  Cooledge  then  read  a  draft  of  the  reply  prepared  by  President 
Hurst  and  approved  by  the  Welfare  Committee,  Professor  McHugh  moved  adoption  of 
the  recommendations  of  the  letter,  Professor  Owings  seconded,  and  the  floor  was 
opened  to  discussion.   Professor  C.  A.  Reed  pointed  out  that  under  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  letter  no  provision  had  been  made  for  any  faculty  member  now  within 
fifteen  months  of  becoming  sixty-five  years  old.   Professor  Cooledge  said  that 
provisions  should  be  included  to  urge  that  such  cases  be  handled  expeditiously 
and  fairly,  and  President  Hurst  said  that  he  would  insert  that  suggestion.   The 
letter,  so  ammended,  reads:

Dear  Dean  Williams: 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  February  15  regarding  the  question  of  a  revision  of 
the  sixty-five  year  retirement  age  rule  for  Clemson  faculty,  it  is  the  consensus 
of  the  Senate  that: 

1.  Whereas  the  official  retirement  age  for  the  teaching  and  research  personnel 

of  Clemson  College  should  remain  age  65,  it  should  be  possible  for  such  personnel 
to  continue  their  work  with  and  for  the  College,  subject  to  the  qualifications  here- 
with following,  up  to  an  additional  seven  years;  such  that  the  age  of  mandatory 
retirement  shall  be  consistent  with  that  required  of  other  State  Employees(S.  C. 
Code  61-103;  1952),  age  72. 

2.  Continuation  of  the  teaching  or  research  duties  of  persons  over  65  should  be 
on  the  request  of  the  individual  in  question  and  with  the  approval  of  the  admin- 
istration of  the  College,  on  an  annual  basis  without  tenure,  and  under  such  con- 
ditions of  work  load  and  remuneration  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the  administration 
and  the  individual. 

3.  Persons  wishing  to  continue  their  teaching  or  research  duties  after  age  65 
should  notify  the  administration  no  later  than  15  months  in  advance  of  age  65, 
and  the  administration  should  rule  upon  their  request  not  more  than  three  months 
after  receipt  of  this  notification.   (It  is  recommended  that  these  stipulations

be  waived  for  those  persons  who  would  be  penalized  by  them  within  the  next  two 
academic  or  fiscal  years).   Continuance  of  duties  beyond  the  first  year  of  ap- 
pointment after  age  65  should  be  agreed  upon  each  year  by  the  individual  and  the 
administration  not  later  than  six  months  prior  to  the  end  of  the  academic  or 
fiscal  year  whichever  may  apply. 

4.  Individuals  who  have  requested  a  continuance  of  duties  after  65,  and  who  have 
been  granted  such  a  continuance  by  the  administration  on  the  basis  of  mutually 
agreed  upon  conditions  of  work  load  and  remuneration,  should  be  subject  to  no 
other  restrictions  or  limitation  than  those  which  pertain  to  annual  appointments,

After  some  discussion  of  the  time  intervals  recommended,  the  motion  was  put  and 
passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

Professor  C.  Q.  Brown  then  made  a  motion  that  "The  appropriate  committee  of  the 
Faculty  Senate  should  be  instructed  by  the  President  to  gather  data  from  colleges 
and  universities,  of  at  least  comparable  size  and  prestige  to  that  of  Clemson 
College,  relative  to  their  policy  regarding  the  participation  of  the  faculty  at 
year  end  commencement  exercises.   These  data  should  be  presented  to  the  Senate  as 
soon  as  available  for  evaluation,  comparison,  and  possible  recommendations  for 
change  in  the  present  Clemson  College  policy."   The  motion  was  seconded  and  opened 
to  discussion.   Professor  Cooledge  stated  that  he  was  certain  that  Marshal  of  the 
College  M.  A.  Owings  already  possesses  the  information.   Professor  Owings  said  that 
his  extensive  earlier  studies  of  the  question  showed  that  most  institutions  have 
mandatory  attendance  for  the  top  three  faculty  ranks.   Professor  E.  A.  LaRoche  ob- 
served that  the  Senate  itself  a  short  while  back  recommended  required  attendance. 
Professor  C.  M.  McHugh  moved  to  table  the  motion,  and  his  motion  carried  by  a  vote 
of  15  to  10. 

Professor  Conledge  moved  that  steps  be  taken  to  make  Marshal  Owing 's  information 
available  to  any  senator  or  faculty  member  desiring  to  examine  it.   Professor 
McHugh  seconded.   Marshall  Owings  said  that  the  file  is  available  to  anyone  at 
any  time.   The  motion  carried. 

Professor  J.  C.  Hubbard,  Jr.,  requested  information  on  the  status  of  the  question 
of  free  tuition  at  Clemson  for  the  children  of  Clemson  professors,  a  question  dis- 
cussed earlier  by  President  R.  C.  Edwards.   President  Hurst  said  he  would  make  the 
proper  inquiry.

A  request  for  $141,700  has  been  made  for  the  1963-64  academic  year.   Advance  infor- 
mation indicates  that  the  full  amount  will  be  allocated  to  Clemson.

479,  or  58.3  per  cent,  were  classified  as  first  semester  sophomores. 

4  were  classified  as  second  semester  sophomores. 

Of  the  291  who  did  not  return, 

33  left  school  during  the  first  semester  1961-1962. 

51  left  school  at  the  end  of  the  first  semester  1961-1962. 

13  left  school  during  the  second  semester  1961-1962. 

113  were  deficient  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

81  completed  the  year,  eligible  for  re-enrollment  but  did  not  return. 

Of  the  64  above  who  dropped  out  at  the  end  of  the  first  semester  or  during  the 
second  semester  1961-1962, 

34  had  ratios  of  less  than  1.0. 

19  had  ratios  between  1.0  and  1.8. 

11  had  ratios  above  1.8. 

The  withdrawal  of  26.2  per  cent  of  the  freshman  class  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
second  year  of  college  is  in  line  with  studies  made  at  other  institutions. 

Of  503  freshmen  enrolled  in  the  School  of  Engineering  in  September  1961,  192  or  38.1 
per  cent  did  not  re-enroll  in  Engineering  at  Clemson  in  September  1962.   Of  the  192, 
however,  87  did  return  to  Clemson,  but  changed  majors.   Thus,  of  the  503  beginning 
freshmen  in  Engineering,  105  or  20.9  per  cent  did  not  return  to  Clemson  as  compared 
with  a  withdrawal  rate  of  26.2  per  cent  for  the  entire  entering  class.

FOUR  PROFESSORS  TO  RETIRE  IN  JUNE 

Four  members  of  the  College  teaching  faculty  will  retire  due  to  age  at  the  end  of  the 
current  academic  year.   They  are  D.  C.  Brock  (Industrial  Engineering),  Peter  Caroderaos 
(Chemistry),  C.  L.  Epting  (Social  Sciences),  and  J.  C.  Green  (English).   Professor 
Brock  has  been  a  member  of  the  Clemson  faculty  for  22  years;  Professor  Carodemos  for 
36  years;  Professor  Epting  for  31  years;  and  Professor  Green  for  26  years. 

Mr.  Brock  came  to  Clemson  in  1942  as  an  instructor  in  wood  shop.  Prior  to  beginning 
work  at  Clemson  he  had  taught  in  S.  C.  and  Georgia  high  schools,  and  had  been  an  in- 
structor in  CCC  work.   He  holds  the  B.S.  degree  from  the  University  of  South  Carolina. 

In  1957  he  was  made  head  of  the  industrial  arts  department  and  served  in  that  capacity 
until  this  department  was  absorbed  by  industrial  engineering. 

Dr.  Carodemos  began  work  at  Clemson  in  1928,  advancing  steadily  through  the  four  pro- 
fessorial ranks.   Prior  to  coming  to  Clemson  he  had  been  an  instructor  for  three  years 
at  Cornell  and  a  research  chemist  for  two  years  for  the  N,  Y.  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station.   Hence  he  has  a  total  of  41  years  experience  in  land-grant  educational  activity. 

Professor  Carodemos  was  educated  in  Greece,  at  Tufts  University,  and  at  Cornell  where 
he  earned  his  doctorate.   He  has  done  post-doctoral  study  at  Harvard  and  MIT. 

He  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Institute  of  Food  Technologists  and  was  chairman  in  1945 
of  the  S.  C.  section  of  the  Amierican  Chemical  Society.   He  is  the  author  of  a  laboratory 
manual  in  qualitative  analysis  and  has  done  valuable  research  in  the  chemistry  of  milk. 

Mr  Epting  holds  a  bachelor's  degree  from  Newberry  College  and  a  master's  degree  (history) 
from  the  University  of  South  Carolina.   He  has  done  additional  graduate  study  at  U.S.C. 
and  the  University  of  North  Carolina.   His  teaching  experience  includes  31  years  at 
Clemson,  four  years  at  Wofford  College,  two  years  at  Columbia  College,  and  three  years 
as  a  high  school  principal. 

Over  the  years  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  S.  C.  House  of  Representatives  (1933-35); 
Mayor  of  Clemson  (1942-45);  and  member  of  the  State  Archives  Commission  (1948  to  present). 
He  was  president  of  the  S.  C.  Historical  Association  (1951)  and  has  served  as  a  curator 
of  the  S.  C.  Historical  Society.   Currently  he  is  vice  chairman  of  the  Archives  Commis- 
sion, a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Southern  Lutheran  Theological  Seminary, 
and  an  appointive  member  of  the  S.  C.  Tricentennial  Commission.

Five  Clemson  students  have  received  National  Science  Foundation  fellowships  for 
graduate  study  during  the  coining  summer  or  academic  year,. 

Under  the  NSF  Cooperative  Graduate  Fellowship  Program,  William  J,  Reid,  a  graduate 
student  in  physics,  received  a  fellowship  for  his  third  year  of  study,   Forrest 
Jack  Agee,  a  senior  in  physics,  received  an  award  to  begin  his  study  in  that  field 
at  the  University  of  Georgia  next  year.   Only  28  per  cent  of  the  4588  students  who 
applied  for  these  fellowships  received  them.   The  fellowship  carries  a  stipend  of

RESEARCH  GRANTS  IN  CHEMISTRY  AND  PHYSICS 

John  W.  Huffman  (chemistry)  has  recently  been  awarded  two  research  grants  amounting 
to  a  total  of  $45,380.   One  was  given  by  the  National  Institute  of  Neurological 
Diseases  of  the  National  Institutes  of  Health,  and  a  second  by  the  National  Heart 
Institute. 

R.  L.  Chaplin  (physics)  has  been  awarded  an  AEC  grant  in  the  amount  of  $151,200  for 
a  study  of  radiation  effects  in  crystalline  materials.

THE  FACULTY  SENATE  OF  CLEMSON  COLLEGE;   MINUTES  OF  THE  EIGHTY-SEVENTH  MEETING 

The  eighty- seventh  meeting  of  the  Senate  of  the  Academic  Faculty  of  Clemson  College 
was  held  on  Tuesday,  April  9,  1963,  in  the  auditorium  of  Olin  Hall.   President  Victor 
Hurst  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:08.   Professor  J.  C.  Hubbard  moved  to  dispense 
with  the  reading  of  the  minutes.  Professor  C.  C.  Davis  seconded,  and  the  motion  carried. 

President  Hurst  informed  the  Senate  on  the  following  matters: 

(1)  Dean  J.  K.  IJilliams  says  that  there  is  now  a  bill  in  process  in  the 
General  Assembly  to  grant  free  tuition  to  the  children  of  Clemson  faculty 
members  just  as  it  is  being  granted  to  those  at  the  University  of  South  Carolina. 

(2)  Dean  .Jilliams  reports  that  recommendations  from  the  Research  Council 
and  the  Extension  Senate  on  the  matter  of  retirement  age  are  being  awaited. 

(3)  Professor  C.  0.  Caskey  is  serving  a  short  terra  in  the  Faculty  Senate. 
The  term  is  to  expire  in  1964. 

(4)  A  letter  has  been  sent  by  President  Hurst,  for  the  Senate,  wishing 
Dean  Walter  Cox  a  speedy  recovery  from  his  illness. 

President  Hurst  pointed  out  that  between  the  present  and  the  May  meeting  of  the  Senate 
elections  for  new  senators  will  be  held  in  the  various  schools  and  stressed  the  need 
that  these  members  be  carefully  chosen.   He  also  reminded  the  Senate  that  new  officers 
will  be  elected  in  May  and  discussed  at  some  length  the  qualities  to  be  desired  in  a 
president  of  the  Senate. 

Professor  C.  Q.  Brown  made  a  motion  to  take  from  the  table  his  motion  made  at  the 
March  meeting  dealing  with  compulsory  attendance  of  faculty  members  at  year-end  com- 
mencements.  The  motion  read:  "The  appropriate  committee  of  the  Faculty  Senate  should 
be  instructed  by  the  President  to  gather  data  from  colleges  and  universities,  of  at 
least  comparable  size  and  prestige  to  that  of  Clemson  College,  relative  to  their  policy 
regarding  the  participation  of  the  faculty  at  year-end  commencement  exercises.   These 
data  should  be  presented  to  the  Senate  as  soon  as  available  for  evaluation,  comparison, 
and  possible  recommendations  for  change  in  the  present  Clemson  College  policy."  Pro- 
fessor Brown  read  excerpts  from  past  Senate  minutes  showing  that  recommendation  of  com- 
pulsory attendance  did  not  come  from  the  Senate,  as  had  been  stated  in  the  March  meeting. 
He  cited  letters  that  he  had  received  from  the  University  oc  South  Carolina,  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina,  and  Duke,  showing  that  they  do  not  have  compulsory  attendance 
and  one  from  V.P.I. ,  saying  that  compulsory  attendance  is  required  beginning  this 
year.   Professor  A.  H.  Holt  seconded  the  motion.   After  spirited  and  lengthy  discussion 
the  motion  carried  by  a  vote  of  16  to  5. 
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MINUTES  (continued) 

Professor  M.  A.  Owings  reported  that  the  Admission  and  Scholarship  Committee  has 
given  soma  attention  to  the  idea  of  an  honor  system  at  Clemson  and  thought  that  it 
well  might  be  started  with  the  honors  classes.   Professor  Owings  said  that  Professor 
C.  B.  Green  and  the  Honors  Council  had  rejected  the  proposal  in  the  belief  that  it 
would  be  a  bad  venture  at  a  time  when  these  courses  are  still  in  a  beginning  phase. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  4:45.

half  tuition  fee  plus  one-half  maintenance  and  activity  fee,  or  one-half  summer 
session  fee,  as  applicable,  and  (b)  the  full  library  fee.   No  matriculation 
fee  shall  be  charged  for  auditing."

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PATENT  POLICY  FOR  CLEMSON  COLLEGE 


1.  Preamble 

Clemson  College  recognizes  that  research  and  scholarship  should  be  encouraged 
as  such  without  regard  to  potential  gain  from  royalties  or  other  such  income;  how- 
ever, the  College  also  recognizes  that  patentable  inventions  and  discoveries  may 
arise  from  staff  research.  The  policies  governing  the  administration  of  such  in- 
ventions should  provide  adequate  recognition  and  incentive  to  inventors  and  at 
the  same  time  assure  that  the  College  will  share  in  the  rights  pertaining  to  in- 
ventions in  which  it  has  an  equity. 

II.  Patent  Policy 

A,  Patent  Committee 

A  Patent  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  Clemson  College 
and  it  shall  consist  of  nine  or  more  members,  at  least  half  of  whom  shall  be  from 
the  teaching  and  research  faculty  and  the  remaining  from  the  administrative 
personnel  of  Clemson  College,  All  members,  except  ex-officio  members,  shall  be 
appointed  for  three-year  terms.  The  original  appointments  to  the  Committee 
shall  be  made  in  such  a  manner  that  the  term  of  office  for  an  equal  number  of 
members,  except  ex-officio  members,  will  expire  each  year.  The  functions  of  the 
Committee  shall  be  threefold: 

(1)  It  shall  evaluate  each  patent  proposal  prepared  by  a  staff  member  and 
then  recommend  whether  or  not  the  institution  should  accept  the  proposal 
and  attempt  to  obtain  the  patent, 

(2)  It  shall  recommend  the  equity  of  the  institution  and  the  inventor  with- 
in the  limits  specified  below  in  Section  II,  B, 

(3)  It  shall  recommend  how  the  patents  of  Clemson  College  shall  be  assigned. 

3.  Rights  of  the  Institution  in  Patents 

The  rights  of  the  institution  in  patents  arising  from  research  will  vary 
depending  on  the  proportionate  contribution  of  the  institution  to  the  perfor- 
mance of  the  research  project  or  the  type  of  contract  agreed  upon  with  cooperating 
agencies.  The  research  project  will  vary  from  projects  wholly  financed  by  the 
institution  or  institution-administered  funds  to  projects  which  receive  no  signi- 
ficant support  from  the  institution. 

1.  Projects  Financed  by  the  Institution 

Patents  which  arise  from  research  projects  financed  wholly  by  college-admin- 
istered funds  (except  those  described  in  II,  B,  2)  shall  be  the  complete  property 
of  the  institution  and  subject  to  such  negotiation  or  transfer  of  ownership  as  the 
institution  desires.   If  the  Committee  decides  to  recommend  the  pursuit  of  a  patent, 
the  inventor  shall  assign  the  patent  or  invention  to  the  College  or  its  agent  and 
the  Committee  shall,  unless  there  are  unusual  equities,  recommend  that  arrangements 
be  made  for  fifteen  percent  of  the  gross  income  from  the  patent  or  invention  to 
be  paid  directly  to  the  inventor  or  inventors. 
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PATENT  POLICY  FOR  CLEMSON  COLLEGE  (continued) 


In  the  event  that  a  patent  proposal  is  not  accepted  by  the  institution  in  a 
reasonable  period  of  time  as  determined  by  the  Patent  Committee,  the  Committee 
shall  recommend  that  the  rights  to  the  possible  patent  be  released  by  the  College 
to  the  individual  inventor. 

Since  Clemson  College  is  a  public  institution,  it  must  be  recognized  that 
certain  inventions  should  be  public  property  and  not  subject  to  private  develop- 
ment. In  such  cases  the  Patent  Committee  ^•rLll   so  recciranend  and  after  proper 
approval,  the  individual  inventor  will  be  notified  that  he  has  no  equity, 

?.  Projects  Financed  by  Sponsored  Research 

Certain  sponsored  research  may  be  covered  by  contracts  vjhich  provide  that  all 
patent  rights  belong  to  the  sponsor.   If  the  sponsoring  agencies  do  not  wish  to 
retain  the  patent  rights,  they  may  release  all  or  any  portion  of  the  rights  to  the 
College  in  which  case  the  policies  outlined  under  II,  B,  1  will  apply, 

3,  Projects  in  which  the  College  may  have  no  Claim 

(a)  The  College  m.ay  have  no  claim  to  inventions  and/or  patents  produced 
solely  by  a  member  of  the  staff  or  by  a  student  who  has  made  no  significant  use 
of  college  equipment  and  has  received  no  financial  support  from  college-admin- 
istered funds  in  the  research  on  which  the  proposed  patent  is  based.  Payment  of 
salary  for  normal  academic  work  including  graduate  fellowships,  or  provision  of 
normal  academic  environment,  cannot  be  claimed  as  grounds  for  equity  by  the  College 
in  such  inventions  and/or  patents. 

(b)  If  it  is  determined  that  the  College  has  no  claim  to  the  invention,  the 
Committee  will  assist  the  inventor  to  the  extent  mutually  agreeable  to  the  parties 
concerned, 

(c)  Special  Cases  arising  vMch  are  not  covered  by  the  above  statem.ents  or 
which  arise  because  of  a  conflict  of  interest  under  statement  II,  B  or  other'<;ise, 
shall  be  considered  by  the  Patent  Committee  and  an  appropriete  recommendation 
submitted  to  the  College  administration, 

III.  Research  Foundation 

The  College  may  assign  all  patents  in  which  it  has  equity  to  a  non-profit 
research  foundation  or  corporation*  and  this  foundation  will  be  responsible  for 
ovmership  and  management  of  the  inventions  and/or  patents.  The  research  foiindation 
shall  agree  to  pay  the  inventor  an  agreed-upon  percentage  of  moneys  received  as 
a  result  of  ownership  and  management  of  any  invention,  patent,  or  patent  application. 
Any  profits  accrtiing  to  the  College  shall  be  used  in  furtherance  of  research. 

The   Research  Foundation*  shall  finance  and  conduct  the  necessary  proceedings 
for  obtaining  the  patents. 


*  The  Research  Corporation  of  New  York  is  designated  as  the  corporation  acceptable 
to  the  College  for  this  assignm.ent.

This  table  indicates  that  64.3  per  cent  of  the  faculty  was  ranked  as  professor 
and  associate  professor  in  1961;  56.3  per  cent  was  so  ranked  in  1962;  and  55.1 
per  cent  is  so  ranked  in  1963.   This  trend  reflects  the  results  of  a  1961  change 
in  policy  related  to  rank- -the  change  being  to  employ  at  the  assistant  professor 
rank  as  a  rule  rather  than  at  the  associate  rank,  and  to  promote  with  greater 
care.

This  table,  if  carried  from  college  percentages  to  school  percentage  would 
show  the  Ph.D.  strength  in  agriculture  increasing  from  59.7  per  cent  to  60.2 
per  cent  over  the  two  year  period;  architecture  decreasing  from  62.5  to  42.9, 
due  to  a  revised  system  of  relating  architectural  training  to  the  Ph.D.  degree; 
arts  and  sciences  increasing  from  32.1  to  39.0  per  cent;  IM-TS  decreasing  from 
11.5  to  8.3  per  cent;  and  engineering  increasing  from  19.6  to  34.4  per  cent. 

The  increase  in  doctoral  strength  on  the  Clemson  faculty  is  especially  impressive 
when  viewed  over  the  past  decade,  as  shown  below:

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GRADUATE  COUNCIL  MINUTES 

At  its  meeting  on  May  30,  the  Graduate  Council  took  the  following  actions: 

1)  Twenty-one  candidates  for  master's  degrees  and  four  candidates  for  the  Ph.  D. 
degree  were  recommended  for  graduation. 

2)  A  new  Ph.D.  program  in  chemical  physics  to  be  jointly  administered  by  the 
Departments  of  Chemistry  and  Physics  and  to  begin  in  September  1963  was  apppoved. 

As  stated  in  the  request  for  approval,  "Chemical  physics  is  an  interdisciplinary 
field  between  chemistry  and  physics.  Where  physical  chemistry  is  concerned  with 
the  physical  and  thermodynamic  properties  of  materials  in  bulk,  chemical  physics 
studies  the  involved  spatial  structures  and  properties  of  matter  on  the  atomic 
and  molecular  scale.  The  theoretical  and  experimental  techniques  of  physics  and 
physical  chemistry  are  used  in  chemical  physics." 

3)  Graduates  in  Ph.D.  programs  will  be  required  to  deposit  a  copy  of  their  dis- 
sertation with  University  Microfilms  which  will  publish  the  abstract  in  Dissertation 
Abstracts  and  will  make  microfilm  or  xerox  copies  of  the  dissertation  available 

for  a  small  charge  to  persons  desiring  them.   The  charge  for  this  will  be  $22.50. 
The  privilege  of  copyrighting  the  dissertation  at  a  charge  of  $7.75  will  be  optional 
with  the  student. 

4)  A  minor  in  air  pollution  control,  available  to  students  seeking  the  Ph.D. 
degree  in  chemical  engineering,  was  approved. 

5)  Eight  new  graduate  courses  in  electrical  engineering,  English  and  mechanical 
engineering  were  approved. 


FACULTY  BASIC  RESEARCH  COMMITTEE  MINUTES 

The  Faculty  Basic  Research  Committee  at  its  meeting  on  May  21  approved  grants  to: 

1)  Dr.  E,  W.  King  for  $85.00  for  a  study  of  Morphology  and  Behavior  of  the  Sea 
Roach  -  Ligyda  exotica . 

2)  Professor  John  Acorn  for  $138.07  for  a  study  of  The  Use  of  Metallizing  in  the 
Field  of  Sculpture.   Professor  Acorn  had  requested  $300.00  for  this  project  but 
the  award  of  $138.07  exhausted  the  Committee's  funds. 

A  request  from  Dr.  J.  C.  Fanning  for  $1400  for  Construction  of  a  Thermobalance  and 
a  Magnetic  Susceptibility  Balance  of  the  Gouy  type  was  tabled  for  lack  of  funds. 

The  Committee  discussed  the  general  questions  of  whether  grants  should  be  made 
solely  for  publication  of  research  done  at  Clemson  or  elsewhere  and  whether  grants 
should  be  made  which  incidentally  support  graduate  assistantships .   The  Committee 
felt  that  both  these  types  of  expenditure  could  be  justified  and  that  each  case 
presenting  these  questions  would  be  decided  on  its  own  merits. 
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RE SEARCH  NEWS 

L.  G.  Rich  (engineering)  has  been  advised  by  the  Public  Health  Service  that 

$24,800  has  been  awarded  to  Clemson  for  a  training  program  in  water  resources 
during  1963-64;  and  that  $25,000  has  been  awarded  for  a  similar  program  in 
water  supply  and  pollution  control.  .Both  programs  are  scheduled  for  renewal 
in  1964-65  and  1965-66. 

N.  P.  Marullo  (chemistry)  has  received  a  $19,500  three-year  research  grant 

from  tjie  U.  S.  Army  Research  office  in  Durham,  North  Carolina.   Dr.  Marullo's 
study  will  concern  the  decomposition  of  imidoyl  halides. 

Tah-teh  Yang  (mechanical  engineering)  has  received  two  research  grants  this 

month,  one  from  the  U.  S.  Army  Research  office  and  one  from  the  National 
Science  Foundation.   The  army  grant  of  $49,390  is  for  a  study  of  splitter  ef- 
fect in  conical  diff users.   The  N.S.F.  grant  of  $6,100  supports  research  on 
"channel  flow  and  nucleate  boiling  heat  transfer." 

J.  P.  Rostron  (civil  engineering)  has  received  a  $39,624  grant  from  the  S.  C. 

Highway  Department  and  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  for  a  study  of 
"elasticity  relationships  of  Piedmont  subgrades."

Thirty-two  scholarships  are  open  to  unmarried  male 
citizens  of  the  U.  S.  between  ages  18-23  (as  of  10/1/63)  for  two  years 
study  at  Oxford  in  one  of  eighteen  fields,  including  history,  chemistry, 
forestry,  agriculture,  physics,  etc.   Stipend  is  750/yr.   Applications 
must  be  submitted  by  early  October. 

(2)  Aid  for  further  faculty  study  or  research: 

A.  American  Association  of  University  Women  Fellowships  for  American 
Women .   Forty-six  awards  of  from  $3000  to  $5000  will  be  given  to 
American  women  who  hold  the  doctorate  or  have  completed  all  require- 
ments for  that  degree  except  the  dissertation.   Awards  are  un- 
restricted as  to  age  or  place  of  research.   Application  forms  will 
be  available  August  1  and  should  be  filed  by  December  1. 

B.  NATO  Postdoctoral  Fellowships  in  Science.  Approximately  45  fellow- 
ships will  be  awarded  for  full  time  study  or  research  in  the  sciences 
(broadly  defined).   Study  will  be  abroad  for  one  year  in  one  of  the 
NATO  countries.   Evaluation  and  selection  will  be  solely  on  the  basis 
of  ability.   Stipend  will  be  $5500  plus  allowances  of  $500  for  spouse 
and  $500  for  each  child  up  to  a  maximum  of  two.   A  travel  allowance 
is  also  given.   Applications  must  be  submitted  by  October  18. 
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C.  National  Science  Foundation. 

(a)  Postdoctoral  Fellowships- -About  65  awards  will  be  given  to 
citizens  who  have  demonstrated  ability  and  special  aptitude 
for  advanced  training  in  the  sciences,  for  planned  study  or 
research  at  the  postdoctoral  academic  level  for  9-12  months. 
Stipend:  $5,000  plus  $500  per  dependent.   Submit  applications 
by  September  3,  1963. 

(b)  Science  Faculty  Fellowships.  About  400  awards  will  be  given 
for  study  or  research  to  help  improve  the  effectiveness  of 
teachers   of  science  subjects.   Grants  may  be  for  graduate 
or  postdoctoral  study,  and  may  cover  from  three  months  to 
twelve  months  study.  Applicant  must  have  three  years  teach- 
ing experience  and  intend  to  continue  teaching.   Stipends 
are  $5500-$15 ,000  for  a  calendar  year.   Summer  Fellowships 
are  also  awarded.   Submit  applications  by  October  7,  1963. 

(c)  Senior  Postdoctoral  Fellowships.  About  100  awards  will  be 
given  to  help  individuals  several  years  past  their  doctoral 
degree  to  supplement  their  training  by  increasing  their  com- 
petence in  their  specialized  field  or  by  broadening  their 
competence  in  related  fields  of  science.   Awards  are  for 
study  or  research.   Submit  applications  by  October  7,  1963. 

D.  U.  S.  Government  Resident  Research  Associateships . 

These  are  given  to  provide  investigators  of  unusual  ability  and 
promise  with  an  opportunity  for  the  direct  exchange  of  ideas  and 
knowledge  and  for  basic  research  in  those  areas  of  mutual  interest 
to  the  investigator  and  the  appropriate  government  laboratory. 
The  annual  stipend  is  from  $9500  to  $10,000  plus  a  travel  allow- 
ance.

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NON- CLEMS ON  NEWS  NOTES 

— -Trustees  Approve  Liberal  Arts  Degree  for  North  Carolina  State. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Consolidated  University 
of  North  Carolina  recently  approved  a  program  leading  to  the  bachelor  of 
arts  degree  at  North  Carolina  State  and  changed  the  name  of  the  institution's 
School  of  General  Studies  to  the  School  of  Liberal  Arts. 

If  approved  by  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Higher  Education,  the  action 
of  the  Trustees  will  be  a  major  step  toward  full  university  status  for  North 
Carolina  State.   Up  to  this  time,  NCS  has  not  been  authorized  to  offer  a 
degree  in  the  liberal  arts,  and  the  bachelor  of  scie"nce  degree  in  the  School 
of  General  Studies  was  authorized  only  last  year. 

The  new  degree  program  is  a  step  in  implementing  long  range  plans  for 
development  of  the  University,  as  approved  by  the  Trustees,  the  Governor's 
Commission  on  Education  Beyond  the  High  School,  and  authorized  by  the  legis- 
lature.  Under  it  all  major  campuses  of  the  Consolidated  University  will 
offer  a  broad  range  of  degree  programs  and  be  fully  coeducational.   North 
Carolina  State  plans,  under  the  new  authority,  to  offer  arts  majors  im- 
mediately in  economics,  English,  history,  political  science,  and  sociology. 

Tennessee  Plans  $26  Million  Building  Program:   $8-1/3  Million  from  State. 

The  University  of  Tennessee  plans  to  use  an  $8-1/3  million  capital-outlay 
appropriation  from  the  state  as  a  base  for  a  two-year,  $26  million  physical- 
plant  expansion  and  improvement  program  involving  all  units  of  the  University, 
largest  single  expansion  program  in  the  University's  history. 

The  state  appropriation  will  be  used  to  build  academic  and  service  build- 
ings and  to  match  Federal  construction  grants.   Two-thirds  of  the  $6  million 
in  Federal  grants  will  be  used  for  the  initial  stage  of  an  urban  renewal  pro- 
ject at  Knoxville,  the  rest  being  divided  between  a  new  $2.4  million  Research 
Hospital  in  Memphis  and  a  $2  million  Space  Institute  building  at  the  Aerospace 
Center  near  Tullahoma. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  approved  the  borrowing  of  $9  million  for  addi- 
tional dormitories,  fraternity  houses,  and  other  revenue-producing  facilities. 
Private  gifts  and  unexpended  1961  appropriations  make  up  the  rest  of  the 
total  of  $26  million. 

Plans  call  for  expenditures  for  physical-plant  expansion  and  improve- 
ment of  $4  million  at  the  Memphis  campus,  $1.5  million  at  the  Martin  branch, 
$2  million  for  the  Space  Institute,  $18  million  for  the  Knoxville  campus,  and 
$500,000  for  other  University  properties. 

Precollegiate  Earth  Science  Evaluation  to  be  Made  at  U.  of  Colorado. 

An  Earth  Sciences  Curriculum  Project  to  evaluate  earth-sciences  courses 
in  junior  and  senior  high  schools  and  to  develop  new  teaching  materials  and 
methods  sponsored  through  a  $145,800  National  Science  Foundation  grant  by 
the  American  Geological  Institute,  has  been  established  at  the  University  of 
Colorado. 


NON-CLEMSON  NEWS  NOTES  (continued) 

According  to  Dr.  Robert  L.  Heller,  head  of  the  department  of  geology  at  the 
University  of  Minnesota,  and  director  of  the  project,  courses  in  geology,  geo-physics, 
astronomy,  oceanography,  and  meteorology  are  multiplying  rapidly  in  schools  across  the 
country,  leading  to  a  need  for  a  course-content  improvement  program  similar  to  that  in 
other  scientific  fields. 

Higher  Education  Bill  May  Move? 

There  are  some  indications  that  the  House  leadership  may  be  considering  moving 
H.R.  6143,  the  higher  education  academic  facilities  assistance  act,  to  the  House 
floor  for  a  vote  in  advance  of  other  educational  legislation  and  without  waiting  for 
action  on  civil  rights  proposals.   This  bill,  which  is  bi-partisan  in  sponsorship 
and  contains  provisions  for  loans  and  grants  for  both  undergraduate  and  graduate  facil- 
ities, is  less  involved  in  controversy  than  almost  any  other  piece  of  educational 
legislation,  but  its  chances  of  passage  this  session  will  be  materially  reduced,  some 
observers  think,  if  other  bills  go  first  or  the  Congress  becomes  involved  in  a  pro- 
longer  struggle  over  civil  rights  legislation. 

Experiment  Station  Facilities  Bill  Sent  To  President. 

The  Senate  has  passed  and  sent  to  the  President  for  signature  H.R.  40,  bill 
authorizing  Federal  matching  funds  for  construction  of  research  facilities  at  state 
agricultural  experiment  stations.   Passage  of  the  bill  in  the  Senate  was  on  the 
consent  calendar,  requiring  unanimous  approval. 

The  bill  provides  that  funds  appropriated  under  the  act  would  be  allocated  one- 
third  equally  among  the  States;  one  third  on  the  basis  of  rural  population;  and  one- 
third  on  the  basis  of  farm  population.   The  bill  requires  that  all  Federal  funds  be 
at  least  equally  matched  by  non-Federal  funds.   Funds  allocated  to  a  state  may  be 
carried  over  or  not  to  exceed  2  fiscal  years  before  being  used,  to  permit  orderly 
state  planning  and  financing.

As  announced  in  the  Newsletter  on  May  15,  Dean  Gaston  Gage,  a  member  of  the  Clemson 
faculty  since  1932,  retired  on  August  31. 

A  South  Carolina  native.  Dean  Gage  was  a  student  at  the  University  of  South  Carolina 
for  two  years,  then  earned  his  B.S.  at  Clemson  in  1921.   He  holds  a  master's  degree 
from  Pennsylvania  State  and  has  done  additional  summer  graduate  study  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina. 

From  1921  to  1932  he  was  employed  by  Aragon -Baldwin  Mills  in  Chester,  S.  C.   He 
joined  the  Clemson  Textile  faculty  in  1932;  was  made  head  of  the  Yarn  Manufacturing 
department  in  1949  and  dean  in  1957.   Under  his  leadership  the  School  of  Textiles 
reshaped  its  entire  curriculum  pattern,  embarked  on  a  full-scale  program  of  research, 
and  effected  a  union  with  the  department  of  Industrial  Management.

It  is  estimated  that  graduate  enrollment  will  grow  at  a  slightly  greater  rate 
than  the  20  per  cent  achieved  last  year,  with  186  students  in  M.S.  degree  programs 
and  54  students  in  Ph.D.  degree  programs. 

Advanced  degrees  earned;   Eighty- four  students  received  master's  degrees  and  five 
students  received  doctor's  degrees  during  the  calendar  year  1963.   These  figures 
compare  with  sixty-nine  and  four  for  the  previous  year. 

The  College  has  now  awarded  590  master's  degrees  and  10  doctor's  degrees.   All 
the  doctor's  degrees  and  381  (65  per  cent)  of  the  master's  degrees  have  been 
awarded  in  the  last  six  years  since  the  Graduate  School  was  reorganized. 

Fellowships;   During  the  past  year  the  College  received  ten  new  three  year  fellow- 
ships that  it  could  award  to  doctoral  candidates.   These  have  been  awarded  and  the 
students  will  begin  their  study  here  in  September.   In  addition  to  the  award  of 
about  $3,000  per  year  given  to  each  student,  the  College  will  receive  $85,600  to 
help  cover  the  costs  of  educating  these  students. 

During  the  coming  year  185  fellowships  and  assistantships  will  be  available  for 
graduate  students. 
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ALUMNI  LOYALTY  FUND  RECAP 

The  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund  this  year  provided  $31,656  to  the  College  aca- 
demic programs  for  immediate  use.   Of  this  sum,  $10,000  went  to  the  R.  F.  Poole 
scholarship  fund,  begun  by  the  faculty  in  1958;  $4,500  to  Alumni  Professor- 
ships; $10,000  to  the  Graduate  School;  $1,000  to  student  government;  and  $6156 
to  faculty  research  and  development.

The  total  enrollment  for  1963  looks  better  when  it  is  remembered  that  we  did 
not  attempt  the  Summer  Institute  for  High  School  Teachers  of  Science  and  Math- 
ematics which  enrolled  65  students  in  1962. 

For  the  fifth  summer  the  Junior  Engineers'  and  Scientists'  Summer  Institute  (JESSI) 
was  held  at  Clemson.   This  institute  enrolls  boys  who  are  planning  to  enter  the 
eleventh  or  the  twelfth  grade  of  high  school  in  September,  1963,  and  who  have 
successfully  completed  certain  courses  in  high  school  mathematics  and  science. 
Ninety-two  students,  from  eight  states  and  Mexico,  and  twenty-three  teachers  and 
lecturers  participated  in  this  year's  institute.   Eleven  speakers  from  the  outside 
were  brought  in  to  speak  to  these  students. 

The  School  of  Industrial  Management  and  Textile  Science  offered,  for  the  sixth 
year,  a  short  course  program  for  the  textile  industry.   There  were  eight  of  these 
courses  attended  by  108  students. 

Sponsored  jointly  by  Clemson  College  and  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service, 
the  first  Summer  Insitute  in  Process  Engineering  Applications  in  the  Field  of 
Water  and  Waste  Treatment  was  held  at  Clemson  from  June  10  to  July  20.   Seven 
graduate-level  students  were  enrolled  in  this  institute. 

Various  departments  in  the  School  of  Agriculture  held  short  courses  in  their 
specialized  fields  at  Clemson  House.   Two  special  programs,  which  have  been 
in  effect  for  several  years  now,  are  the  nine-weeks  program  in  forestry  and  the 
three-weeks  program  in  industrial  education.
